PREFACE. 


The following work, although chiefly intend- 
ed for the use of the ancient and honourable so- 
ciety of Free and Accepted Masons, is also cal- 
culated to explain the nature and design Of the 
Masonic institution, to those who may be desir* 
ous of becoming acquainted with its principles, 
whether for the purpose of initiation ' into the so- 
ciety, or merely for the gratification of their curi- 
osity. 

The observations upon the first three degrees 
are many of them taken from Preston’s ‘Illustra- 
tions of Masonry’ with some necessary altera- 
tions. Mr. Preston’s distribution of the first lec- 
ture into six, the second into four, and the third 
into twelve sections, not being agreeable to tb§ 
mode of working in America, they are different, 
ly arranged in this work. 

It is presumed that all regular Lodges, and 
Royal Arch Chapters, will find it a useful assist- 
aut and Monitor; inasmuch as it contains most 
of the Charges, Prayers, and Scripture Passages, 
made use of at our meetings, and which are not 
1 * 
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otherwise to be found, without recourse to sever- 
al volumes. This often occasions much delay 
in the recitals, produces many irregularities in 
their distribution, and sometimes causes impor- 
tant omissions. 

The whole are here digested and arranged in 
such order, through the seyeral degrees, from the 
Entered Apprentice tethe Royal Arch Mason, 
that they may be easily understood ; and, by a due 
attention to their several divisions, the mode of 
working, as well in arrangement as matter, will 
beeome universally the same. This desirable 
object will add much to the happiness and satis- 
faction of all good Masons, and redound to the 
honour of the whole fraternity.

BOOK I. 

CHAPTER I. 


Origin of Masonry and its general Advantages . 

F Ren the commencement of the world we 
nay trace the foundation of Masonry.* Ever 
since symmetry began, and harmony displayed 
her charms, our order has had a being. During 
many ages, and in many different countries, it 
has flourished. In the dark periods of antiquity, 
when literature was in a low state, and the rude 
manners of our forefathers withheld from them 
thatkfio wledge we now" so amply share, mason- 
ry diffused its influence. This science unveiled, 
arts arose, civilization took place, and the pro- 
gress of knowledge and philosophy gradually 
dispelled the gloom of ignorance and barbarism. 
Government being settled, authority was given 
to laws, and the assemblies of the fraternity ac-

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qoired the patronage of the great and the good, 
while the tenets of the profession were attended 
with unbounded utility. 

Masonry is a science confined to no particular' 
country, bat diffused over the whole terrestrial 
globe. Wherever arts flourish, there it flourishes 
too. Add to this, that by secret and inviolable 
signs, carefully preserved among the fraternity 
throughout the world, masonry becomes an uni- 
versal language. Hence many advantages are 
' gained : the distant Chinese, the wild Arab, and 
the American savage, will embrace a brother 
Briton, Frank, or German ; and will know, that 
beside the common ties of humanity there is stiH 
a ^stronger obligation to induce him to kind and 
friendly offices. The spirit of the fulminating 
priest will be tamed ; and a moral brother, 
though of a different persuasion^ engage hfe e»- 
teem. Thus, through the influence of masonry, 
which is reconeileable to the bast policy, all thole 
disputes, which embitter life, and soar the tern* 
pers of men, are avoided : while tbe common 
good, the general design of the craft, is aealously 
pursued. 

From this view of the system, Ha utility must 
be sufficiently obvious. The unii’eraal priori, 
pies of tbe art unite men of the most opposite 
tenets, of tbe most distant countries, and of th$ 
most contradictory opinions, in’ one indhftolpbie 
bond of affection, so that in every nation: atfepoh 
finds a friend, and in every climate a home. ' 
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CHAP. 11. 

The Government qf the Fraternity explained. 

. .The ,iao<le of government observed by the 
fraternity will best explain the importance, and 
give the truest idea of the nature and design of 
the masonic system. 

.. There are several classes of masons, under dif- 
ferent appellations. The privileges of these 
.elapses are distinct, ami particular means are 
adopted Co preserve those privileges to the just 
and meritorious of each class. 

Honour and probity are recommendations to 
the first class ; in which the practice of virtue is 
enforce d, aud the duties of morality inculcated, 
while the mind is prepared for regular and social 
convecse to (Jpa principles of Knowledge and 
philosophy. . 

Diligence, assiduity and application, are qual* 
ideations for the second class ; in which aa ac- 
curate elucidation of science, both in theory and 
practice,' is given. Here, human reason is cul- 
tivated by a. due exertion of the rational and 
intellectual powers and faculties : nice and diffi- 
cult theories are. explained; new discoveries 
produced, and those already known beautifully 
embellished. 

The third class is composed of those whom 
truth and fidelity have distinguished ; who, when 
assaulted by threats and violence, after solicita- 
tion and persuasion, have failed,, have eviheed 
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their firmness and integrity in preserving invio- 
late the mysteries of die order. 

The fourth class consists of those who have 
perseveringly studied the scientific branches of 
the art; and exhibited proofs of their shill and 
acquirements, and who have consequently ob- 
tained the honour of this degree, as a reward of 
merit. ' ; r - 

The fifth class consists 'of those who, having' 
acquired a proficiency of knowledge to become 
teachers, have been elected to preside over regu-t 
krly constituted bodies of masons. . 

The sixth class consists of those who, having* 
discharged the duties of the chair with honour 
and repntation, are acknowledged and recorded 
as excellent masters. 

The seventh class consists of a select few, whom; 
years and experience have improved, and whom* 
merit and abilities have entitled to preferment. 
With this class the ancient landmarks of the 
order are preserved ; and from them we* learn' 
and practise the necessary and instractire lessons, 
which at once dignify the art, and qualify its 
professors to illustrate its excellence and utility. 

This is the established mode of the masonic 
government, when the rules of the system are 
observed. By this judicious arrangement, tme 
friendship is cultivated among different ranks 
and degrees of men, hospitality promoted; in- 
dustry rewarded, and ingenuity encouraged.

The importance of the Secrets of Masdnry demonstrated* 

Iftbe, secrets of masonry are replete with such 
advantages to mankind, it may he asked, Why 
are they not divulged for the general good of 
society? To whichit may be answered : Were 
theprivileges of masonry to be indiscriminately 
bestowed, the design of the institution would he 
subverted ; and, being familiar, like many other 
important matters, would soon lose their value, 
and sink into disregard. 

It is a weakness in human nature, that men 
are generally more charmed with novelty, tlian 
the veal worth or intrinsic value pf things. Nov- 
elty influences all our actions and determina*. 
tions. . WhaUjLs new, ,or difficult in the .acquisi- 
tion, .however, trifling ov insignificant, readily: 
captivates the imagination, and ensures a tem- 
porary admiration; while what. is familiar, or 
easily obtained, however noble and eminent for 
its utility,, is sure to he disregarded by the giddy 
and unthinking. 

.Did the particular secrets or peculiar formn 
prevalent among masons constitute the essence; 
of the art, it might be alleged that our amuse- 
ments were trifling, aud our ceremonies super- 
ficial. But this is not the case. Having their 
use, they arc preserved ; aud from the recollec- 
tion of the lessons they inculcate, the- welt, 
informed mason. t derives instruction. Drawing; 
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them' to a near inspection, he views them through 
a proper medium ; adverts to the eireumstanoee 
which gave them rise ; dwells upon the tenets 
they convey ; and, finding them replete with use- 
ful information, adopts them as keys to the priv- 
ileges of his. art, and prizes them as sacred* 
Thus convinced of their propriety, he estimates 
the value from their utility. 

Many persons are deluded by their vague 
supposition that onr mysteries are merely nomin- 
al ; that the practices established among us are 
frivolous; and that our ceremonies might be 
adopted, or waved, at pleasure. On this false 
foundation, we have found them hurrying through 
all the degrees, without adverting to the propri- 
ety of one step they pursue, or possessing a sin- 
gle qualification requisite for advancement. Pas- 
sing through the usual 1 formalities, they' lihve ac- 
cepted offices, and assumed the government of 
lodges, equally unacquainted with' the rules of 
the institution they pretended to support, or the 
nature of the trust reposed in them. The conse- 
quence is obvious ; wherever such practices hate- 
been allowed, anarchy and confusion have en- 
sued, and the substance has been lost in the 
shadow. 

Were the brethren, who preside over lodges, 
properly instructed previous to their appoint- 
ment, and regularly apprised of the importance 
of their respective offices, a general reformation, 
would speedily take place. This would evihee 
the propriety of our mode of government, and 
lead men to acknowledge, that our honours w etb 
deserredly conferred*. The ancient consequence 
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of the order wirald be restored, and the reputa- 
tion of the society preserved. 

Such conduct alone can support our character. 
Unless prodent actions shall distinguish oar title 
to the honours of masonry, and regular deport- 
ment display the influence and utility of our 
rules,' the world in generalwill not ensHy be led 
to reconcile our proceedings with the tenets of 
our. profession. 


CHAPTER IV. 

GENERAL REMARKS. . 

Masonry is an art equally useful and exten- 
sive. In every art. there is a mystery, which 
requires a gradual progression of knowledge to 
arrive at auy degree of perfection iu it. W ith- 
out much instruction, and more exercise, n6 man 
can be skilful iq any art ; in like manner, with- 
out an- assiduous application to the various sub- 
jects treated of iu the different, lectures of ma- 
soury, no person can be sufficiently acquainted 
with its true value. 

. It must not,- however be inferred from this 
remark that persons, who labour under the 
disadvantages of a. confined education, or whose 
sphere of lUe requires a more intense application 
to. business or study, are to be discouraged in 
their endeavours to gain a knowledge of ma- 
sonry. 
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To qnsiify an todividval to esyay the btne~ 
fils of the. society et large, or to partake of it* 
pririlegM, it is oot absolutely news sery that he . 
should be acquainted with all the iotrkate parts, 
of the science. These eta only ia ta a d ad-ferthe 
diligent and assidnoos mason, who nay hare ion* 
sure and opportunity to indues such pursuits, r. 

Though sons are nore able than others, son ** 
more eminent, seme more useful, yet all, in thainr 
different spheres, may prove advantageous totbo 
community. As the n a tu r e of every man’s psoJr 
fesnon will- not admit of that leisure which in: 
necessary to quality him to become an expert^ 
mason, it is highly proper that tba official dntiem 
of a ledge shoold be executed by persons whose > 
education and situation in life enaUe them to'- 
become adepts j as it must be allowed, that ally 
who accept offices and exercise authority, shook!- 
be property qualified to discharge the task a»v. 
signed them, with honour to themselves, anil 
cfedit to tbeirsendry stations.

In all regular assemblies of men, who are con- 
vened for wise aotl useful purposes, the com- 
mencement and conclusion of business are ac- 
companied with some form.

The ceremony of epentdg and closing a lodge 
with solemnity and decorum, is therefore uni- 
versally admitted among masons ; and though 
the mode in some lodges may vary, and in eve- 
ry degree must vary, still an uniformity in the 
general practice prevails in every lodge ; and* 
the variation (if any) is solely occasioned by a 
want of method, which a little application might 
easily remove. 

To conduct this ceremony ' with propriety 
ought to? be the peculiaf* study Of every- mason 5 
especially of those who have the honour to rule 
itKtaur assemblies. To -persons who are tints- 
OfgtHfifed, ereryeye ' is naturally' directed for 
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propriety of conduct and behavnar ; and from 
them, other brethren, who an let* informed) 
will naturally expect to derive an example «m v 
thy of imitation. . • » . .... 

From a share in this seremony no masou quo 
be exempted. It is a general concern, in wblah 
all most assist. This is the first request of the 
master, and die .prelude to all business, No 
sooner has it been signified, than every offices 
repairs to his station, and the brethren rank «e <■ 
cording to their degrees. The intent of the 
meeting becomes the sole object of attention 
and the mind is insensibly drawn from tho s e 
indiscriminate subjects of emvenatnu, which 
are apt to intrude oh oor leas unions laoifitw . 

■ This effect accomplished, ear care is dbechd 
to the external avenues of the lodge, and the 
proper officers, whose province It is to discharge 
that duty, exeente their trust with fidelity, and 
by certain mystic forms, of bo recent date, inti- 
mate that we may safely proceed. To detect 
impostors among ourselves, an adherence to or- 
der in the character of masons ensues, and the. 
lodge is either opened or closed in solemn form,? 

At opening the lodge, two purposes are wise- 
ly effected : the master is reminded of the dig- 
nity of his character, and the brethren, of the 
homage and veneration due from them in their 
sundry stations. These are not the only advan- 
tages resulting from a due observance of this 
ceremony ; a reverential awe for the Deity & 
inculcated, and the eye fixed on that object from 
whose radiant beams light only can .be derived. 
Here we are taught to. adore. the God of heaven, 
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and to supplicate his protection on pur well 
meant endeavours. The master assumes his gov- 
ernment in- due form, and under him his' war- 
dens ; who accept their trust, after the custom- 
ary salutations/ The brethren then, with one 
accord, nuite in duty and respect, and the' cere- 
monyeoneludes. : 

' At closing the lodge, a similar form takes 
place. Here the less important duties of mason- 
ry are not passed over unobserved. The neces- 
sary degree of subordination in the government 
of r a lodge is peculiarly marked, while the pro- 
per- tribute of gratitude is offered op to the 
beneflfceirt Author 'of life, and his blessing in- 
voked and extended to the whole fraternity. 
Htfch brother faithfully locks up the treasure he 
has Acquired in fits own secret repository ; and, 
rilfeased witji his reward, retires to emoy and 
tnsSeminpte; among the private circle of his breth- 
reh, the fruits of his labour and Industry in tbe 
lo dg e. 

These are' faint outlines of a ceremony, which 
universally prevails amotig masons in every, coun- 
ty, ’bud distinguishes all their meetings. It is 
arranged as a general section in every degree; 
arid ^akes the lead in all our illustrations. (

CHAPTER VI. 

Charges and Regulations for the Conduct and Btha* 
viour of Masons. 

A reheabsal of the ancient charges properly 
succeeds the opening, and precedes the closing, 
of a lodge. This was the constant practice ot 
our. ancient brethren, and ought never to be 
neglected in our regular assemblies. A recapit- 
ulation of our duty cannot be disagreeable tq. 
those Who are acquainted with it ; and to those 
who know it not, should any such be, it must 
be highly proper to recommend it. __ 

ANCIENT CHARGES. 

On the Management of the Craft in Worleing. 

Masons employ themselves diligently in their 
sundry vocations, live creditably, ana conform 
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wit)) cheerfulness to the government of the coun- 
try in whiebthey reside. 

[The mostexpert craftsmen is chosen or ap- 
pointed master of the work, and is duly honour- 
ed by those over whom he presides. 

[The master, knowing himself qualified, un- 
dertakes the government of the lodge, and tru- 
ly dispenses his rewards, giving to every brother' 
tlieapprohation which he merits. 

[A craftsman, who is appointed warden of 
the work under the master, is true to master 
and fellows, carefully oversees the work, and 
his brethren obey him.] 

The master, wardens, and brethren, receive 
their rewards justly, are faithful, and carefully 
finish the work they begin, whether it be in the 
first or second degree ; bet never put that work 
to the first which has been accustomed to the 
second degree,, nor that to the second or first 
which has been accustomed to the third. 

either envy nor censure is discovered among 
true masons. No brother is supplanted, or put 
out of his work, if he be capable to finish it ; 
as no man, who is not perfectly skilled in the 
original design, can, with equal advantage to 
the master, finish the work begun by another. 

All employed in masonry meekly receive their 
rewards, and use no disobliging name. Brother 
or fellow are the terms or appellations they be- 
stow on each other. They, behave courteously 
within and without the lodge, and never desert 
the master till the work is fibbed. 
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Laws for the Government of the Lodge. 

You are to salute one another in a courte- 
ous manner, agreeably to the forms established 
among masons ;* you are freely to give such 
mutual instructions as shall be thought necessary 
or expedient, not being overseen or overheard, 
without encroaching upon each other, or dero- 
gating from, that respect which is due to any 
gentleman were he not a mason ; for though, 
as masons, we rank as brethren on a level, yet 
masonry deprives no man of the honour due to 
his rank or character, but rather adds to his 
honour, especially if he has deserved well of the 
fraternity, who always render honour to whom 
It is due, and avoid ill manners. 

No private committees are to be allowed,, qr 
separate conversations encouraged ; the master 
or wardens are not to be interrupted, or any 
brother speaking to the master; but due deco- 
rum is to be observed, and a proper respect paid 
to the master and .presiding officers. 

These laws are to be strictly enforced, .that 
harmony may be preserved, and the business of 
the lodge be carried on with order and regu- 
larity. Amen. So nwtc it be. 

Charge on the Behaviour of Masons out of the Lodge. 

When the lodge is closed, you may ‘enjoy 
yourselves with innocent* mirth ; but you. are 

' * la a lSige, ma*on» meet at members of ooa family $ all prqju- 
dices, therefore, on account of religion, country, or private opinion, 
are removed. 
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carefully to avoid excess. Teu are not to conk- 
pel any brother to act contrary to his inclina- 
tion, or give offence by word or deed, but enjoy' 
a free and' easy conversation. You are to use 
no immoral or obscene discourse, but at all times 
support with propriety the dignity of your char- 
acter. 

' You are to be eautious in your words and 
carnage, that the most penetrating stranger may 
not discover, or find out, what is not proper to 
be intimated ; and, if necessary, you are to 
wave a discourse, and manage it prudently, for 
the honour of the fraternity. 

At home, and in your several neighbourhoods, 
you are to behave as wise and moral men. Yon 
are never to communicate to your families, 
friends or acquaintance, the private transactions 
of oar different assemblies; but upon every oc- 
casion to consult your own honour, and the rep- 
utation of the fraternity at large. 

You are to study the preservation of health, 
by avoiding irregularity and intemperance, that 
your families may not he neglected and injured, 
or yourselves disabled from attending to your 
necessary employments in life. 

If a stranger apply in the character of a ma- 
son, you are cautiously to examine him in such 
a method as prudence may direct, and agreeably 
to the forms established among masons ; that 
yon may not be imposed upon by an ignorant, 
false pretender, whom you are to reject with 
contempt ; and beware of giving him any secret 
bints of knowledge. But if yon 1 discover him 
to be a true and genuine brother, you are to re- 
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sipeet bin ; if he be ia want, you are to niieie 
Viim, or direct him bow he may be reH^««dt$ 
you are to employ him, or recommend bma 4? 
employment : however, you are uever chafed 
to do beyond year ability ; only to prefer a; poor 
brother, who ia a good man and true, before 
any other person in the aa me circumstance*. 

Finally : These rnlea yon are always to oh? 
serve and enforce, and also Die duties -which 
have been communicated in the lectures; culti- 
vating brotherly love, the foundation and cape- 
stone, the cement and glory of this ancient fra- 
ternity ; avoiding, upon every occasion, wrang- 
ling and quarrelling, slandering and backbiting; 
not permitting others to slander honest bretbretr, 
but defending their characters, and doing then! 
good offices, as far as may be consistent with 
yonr honour ami safety, but no -farther. Hence 
all may sec the benign influence of masonry, as 
all true masons have done from the beginning of 
the world, and will do to the end of lime.

CHAP. Vlf. 

Prerequisites for a Candidate. 

By a late regulation, adopted by most of the 
grand lodges in America, no candidate for the 
mysteries of masonry can he initiated without 
having been proposed at a previous meeting of 
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lie lodge In order that no one may be Intro, 
dveed without doe inquiry relative to his char- 
acter and qualifications. 

AU applications for initiation should be made 
by ^petition in writing, signed by the applicant^ 
giving an account of his age, quality, occupa- 
tion and plaee of residence, and that he is de- 
sirous of being admitted a member of the fra- 
ternity; which petition should be kept ow file 
by the secretary.

After this petition is read, the candidate must 
be proposed in form, by a member of the lodge 
and the proposition seconded by 'another mem- 
ber: a committee is then appointed to make 
ipqnp*y relative to bis character and qualifica- 
tions, .

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Declaration to he asiented to by a Candidate , in an ad- 
joining apartment , previous to Initiation • 

“ Do you seriously declare upon your hon- 
our, before these gentlemen,* that, unbiassed' by 
friends, and uninfluenced by mercenary motives 
you freely and voluntarily offer yourself a can- 
didate for the mysteries of masonry r” 1 do. 

“ Do you seriously declare, upon your hon- 
our, before these gentlemen that you are prompt- 
ed to solicit the privileges of masonry by a fa- 
vourable opinion conceived of the -institution, a 
desire of knowledge, and a sincere wish of being 
serviceable to your fellow creatures ?” I do- 

“ Do you seriously declare, upon- your honour, 
before these gentlemen, that you will cheerfully 
conform to all the ancient-established usages and 
customs of th.e fraternity ?” I do. 

After the above declarations are made, and 
reported to the master, he makes it known to 
tbe lodge, iu manner following, viz. 

Brethren, 

“At the request of Mr. A. D. he has been 
proposed and accepted in regular form ; I there- 
fore recommend him as a proper candidate for 
the mysteries of masonry, and worthy to par- 
take of the privileges of the fraternity ; and, in 
consequence of a declaration of his intentions, 
voluntarily made, I believe lie will cheerfully 
conform to the rules of the order.” 

If there are then no objections made, the can- 
didate is introduced in due form.

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CHAP, vhi: 

REMARKS ON THE FIRST LECTURE. 

We shall now enter ou a disquisition of the 
different sections of the lectures appropriated . to 
the several degrees of masonry, giving a brief 
summary of the whole, and annexing to every 
remark the particulars to which the sectiou al- 
ludes. By these means the industrious mason 
.will be instructed in the regular arrangement of 
: the sections in each lecture, and be enabled with 
more ease -to acquire a knowledge of the art. 

The first lecture of masonry is divided into 
- three sections, and each section into different 
clauses. Virtue is painted in the most beautiful 
colours, t and the duties of morality are enforced. 
; In it we are taught such useful lessons as prepare 
the miud for a regular advancement iu the prill* 
ciples of knowledge and philosophy. These are 
imprinted on the memory by lively and sensible 
images, to influence our conduct in the proper 
discharge of (lie duties of social life. 


* THE FIRST SECTION 

In this lecture is suited to all capacities, and 
may ami ought to be known by every person 
who ranks as a mason. It consists of general 
heads, which, though short and simple, carry 
weight with them. They not only serve as 
marks of distinction, but communicate useful 
and interesting knowledge, when they are duly

investigated. They qualify aa to trv and nan- 
ine the rights of others to oar privileges, white 
they prove ourselves ; and, as they induce us to 
inquire more minutely into other particulars of 
greater importance, they serve as an introduc- 
tion to subjects more amply explained in the 
following sections. 

■ A prayer used at the Initiation of a Candidate. 

* 

“ Vouchsafe thine aid, Almighty Father of the 
Universe, to this our present convention ; and 
grant that this candidate for masonry may dedi- 
cate and devote his life to thy service, and be* 
come a true and faithfnl brother among ust-f 
Endue him with a Competency of thy divine wis, 
dom, that) by the secrets of our art, he may i)| 
better enabled to display the beauties of brotherly 
love, relief, and truth, to the honour of tbjfr holy 
name ! Amen. 

It is a duty incumbent on every master of a 
lodge, before the ceremony of initiation takes 
place, to inform the candidate of the purpose- 
ami design of the institution ; to explain the 
nature of his solemn engagements; and, in a 
manner peculiar to masons alone, to-require his 
cheerful acquiescence to the duties of morality 
and virtue, and all the sacred tenets of the order. 

Towards the elose of the section is explained 
that peculiar ensign of masonry, the lambskin, or 
white leather apron , which is an emblem of inno- 
cence, and the badge of a mason ; more ancient 
than the golden fleece or Roman eagle ; more 
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tasaonrahte than the stir and garter, or any oilier 
order that emit) be conferred upon the cnndi- 
date- at the tine of his 'nitration, or at Any time 
thereafter, by king, prince, potentate, or any 
other person, except lie be a .mason ; and which 
every one ought to wear - with, equal pleasure to 
himself, and honour to the fraternity. 

This seetion closes with an explanation of the 
vcorfcivg tools and implements of an entered ap- 
prentice, which are, the twenty-four inch gauge, 
and the common gavel. 

The twenty four inch gauge is an instrument 
made nse of by operative masons, to measure and 
lay oat' their work ; bat we as fVee and accepted 
masons, are taught to make use of it for the mere 
noble and glorious purpose of dividing, our time. 
Its being mvided into twenty-four equal parts is 
emblematical of tbe twenty-four boon of the 
day, aphich we are taught to divide into three 
equal parts, whereby we find eight hours for the 
service of (7od and a distressed worthy brother ; 
eight hours for nor usual avocations : and eight 
for refreshment and sleep.* 

The common. gavel is an instrument made use - 
of by operative masons, to break off the corners 
of rough stones, the better to fit them for the 
builder’s use ; but we, as free and accepted ma- 
sons, are taught to make use of it for the more 


* “ The ifioit effectual expedient employed by Alfred the Great, 
for tbe encouragement of lear,ni»g, was bit own example, and tbe 
constant assiduity with which be employed himself in the pursuit of 
knowledge. He usually divided hit time into three equal portions ; 
Poe was employed in sleep and the refection of his body ; another in 
the dispatch of business; and a third in study and devotion.”

noble and glorious purpose of divesting oiur mindji 
and consciences of all tbe vices and superfluities 
of life, thereby fitting our bodies, as living stones, 
fos that spiritual building, that house not made 
with bands, eternal in the. heavens. 


THE SECOND SECTION 

Rationally, accounts for tbe origin of our hie- 
roglyphical instruction, and convinces ns of the 
advantages which will ever accompany a faithful 
observance of our duty : it maintains, beyond tbe 
tbe power of contradiction, the propriety of our 
rites, while it demonstrates to tbe most sceptical 
and hesitating mind their excellency and utility ; 
it illustrates, at the Same time, certain particulars^, 
of whieh our ignorance might lead us into error, 
and whieli, as mastitis, we are indispensably 
bound to know. 

To make a daily progress in the art, is our 
eonstant^duty, and expressly required by our 
general laws. What end cun be more noble 
than the pursuit of virtue? what motive more 
alluring than the practice of justice ? or what 
instruction more beneficial than an accurate 
elucidation of symbolical mysteries which, tend 
to embellish and adorn tbe mind ?. Every thing 
that strikes the eye more immediately engages- 
the attention, and imprints- on the memory seri- 
ous and solemn truths : lienee masons, univer- 
sally adopting this method of inculcating the 
tenets of their order by typical figures and alle- 
gorical emblems, prevent their mysteries from 
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descending into the familiar reach of inattentive 
and unprepared novices, from whom they might 
not receive due veneration. 

Our records inform us, that the usages and 
customs of masons have ever corresponded with 
those of the Egyptian philosophers, to which i 
they bear a near affinity. Unwilling' to expose 
their mysteries 'to vulgar eyes, they concealed 
their particular tenets and principles of polity 
under bieroglyphical figures ; and expressed their 
potions of government by signs and symbols, 
which they communicated to their Magi alone, 
who were bound by oath not to reveal them. 

The -Pythagorean system seems to have been es- 
tablished on a similar plan, and many orders of 
a more recent date. Masonry, however, is not 
only the most ancient, but the most moral insti- 
tution that ever subsisted ; every character, figure 
and emblem, depicted in a lodge, has a moral 
tendency, and inculcates the practice of virtue. 


The Badge of a Mason .

Every candidate, at his initiation, is presented 
with a lamb-skin, or white leather apron. 

The lamb has in all ages been deemed an em? 
blent ef innocence ; he, therefore,, who wears the 
lamb-skin as a badge of masonry, is thereby con, 
\inaatly reminded of that purity of life and con- 
daet which is essentially necessary to his ga ining 
admission into the Celestial Lodge above, where 
the Supreme Architect of the universe presides.;. 
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TBS THIRD SSCTIOK 

Explain* the nature and principles of oar con* 
stitution, and teaehes ns to discharge with pro- 
priety the-duties of our respective stations. Here, 
too, we receive instruction relative to the form,' 
supports, covering, furniture, ornaments, lights- 
and jewels of a lodge, how it should be situated, 
and to whom dedicated. A proper attention is 
also paid to onr undent and venerable patrons. 

From east to west, freemasonry extends ; and 
between the north and soath, in every clime and 
nation, are masons to be fonnd. * - 

Onr. institution is said to be supported by' 
tbisiom, strength, &ru\ beauty ; because it is nec- 
essary that there should be wisdom to. contrive, 
strength to support,- and beauty to adorn, all great 
and important undertakings. Its dimensions are 
unlimited, and it scocering no less than the cano- 
py of heaven. To this object the mason’s mind is 
continually directed, and thither he hopes at last 
to arrive, by the aid of the theological ‘ladder, - 
which Jacob, in his vision, saw ascending from 
earth to lieaven , the three principal rounds of . 
which are denominated faith, hope and charity ?■: 
and which admonish ns to have faith in God,- 
liope in immortality, -and charity to all mankind^ 

; Every well governed lodge is furnished with' 
i\\e Holy Bible, the Aptttreand the Compass ; the 
bible points out the path that leads to happiness,' 
and is dedicated to God* the«|w»4eaches ns 
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to regulate our conduct by tbe principles of mo- 
rality and virtue, and is dedicated to the Matter ; 
the compose teaches nS'to liutitoor desires in eve- 
ry station, and is dedicated to the frafi. 

Tim Bible is. dedicated to the semen of God, 
bemuse it is the inestimable gift of God to man ; 
the square to the master, became, being the pee- 
per, masenie emblem of his ofllen, it is constantly 
to remind him of the duty he owes to thejkdge 
over which be is appointed to preside ; and the 
compass to the craft, because, by a doe attention 
to its use, they are taught to regulate their de: 
nines, and keep their paamana within doe bounds. 

The omameata/ parts, of n lodge, displayed in 
this section, are, i\m Mosaic pavement* the indent- 
ed tessslf and ihe blaxingstar. The Mosaic pave- 
ment is a representation of the ground floor of 
kmg Setomen’s temple $ the . indented issue!, that 
beautiful tesselated border, or starting, which 
surrounded it? and the Homing star in the centre 
is commemorative of the star which, appeared 
to guide the wise men of the east lo the place of 
our Saviour V nativity. The Mosaic pavement is 
emblematic of human life, chequered with good 
and evil ; the beautiful herder which surrounds 
it;. those blessings and comforts which surround 
us, and which we hope to obtain hy a faithful 
reliance on Divine Providence, wkieh as htero- 
glyphically represented by the Having star in the . 

•• centre. •• • •• • 

The moveable and imm o veable jewels Also claim 
| our attention in this section - ' 

•The tmtghaehler is a pfeme as taken from the <•- 
| quarry in its rode and natural state. The per- 
4 
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feet ashler is a stone made ready by the hands of 
the workman to be adjusted by the took of the 
fellow craft. The trestle-board is for the master 
workman to draw his designs open. 

By tbe rough ashler we are reminded of our 
Tade and imperfect state by nature $ by the. per* 
feet ashler, that state of perfection at .which we 
hope ha arrive, by a virtuous education, our ov| 
endeavours, and the blessing of God ; and by the 
trestle-board, we are reminded, that as tbe opera* 
live workman erects his temporal building agree* 
ably to the rales and designs laid down by the 
master on bis trestle*board, so should we, both 
operative and speculative, endeavour to erect oqr 
spiritual building agreeably to tbe rules and de- 
signs laid down by die Supreme Architect of the 
Universe, in the book of life, or tbe holy s&aft* 
tures, which is our spiritual tsestle-heord. . , .» 

By a recurrence to tbe ehapter upon tbe dedi- 
cation of lodges, it will be perceived, that al- 
though our ancient brethren dedicated their lodg- 
es to lung Solomon, yet masons, professing Chris- 
tianity, dedicate theirs to St. John the Baptist, 
and St John tbe Evangelist, who were eminent 
patrons of masonry ; and since their time there ip 
represented in every regular and well governed 
lodge, a certain point within, a circle ; tbe poiiit 
representing an individual brother, the circle rep-' 
resenting the boundary line of bis doty to Go£ 
and man,beyond which he is never to suffer bis 
passsions, prejudices or interest, to betray him oh 
any occasion. This circle is enibordered by two 
perpendicular, parallel lines, representing' St. 
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John the Baptist, and St John the Evangelist, 
trlio were perfect parallels in Christianity as well 
ns masonry ; and npmihe vertex rests the book 
of Holy Scriptures, which point oat the whole 
duty of nan. In going round this circle, we 
necessarily touch upon these two lines, as well as - 
upon the Holy Scriptures ; and while a mason 
keeps himself thus circumscribed, it is impossible 
that he should materially err. 

- This section, though the last in rank, is not 
the least considerable in importance. . It strength- 
ens those which' precede, and enforces in the 
most engaging manner a due regard to character 
s and behaviour, in pnblic, as well as in private 
life, in the ledge, ae well as, in the general eom- 
meHee of society. It forcibly inculcates the most 
iMtrootive lessons. Brotherly love, relief and 
truth, ate themes- on whioh we here expatiate. 

;■* ' QfBratkerly Itve. 

• By the exercise of brotherly love, we are 
taught to regard the whole human species as one 
fomily, the high and low, the rich and poor ; 
'd'ho, as created by one Almighty Parent, and 
inhabitants of the same planet, are to aid, sup- 
port and protect each other. On this principle, 
masonry unites men of every country, sect and 
ppihion, -and conciliates true friendship among 
those who might otherwise have remained at a 
perpetual distance. 

Of reluf. 

• To relieve the distressed Is a duty incumbent 
on all men ; but particularly on masons, who 
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are linked together by an indissoluble chain of 
• sincere affection. To soothe the unhappy, to 
sympathize with their upsfortunes, to cornpas-- 
sionate their miseries, and^to restore peace to 
their troubled minds,- is the grand aim we have 
in view. On this bads we form our friendships,, 
and establish our connexions. 

Of truth. ! 

Truth is a divine attribute, and the founds- . 
tion of every virtue. To be good and true, is, 
the first lesson we are taught in masonry. On. 
this theme we contemplate, and by its dictate# > 
endeavour to regulate our conduct ; hence, while, 
influenced by this principle, hypocrisy and de- 
ceit are unknown among us, sincerity and plain 
dealing distinguish us, and the heart and tongue' 
join in promoting each other’s welfare, and re-> 
joining in each other’s prosperity. ■> 

To this illustration succeeds «b explanation pf 
the four cardinal virtues— temperance, fortitude,; 

. prudence and justice. 

Temperance 

Is that due restraint upon our affections and 
passions, whieh renders the body tame and gov-, 
ernable, and frees the mind from the allurements.' 
of vice. This virtue should be the constant 
practice of every mason, as he is thereby taught, 
to avoid excess, or contracting any licentious or. 
vicious habit, the indulgence of which might? 
lead him' to disclose some of those valuable se- 
crets,, which he has promised to conceal and 
never, reveal, and which would consequently 
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snbject him to the coDiempt and detestation of 
all good, masons. 

Fortitude 

Is that noble and steady purpose of the mind, 
whereby we are enabled to undergo any pain, 
peril or danger, when prudentially deemed ex- 
pedient. This virtue is equally distant from 
rashness and cowardice ; and, like the former, 
should be deeply impressed upon the mind of 
every mason, as a safeguard or security against 
any illegal attack that may be made, by force or 
otherwise,’ to extort from him any of those se- 
crets with which he has been so solemnly en- 
trusted j and which was emblematically repre- 
sented upon hi* first admission into the lodge. 

Prudence 

Teaches us to regulate ,our lives and actions 
agreeably to the dictates of reason, and is that 
habit by which we wisely, judge, and pruden* 
tially determine, on all things relative to our 
present as well as to our future happiness. This 
virtue should be the peculiar characteristic of 
every mason, not only for the government of 
his conduct while in the lodge, but also when 
abroad in the world ; it should be particularly 
attended to in all strange and mixed companies, 
never to let fall the least sign, token or word, 
whereby the secrets of masonry might be unlaw- 
fully-obtained. 

Justice 

Is that standard, or boundary of right, which 
enables us to render to every man his just due, 
4 * 
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without distinction. This virtue is not only 
consistent with divine and honuw laws, bat u 
the very eement and support of civil society; 
and, as justice in a great measure constitutes the 
real good man; so should it be the invariable 
practice of every mascn never to deviate fesoi 
the minutest principles thereof. 

The illustration of these virtues is accompani- 
ed with Some general observations peculiar to 
masons. 

Such is tlie arrangement of the different sec- 
tions' in the first lecture, which, with the forma i 
adopted at the opening and elosing of a lodge, 
comprehends the whole of the first degree of 
masonry. This plan has die advantage of regu- 
larity to recommend it, the support of precedent 
and authority, and the sanction and respect 
which flow from antiquity. The whole » a ' 
regular system of morality, conceived in a strain 
of interesting allegory, which most unfold its j 
beauties to the candid and industrious inquirer. 

Charge at Initiation into the first Degree . 
i( Brother, 

<< As yon are now introduced into the first 
principles of masonry, I congratulate you on be- 
ing accepted into this aneient and honourable 
older; aneient, as having subsisted from time 
immemorial ; and honourable, as tending, in ; 
every particular, so to render all men who will . 
be conformable to its precepts. No institution 1 
was ever raised on a better principle, or mere 
solid foundation ; nor were ever more excellent j 
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roles Rad useful maxims laid down, than are 
inculcated kt tbe several masonic lectures. The 
greatest and best of men ia all ages have been 
encouragers and promoters of tbe art, and have 
never deemed it derogatory from tbeir dignity, 
to level themselves with, the fraternity, extend 
tbeir privileges, and patronise their assemblies. 

<< There are three great duties, which, as a ma- 
son, yon are charged to inculcate — to God, your 
neighbour, and yourself. To God, in never 
mentioning his name, but with that reverential 
awe ■ which is due from a creature to his Crea- 
tor ;to implore bis aid in all your laudable un- 
dertakings, and to esteem him a*. the chief good : 
to your neighbour, in acting upon the square, 
and .doing unto him as you wish be should do 
unto your aud io yourself, in avoiding all ir- 
regularity and intemperance, which may impair 
. your faculties, or debase the dignity of your 
profession. A aealous attachment to these du- 
ties will ensure public and private esteem. 

il In the state, you are to be a quiet and peace- 
*ful subject, true to your government, and just 
to your country ; you. are not to countenance 
disloyalty or rebellion, but patiently mromit to 
legal authority, and conform with cheerfulness 
to the government of the country in which yon 
live. 

“ In your outward demeanour be particularly 
careful to avoid censure or reproach. Let not 
interest,. favour, or prejudice, bias your integri- 
ty, or influence you to be guilty of a dishonour- 
able action. Although your frequent appear- 
ance at our regular meetings is earnestly solicit- 
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ed, yet it is not meant that masonry should 
interfere with your necessary vocations; Tor 
these are on no account to he neglected ; nei>. 
ther are you to suffer your zeal for the insti- 
tution to lead you .into argument with those 
who, through ignorance, may ridicule if. At 
your leisure . hours, that you may improve in. 
masonic knowledge, you ajre to converse withj 
well informed brethren, who will be always as 
ready to give, as you will be ready to receive, 
instruction. 

“ Finally : keep sacred and inviolable the mys-. 
teries of the order, as these are to distinguish 
you from the rest of the community, and mark 
your consequence among masons. If, in the. 
circle of your acquaintance, you find a person 
desirous of being initiated iqlo masonry, be par;, 
ticularly attentive not to recommend him, unless' 
you are. convinced be will conform to our rules; 
that the honour, glory and reputation of the 
institution may be firmly established, and the 
world at large convinced of its good effects.” .

CHAPTER IX. 

Remarks on the Second Degree. 

Masonry is a progressive science, and is di- 
vided into two different classes or degrees, for - 
the more regular advancement in the knowledge 
of its mysteries. According to the progress we' 
make, we limit or extend our inquiries ; and in 
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proportion to oar capacity, we attaia to a ten 
or greater degree of perfection. 

Masonry includes within its circle almost ere* 
ry branch of polite learning. Under the veil 
of its mysteries is comprehended a regular sys- 
tem of science. Many of its illustrations, to the 
confined genius, may appear nnimportant ; but 
the man of more enlarged faculties will perceive 
them to he, in the highest degree, useful and 
interesting. To please the accomplished schol- 
ar, and ingenious artist, masonry is wisely pian- 
ino ; and in the investigation of its latent doc- 
trines, the philosopher and mathematician may 
experience equal delight and satisfaction. 

To exhaust the various subjects of which it 
treats, would transcend the powers of the bright- 
est genius $ still, however, nearer approaches to 
perfection may be made, and the man of wis- 
dom will not cheek the progress of his abilities, 
though the task he attempts may at first seem 
insurmountable. Perseverance and application 
remove each difficulty as it occurs j every step 
be advances, new pleasures open to his view, 
and instruction of. the noblest kind attends bis 
researches. In the diligent pursuit of knowl- 
edge, the intellectual faculties are employed in 
promoting the glory of God, and the good of 
man. 

The first degree is well calculated to enforce 
theuduties of morality, and imprint on the mem* 
ory.the noblest principles whicp can adorn the 
, human mind. It is therefore the best introduc- 
tion to the second degree, whieh not only ex* 
tends the same plan, but .comprehends a more 
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dtflhsive system of knowledge. Here prae Uin e 
and theory join, in qualifying the indnstrions 
mason to share the pleasures which an advance* 
ment in the art must necessarily afford. Listen* 
ing with attention to the wise opinions of expe- 
rienced craftsmen on important subjects, he 
gradually familiarises his mind to useful instruc- 
tion, and is soon enabled to investigate truths 
of- the utmost concern in the general transactions 
of life. 

From this system proceeds a rational amuse- 
ment ; while the mental powers are fully em- 
ployed, the judgment is properly exercised ;I.a 
spirit of emulation prevails f and nil are induc- 
ed to vie, who shall most excel in promoting the 
valuable rules of the institution. • ».

Of the second degree accurately elucidates the 
mode of introduction into that particular elaas'l 
and instructs the diligent craftsman how to pro- 
ceed in- the proper arrangement of the ceremo* 

. nies used on the occasion. It qualifies-biaMe 
judge of their importance, and convinces him of 
the necessity of strictly adhering to every es- 
tablished usage of the order. Here he is en- 
trusted with particular tests; to enable him -to 
prove his title to the privileges of this degree, 
while satisfactory reasons are given - for their 
origin. Many duties, which cement in the files' 
est union well informed brethren, are illustrated 
in tliie section ; aud an opportunity is given to 
make such advances in masonry as will always 
distinguish the abilities of those who have amity* 
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e#«t preferment. The knowledge of ibis see. 
4km is absolutely necessary for all craftsmen $ 
and' as*, it recapitulates the ceremony of initia. 
tion,abd contains many other important partic- 
ulars^ bo officer or member of a lodge should be 
nnacqii&tated with it. . 

T he plumb) square, and level, these noble and 
wefai implements of a fallow craft, are here in- 
troduced mid moralized,. and serve as a constant 
admonition to tbe practice of virtue and mo. 
ruliiy. - 

The plimb is au instrument made use of by 
operative masons, to raise perpendiculars ; the 
square, to squfere their work ; and tbe level, to 
lay horizontals ; bat we, as free and accepted 
masons, are taught, to make ose of them for 
more noble and glorious purposes : the plumb 
admonishes us to walk uprightly in our several 
stations before God and man, squaring our ac- 
tions by tbe square of virtue,: and remembering 
that we are travelling upon the level of time, to 
“ that undiscovered country, from whose bourns 
“me traveller returns.”

■ Of this degree has recourse to the origin of 
the institution, and views masonry under twd 
denominations, operative and speculative. These 
areseparately considered, and the principles on 
whhdt both are founded particularly explained. 
Their affinity is pointed out by allegorical figures 
•hd typical representations. The -period stipu- 
laiterifor rewarding merit is fixed, and the inimi- 
table moratto which that ekrfeumstance alludes is 
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explained.; the creation o£ the .world is describe 
ed, and many particulars recited, all of which 
have been carefully preserved among m«— a, 
and transmitted from one age to another, by oral 
tradition. 

'■Circumstances of great importance to the fra- J 
iernity are here particularized, and many tradi* 
tional tenets and cestoms confirmed ' by sacred 
and profanerecord. 'Vhe celestial and terrestrial 
. globes are considered-;' and here the accomplish- 
ed gentleman may display his talents to advant- 
age, in the elucidation of the Orders of Archi- 
tecture, the Senses of human nature, and the 
liberal Arts and Sciences, -which are ■ severally 
classed in a regular arrangement. In short, this 
section contains a store of valuable knowledge, 
founded on reason and sacred record, both en- 
tertaining and instructive. * , 

Masonry is considered under two denomina- 1 
tioug ; operative and speculative. 

Operative Maeonfaj. 

By operative masonry we allude to a proper 
application of the useful rales of architecture, 
whence a structure will derive figure, strength," 
and beauty, and whenee will result a due propor- 1 
tion, and a just correspondence in all its parts. It 
furnishes us with dwellings, and convenient shel- 
ters from the vicissitudes &od incteipencieSjof 
the seasons ; and while U displays the effects of, 
human wisdom, as well in the choice as ia thu' 
arrangement of the. sundry materials of which 
n edifice is composed, it demonstrate# that . a - 
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fund of science anil industry is implanted in man 
|»r the beat, most salutary, and beneficent pur- 
poses. - 

Speculative Matonry. 

By speculative Masonry we learn to subdue 
the passions, act upon the square, keep a tongue 
of good report, maintain secrecy, and practise 
charity. It is so far. interwoven with religion, 
as to lay us under obligations to pay that rational 
homage to the Deity, which at once constitutes 
our duty and our happiness. It leads the con- 
templative to view with reverence and admiration 
the glorious works of the creation, and inspires 
him with the most exalted ideas of the perfections 
of his divine Creator. 

In six days God created the heavens and the 
earth, and rested upon the seveuth day ; the sev- 
enth, therefore, our ancient brethren consecrated 
as a day of rest from their labours, thereby en- 
joying frequent opportunities to contemplate the 
glorious works of the creation, and to adore their 
great Creator. 

The doctrine of the spheres is included in the 
science of astronomy, ana particularly considered 
in this section. 


Of the GLOBES. 

The glebes are two artificial spherical bodies, 
on the convex surface of which are represented 
the countries, seas, and various parts of the earth, . 
the face of the heavens, the planetary revolutions, 
and other particulars. 
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The sphere, with the ports of the earth deline- 
ated on its surface, is called the terrestrial glebe; 
and that, with the constellations, and other heav- 
enly bodies, the celestial globe. 

The Use of the Globes • 

Their principal use, beside serving as maps to 
distinguish the outward parts of the earth, and 
the situation of the fixed stars, is to illustrate 
and explain the phenomena arising from the an- 
nual revolution, and the diurnal rotation, of the 
earth round its own axis. They are the noblest 
instruments for improving the mind, and giving 
it the most distinct idea of any problem or pro- . 
position, as well as enabling it to solve the same. 
Contemplating these bodies, we are inspired with 
a due reverence for the Deity and his works, and 
are induced to encourage the studies of astrono- 
my, geography, navigation, and the arts depend- 
ent on them, by which society has been so much 
benefited. 

The orders of architecture come under consid- 
eration in this .section ; a brief description of 
them may therefore not be improper. 

Of ORDER in ARCHITECTURE. 

By order in architecture, is meant a system of 
all the members, proportions and ornaments of 
columns and pilasters; or, it; is regular ar- 
rangement of the projecting parts of. a building,, 
which, united with those of a column, form a 
>1, perfect and complete whole. 
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• | Of its Antiquity. 

! ' 

■ Front the first formation of society, order in 
architecture may be traced. When the rigour 
-of seasons obliged men to contrive shelter from 
, the inclemency of the weather, we learn that they 
first planted trees on end, and then laid others 
> across to support a covering. The bands, which 
1 connected those trees at top and bottom, are said 
c to have given rise to the Idea of the base and 

■ capital or pillars ; and from this simple hint ori- 

e finally ptoceededthe more improved art of ar- 
i ehitecture. *■ 

i • Tire five orders are thus classed : the Tuscan, 
Doric, Ionic, Corinthian, and -Composite. 

i - The Tuscan 

Is the most simple and solid of the five orders, 
It was invented in Tuscany, whence it derives 
its name. Its column is seven diameters high ; 
and its capital, base and entablature have but 
fe w mouldings. The simplicity of the construe- 
- tion of this column renders it eligible where- or- 
nament would be superfluous. 

The Doric , 

Which is plain and natural, is the most an- 
cient, and was invented by the Greeks. Its 
column is eight diameters high, and has seldom 
any ornaments on base or capital, except mould- 
ing 5 though the frieze is distinguished by tri- 
glypha and metopes, and triglyphs compose the 
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ornaments of tbe frieze. The solid composition 
of this order gives it a preference, in structures 
where strength and noble simplicity, are chiefly 

required. 

The Doric is tlie best proportioned of all the' 
orders. The several parts, of which it is com- 
posed, are founded on tlie natural position of 
solid bodies. In its first invention it was more 
simple than in its present state. In after times, ‘ 
w hen it began to be adorned, it gained the name 
of Doric; for when it was constructed in its 
primitive and simple form, the, name of Tuscan 
was conferred on it. Hence tbe Tuscan pre- 
cedes the Doric in rank, on account of its re- 
semblance to that pillar in its original state. 

The Ionic 

Bears a kiitd of mean proportion between the. 
more solid and delicate orders. Its column is 
nine diameters high ; its capital is adorned with 
volutes, and its cornice lias dentals. There is 
both delicacy and ingenuity displayed in this 
pillar; the invention of which is attributed to 
the Ionians, as the famous temple of Diana at 
Ephesus was of this order. It is said to have 
been formed after tbe model of an agreeable 
young woman of an elegant shape, dressed in 
her hair ; as a contrast to the Doric order, which 
was formed after that of a strong, robust man. 

The Corinthian, 

The richest of tbe five orders, is deemed a 
masterpiece of art. Its column is ten diameters 
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high, and its capital is adorned with two rows 
Of leaves, and eight volotes, which sustain the 
abacus. The frieze is ornamented with curious 
devices, the cornice with dentals and modilHons. 

- "This order is nsed in stately and superb struc- 
tures. It was invented at Gorintii, by GalUma- 
chug, who is said to have taken the hint of the 
Capital of this pillar from the following remark- 
able circumstance : — Accidentally passing by the 
tomb of a young lady, he perceived a basket of 
toys, covered with a tile, placed over an acan- 
thus root, having been left there by her nurse. 
As the branches grew up, they encotnpassed the 
basket, till, arriving at the tile, they met with an 
obstruction, and bent downwards. Callimachus^ 
struck with the object, set about imitating the 
figure : the vase of the capital he made to repre- 
sent the basket; the abacus the tile; ami the 
volutes the bending leaves. 

The Composite 

Is compounded of the other orders, and- was 
contrived by tbo Romans, Its capital has the 
two rows of leaves of tbe Corinthian, and the 
vektfes of the Ionic. Its column has the quar- 
ter-round, as the Tusean and Doric order ; is . 
ten diameters high, and its coraiee-has dentals, 
or simple modilUons. This pillar is generally 
found hi buildings where strength, elegance and 
beauty are displayed. 

Of the invention of Order in Architecture. 

The ancient and original orders of architec- 
ture, rfrvcred by masons, are no more than three, 

5 * 
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the Doric, Ionic, and Corinthian, wbfcjfc were' 
invented by the Greeks, To tliese (lie Romans 
have added two ; Ibc Tuscan, which they madS 
plainer (ban the Doric; and the Composite; , 
which Was more ornamental, if not more beautit- 
ful, than the Corinthian. The first three orders; 
alone, however, shew invention and partieular. 
character, and essentially differ from each other 
(be tyo others have nothing but whabis borrow- 
ed, and differ only accidentally ; the Tuscan*!# 
the Doric in. its earliest state; and the OompotN 
its is the Corinthian, enriched with the -Ionic* 
To the Greeks, therefore, ami not to the Romany 
we are indebted for what is great, judicious and 
distinct in architecture.

An analysis. of the human faculties is next giv- 
en in this section, in which the five externa) sens- 
es particularly claim attention ; these are, hear* 

. nig, seeng* feeling, smelling and tasting. u 

Hearing ' 

Is that sense by which we distinguish sounds; 
and are capable of enjoying all the agreeable 
charms of music. By it we are euabled to ee- 
joytbe pleasures of society, and reciprocally to 
communicate to each other our thoughts and •in- 
tentions, our purposes and desires ; while thus 
our reason is capable of exerting its utmost pow- 
er and energy. 

The wise and beneficent Author of Nature 
intended, by the formation of this sense, that 
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we should Jbe social creatures, and receive (bp 
greatest, and most important; part of our know-,, 
ledge by- the information of others. For these 
purposes we are eudpwed with hearing, that by 
a proper exertion of our rational powers, our 
hWp'wesg may be. complete. 

Serin/* . 

Is that sense by whieh weifetiuguish objects, 
and in an dnataut of lime, without change of 
niane or situation, view armies in battle array, 
figures of the most stately structures, and all the 
agreeable variety displayed m the landscape of 
nature. By (his sense we find our way in the 
pathless ocean, traverse the globe of earth, de- 
termine its figure and dimensions, and delineate 
any region or quarter of it , By it we measure 
the ptaiietary orbs, and make new discoveries in 
the sphere of the fixed stars. Nay, more : by 
it we perceive the tempers and dispositions, the 
passions and affections of' our fellow-creatures, 
when they wish most to conceal them ; so that, 
though the tongue may be taught to lie and dis- 
semble, the countenance would display the hy- 
pocrisy to the discerning eye. In fine, the rays 
of light, which administer to this sense, are the 
most astonishing parts of the animated creation, 
and render the eye a peculiar object of admira- 
tion. 

Of all the faculties, sight is the noblest. The 
structure of the eye,- and its appsrtenances, evin- 
ces the admirable contrivance of nature for per- 
forming all its various external and internal mo- 
tions ; while the variety displayed in the eyes 
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of different animals, suited to tlieir several ways' 
of life, clearly demonstrates this organ to .be, the 
masterpiece of nature’s Work. j’" 

, Fealing 

Is that sense by which we distinguish the dif- 
ferent qualities of bodies ; such as heat and cold, 
hardness and softness, roughness and smooth- 
ness, 'figure, solidity, motion, and extension. 

These three senses, Hearing, 'Seeing and Feel- 
ing, are deemed peculiarly essential among ma. 
sons. J 

Smelling 

Is that sense by which we distinguish odours, 
the various kinds of which convey different im- 
pressions to the mind. Animal and vegetable., 
bodies, and indeed most other bodies, while, ex,j 
posed to the air, continually send forth effluvia ^ i 
of vast subtilty, as well in the state of life and 
growth, as in the state, of fermentation and po»,n 
{refaction. These effluvia, being drawn into the . 
nostrils along with the air, are the means by 
which all bodies are smelled. Hence it is eyi- ;• 
dent, that there is a manifest appearance of de- 
sign in the great Creator’s having planted tbe.< 
organ of smell in the inside of that canal, through •' 

which the air continually passes in respiration, 

* 

Tasting 

Enables us to make aproper distinction in the 
ehoice of our food. The organ of this Sense 
guards the entrance of the alimentary canal, as 
- that of smelling guards the entrance of the ca- . . 
nal for respiration. From the situation of both 
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these organs, it is plain tint they w/ere intended 
by . nature to distinguish wholesome food from 
that which is nauseous. Every thing that enters 
iute the stomach must undergo the scrutiny of 
tasting; and by it. we are capable of discerning 
the changes which the same body undergoes in 
the different compositions of art, cookery, chem- 
istry, pharmacy, &c. 

Smelling and tasting are inseparably connect- 
ed^ and it is by the unnatural kind of life men 
commonly lead in society, that these senses are 
rendered less fit to perform their natural offices. 

On the mind all our knowledge must depend : 
what, therefore, can be a more proper subject 
for the investigation of masons ? ' By anatomic- 
al dissection and observation, we become ac- 
quainted with the body ; but it is by the anato- 
my Of the mind alone we discover its powers 
ami principles. 

To sum up the whole of this transcendent 
measure of God’s bounty to man, we shall add, 
that memory, imagination, Uste, reasoning, mor- 
al perception, and all the active powers of the 
soul, present a vast and boundless field for phi-; 
losnphical disquisition, which far exceeds human 
inquiry, add are peculiar mysteries, known only 
to nature and- to nature’s God, to whom we and 
all are indebted for creation, preservation, and 
every blessing we enjoy. 

Of -the Seven Liberal ARTS and SCIENCES. 

The seven liberal Arts and Sciences are 
next illustrated in this section : it may not there- 
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fore 4)e improper to insert here a short exploits- 
tioo of them. 


Grammar 

Teaches the proper arrangement of words, ac- 
cording to the idiom or dialect of any particular 
people, and that excellency of pronunciation, 
which enables us to speak or write a language 
with accuracy, agreeably to reason and correct 
usage. 

Rhetoric 

; Teaches us to speak copiously and fluently on , 
any subject, not merely with propriety, bat 
with all the advantages 'of force and elegance; 
wisely contriving to captivate the hearer by 
strength of argument ana beauty of expression, 
whether it be to entreat or exhort, to admonish 
dr applaud. 

Logic 

Teaches us to guide our reason diseretioually 
in the general knowledge of things, and directs 
our inquiries after truth. It consists of a rega- 
lar train of argument, whence' we infer, dedaee, , 
and conclude, according to certain premises laid 
down, admitted, or granted ; and in it are ert J 
ployed the faculties of conceiving, judging, rea# 
oning, and disposing ; all of which are naturally 
led on from one gradation to another, till the- 
point in question is finally determined. < 

Arithmetic 

Teaches the powers and properties of num- 
bers, which is variously affected, by letters, ta- 
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bles, figures, and instruments. By (bis art, 
reasons and demonstrations are given, for finding 
Out any certain number, whose relation or affin- 
ity to another is already known or discovered. 

Geometry 

Treats of the powers and properties of magni- 
fades in general, where length, breadth, and 
thickness, are considered, from n. point to a line, 
from a line to a sapeificies, and from a superfi- 
cies to a solid. 

A. point is a dimensionless figure ; or an indi- 
visible part of space. 

A. line is a point continued, and a figure of one 
capacity, namely length . 

A superficies is a figure of two dimensions, 
hanfely, length and breadth. 

A solid is a figure of three dimensions, namely, 
length , breadth , and thickness. 

Of the Advantages of Geometry. 

By. this science, the. architect is enabled to con- 
struct his plans, and execute his designs ; the 
general to arrange his soldiers ; the engineer to 
qtark oat ground for encampments ; the geog- 
rapher to give, us the dimensions of the world, 
and all things therein contained, to delineate the 
extent of seas, and specify the divisions of em- 
pires, kingdoms and provinces ; by it, also, the 
astronomer is enabled to make his observations, 
and fp fix the. duration of times and seasons, 
years and cycles. In fine, geometry is the foun- 
dation of architecture, and the root of the math- 
ematics. 
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Music 

Teaches the art of forming concords, so as to 
compose delightful harmony, by a mathematical 
and proportional arrangement of agute, grave 
and mixed sounds. This art, by a series of ex» 
periments, is reduced to a demonstrative science, 
with respect tones, and the intervals of sowuL 
It inquires into the nature of concords and dis- 
cords, and enables us to find oat the proportion 
between them by numbers. 

■ ' Astronomy 

. Is that divine art, by which we are taught to 
read the wisdom, strength and beauty of the Al- ■ 
mighty Creator, in these sacred pages, the celes- 
tial hemisphere. Assisted by astronomy, we can 
observe the motions, measure the distances, com- ' 
prehend the magnitudes, and calculate the peri-' 
ads and eclipses of the heavenly bodies. By it 
we learn the use of the globes, the system of the 
world, and the preliminary law of nature. While 
we are employed in the study of this science, we 
must perceive unparalleled instances of v^isdom 
and goodness, and, through the whole creation, 
trace the glorious Author by his works. 

Of the Moral Advantages of Geometry. , 

From this theme we proceed to illustrate the 
moral advantages of Geometry ; a subject on 
which the following observations may not b? un- 
acceptable. 

Geometry, the first and noblest of sciences, is 
the basis on which the superstructure of masonry 
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n erected. By geometry, we may curiously 
trace nature, through her various windings, to 
her most concealed recesses. By it, we discover 
the power, die wisdom, aniHhe goodness of the 
Grand Artificer of the Universe, and view with 
delight die proportions which connect this vast 
maehise. < By it, we discover how the planets 
move, in their different orbits, and demonstrate 
their various revolutions.' By it, we account 
for. the return of seasons, and the variety of 
scenes which each season displays to the discern* 
ing eye. Numberless worlds are around us, all 
framed by the same Divine Artist, which roll 
through the vast expanse, rad are all conducted 
by the same unerring law of nature. 

A survey . of nature, and the observation of 
her beautiful proportions, first determined man 
to imitate the divine plan, rad study symmetry 
and order. This gave rise to societies, rad birth 
to every useful art. The architect began to de- 
sign ; and the plans which he laid down, being 
Improved by experience and time, have produced 
works which are the admiration of every age. 

. The lapse of time, the ruthless hand of igno- 
rance, and the devastations of war, have -laid 
Waste aud destroyed, many valuab.? monuments 
of antiquity, on which the utmost exertions of 
human genius have been employed. Bven the 
Temple of Solomon, so spacious and magnificent, 
and constructed by so many celebrated artists^ 
escaped, not the unsparing ravages of barbarous 
force. Freemasonry, notwithstanding, has still 
survived. The attentive ear receives the sound 
from die instructive tongue, and the mysteries of 
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masonry are safely lodged in the rep nrihny of 
faithful breasts . Tools and implements of uehu 
lecture are selected by tite fraternity, to imprint 
on the memory wise and oerioos truths;- and 
thus* through a succession of ages, are transmit- 
ted unimpaired the excellent leasts pf oar insti- , 
tution. ' ‘ 

Thus end the two sections of the seeond leet- 
pro ; which, with the ceremony used at opening 
and closing the lodge, comprehend the whole of 
the seeond degree of masonry. Tins lectusa 
contains a regular system of science, demonstrate 
ed on the clearest.principles, and established on 
the firmest fdtmdation, «■ *3

Geometry, or masonry, origin- 
ally 8ynonimous terms, being of a divine and 
moral nature, is enriched with the most useful 
krinWledgo: while it proves the wonderful prop- 
erties of nature, it demonstrates the more import- 
ant truths of morality. 

u Tour past behaviour and regular deportment 
have merited the honour which we have now 
conferred ; and in your new character it is ex- 
pected that you will conform to the principles of 
the order, by steadily persevering in the practice 
pf every commendable virtue.

CHAPTER X. 

REMARKS OJf TURTBJRD DEGREE. 

From this class the rulers of regular bodies of 
masons, in the first three degrees, are selected ; 
as it is only from those, who are capable of 
giving instruction,, that we eon properly expect 
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io receive it. The lecture of this degree, eojfc 
sidered separately from the duties and ceremc* 
nies appertaining to the degree of presiding Of

THE first section* 

The ceremony of initiation into the third de*§ 
gree is particularly specified in this branch of the 
leetnre, and here many other useful instroetiowi 
are given. ! * 

Such is the importance of this section, that 
we may safely declare, that the person wharf# 
unacquainted with it is ill qualified to act tin 
ruler or governor of the work. ' .-n 

The following passage of scripture is intros 
dueed during the ceremonies. ' ■ '

u Remember now thy Creator in the days ~of 
thy youtto while the evil days come ' not, n$ 
the years draw nigb, when thou shall say, I 
have no pleasure in them ; while the sun, or tb| 
light, or the moon, or the stars, be not darkened, 
nor the clouds return after the rain : in the day 
When the keepers of the house shall tremble, anu 
the strong men shall bow themselves, and the 
grinders cease because they are few, and those 
that look Uut of the windows be darkened, and 
the doors shall be shut in the streets, when the 
soupd of the grinding is low, and he shall, rise 
up at the voice of the bird, and all the daughter^ 
of music shall be brought low. Also when they 
shall be afraid of that which is high, and 
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shall be in the Way, and the almond tree shall 
flourish, and the grasshopper shall be a burden 
and desire shall fail : because man goeth to his 
long' home," and the mourners go about the 
streets : or ever the silver cord be loosed, or the 
golden bowl be broken, or the piteher be broken 
at the fountain, or the wheel broken at the eis* 
fern. Then shall the dust return to the earth 
fts it was; and the spirit shall return unto God 
who gave it.” 

\ Tim working tbote of a master mason; which 
are illustrated m this section, are all the imple- 
ments of masonry indiscriminately, but more 
especially the trowel. 

The trowel is an instrument made use of by 
operative masons, to spread the cement which

It exem- 
plifies an instance of virtue, fortitude-, and in- 
tegrity, seldom equalled, anil never excelled', im 
die history of man.

* • TBS THIRD SECTION 

Illustrates certain hieroglyphieal emblems, aid 
inculcates many useful lessons, to extend hnow- 
ledge, and promote virtue. — 

In this branch of the lecture, many particulars 
relative to king Solomon’s temple are considered. 
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The construction of this grand edifice was at* 
tended with two remarkable circumstances. . 
From Josephus we learn, that although; seven 
years . were occupied in building it, yet during 
the whole term it rained' not in the day time, 
that the workmen might not be obstructed in 
their labour : and from sacred history it appears, 
that there was neither the sound of the hammer, 
nor axe, nor any tool of iron, heard in the house, 
while it was building. 

. ' This famous fabric was supported by fourteen 
hundred and fifty-three columes, and two thou- 
sand nine hundred and six pilasters ; all hewn 
from the finest Parian marble. There were em- 
ployed in its building three grand masters ; three 
thousand and three hundred masters, or over- 
seers of the work ; eighty thousand fellow crafts 
and seventy thousand entered apprentices, or 
bearers of burthens. All these were classed and 
arranged in such a manner by the wisdom of 
' Solomon, that neither envy, discord nor confu- 
sion, were suffered -to interrupt that universal 
peace and tranquillity which pervaded the world 
.at this important period. 

The Pot of incense 

Is an emblem of a pure heart, which is always 
an acceptable sacrifice to the Deity ; and as this 
glows with fervent heat,, so should our hearts 
continually glow with gratitude to the great 
and beneficent Author of our existence, for the 
manifold blessings and comforts we fenjoy. 
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The Bee Hive 

Is an emblem of industry, aud recommends 
Hie practice of that virtue to att created beings, 
from the highest seraph in heaven, to the lowest 
reptile of the dust. It teaches us that as WW 
came into the world rational and intelligent’ 
beings, so we should ever be industrious ones 
never sitting down contented while our fellow- 
creatures around us are in want, when it is in 
our power to relieve them, without inconven- 
ience to ourselves. 

When we take a survey of nature, we vie# 
man, in bis infancy, more helpless and indigent 
than the brutal creation : he lies languishing for 
days, months and years, totally incapable of 
providing sustenance for himself, of guarding 
against the attacks of the wild beasts of the 
field, or sheltering himself from tbs inclemen. 
eies of the weather. 

It might have .pleased the great Creator of 
heaven and earth to have made man independ- 
ent of all other beings ; but, as dependence is 
one of the strongest bonds of society, mankind 
were made dependent on each other for protec- 
tion and security, as they thereby enjoy better 
opportunities of fulfilling the duties of recipro* 
cal love and friendship. Thus was man formed' 
for social and active life, the noblest part of the 
work of God ; and he that will so demean biu*^ 
self as not to be endeavouring to add to the' 
common stock of knowledge and understandings 
may be deemed a drone in the hive of nature, a 
useless member of society,, and unworthy of our 
protection as masons.

* Are emblems of a well grounded hope , and a 
well spent life.* They are emblematical of that 
divine ark which safely wafts us over this tem- 
pestuous sea of troubles, and that anchor which 
shall safely moor us in a peaceful harbour, where 
the winked cease from troubling,, and the weary 
shall find rest 
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The Forty- seventh Problem of Euclid* ^ 

This was an invention of onr ancient (Head 
and brother, the great Pythagoras, who, in his 
travels through Asia, Africa and Europe, was 
initiated into several orders of priesthood, and 
raised to the sublime degree of a master mason* 
This wise philosopher enriched his mind abun- 
dantly in a general knowledge' of things, and 
more especially in geometry or masonry : oh 
this subject be drew out many problems Snd 
theorems; and among the most distinguished 
he erected this, which, in the joy of bis heart, 
he called Eureka, in the Grecian language, sig- 
nifying , I have found it ; and upon the discovery 
of which, he is said to have sacrificed a heca- 
tomb. It teaches masons to be genet^l lovers 
of the arts and sciences. 

The Hour-Glass - . 1 

Is an emblem of human life. Behold ! hotir 
swiftly the sands run, and how rapidly our lives 
are drawing to a elose. We cannot without 
astonishment behold the little particles which 
are contained in this machine, how they pass ; 
away almost imperceptibly, and yet to onr sufi 5 
prise, in the Short space of an hour, they are alp 
exhausted. Thus wastes man ! to-day, he puts 
forth the tender leaves of hope ; to-morrow, , 
blossoms, and bears bis blushing honours thick 
upon him ; the next day comes a frost, which '

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nips the shoot, and when he thinks bis greatness 
is still aspiring, he falls, like autumn leaves, to 
teach our mother earth.

ainong the human race : if by chaqce we should 
escape the numerous evils incident to childhood 
and youth, and with health and vigour arrive 
tp the years of manhood, yet withal we must 
soon be cut down by the all-devouring seythe 
of time, and b e gathered into the land where our 
fathers have gone before us.

' Usually delineated upon the master’s carpet, 
are emblematical of the three principal stages of 
human life, viz. youth, manhood, and age. In 
youth, as entered apprentices, we ought indue-, 
triously to occupy our minds in- the attainment 
of useful knowledge : in manhood, as fellow 
crafts, we should apply our knowledge to the 
discharge of. our respective duties to God, opr 
neighbours, and ourselves ; that so in age, as 
ihaster masons, we may enjoy the happy reflec- 
tions consequent on a well spent life, and die ip 
the hope of a glorious immortality.

The ancient landmarks of the order,, entrusted 
to your care, you are carefully to preserve ; . and 
never suffer them to be infringed, or, counte- 
nance a deviation from the established usages 
and customs of the fraternity. 

“Your virtue, honour and reputation are con- 
cerned in supporting with dignity the character 
you now bear. Let no motive, therefore, make 
you swerve from youp duty, violate your vows, 
or betray your trust ; but be true and faithful, 
find imitate the example of that celebrated artist 
whom you this evening represent.

CHAPTER XI. 

REMARKS ON THE FOURTH, OR MARK MASTER 
x MASON'S DEGREE. 

This degree of masonry was not less useful 
in its original institution, nor has it proved 
less beneficial to mankind, than those which' 
precede it. 

By the influence of this degree, each opera- 
tive mason, at the erection of the temple of 
Solomon, was known and distinguished by the 
' Senior Grand Warden. 

By its effects, the disorder and confusion that 
might otherwise have attended so immense an 
undertaking were completely prevented ; and 
not only the craftsmen themselves, who were 
"eighty thousand in number, but every part of 
their workmanship, was discriminated with the 
greatest nicety, and the utmost facility. If de- 
jects were found in the work, by the help of 
this degree the overseers were enabled without 
"difficulty to ascertain Who was the faulty work- , 
man : so that Us deficiencies might be remedi- 
ed, without injuring the credit, or diminishing 
the reward, of ' the Industrious and faithful of 
'the craft.

REMARKS ON THE FOURTH LECTURE . , 

THE .FIRST SECTION f , 

Explains the manner of convoeatin& aad open- 
ingamark master’s lodge. It teaches the sta- 
tions and duties of the respective officers, and 
recapitulates the mystic ceremony of introduc- 
ing a candidate. ( 

In this section is exemplified the regularity 
and good order that was observed by the . crafts- 
men <on Mount Libanus, and in the plains and 
quarries of Zeredatbah, and it ends with a beau- j 
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tifal display of the manner in which one of the 
principal events originated, which characterized 
this degree. 

IN THE SECOND SECTION 

The mark master is particularly instructed in 
the origin and history of this degree, and the 
indispensable obligations he is under to stretch 
forth his assisting hand to the relief of an in- 
digent and worthy brother, to a certain and 
specified extent. 

The progress made in architecture, particu- 
larly in the reign of Solomon, is remarked ; the 
number of artists employed in building the tem- 
ple of Jerusalem, and the privileges they enjoy- ' 
ed, are specified ; the mode of rewarding merit, 
End of punishing the guilty, are pointed out ; 
«nd the marks of distinction which were con- 
ferred on our ancient brethren, as the rewards 
of excellence, are named. 

In the course of the lecture, the following 
texts of scripture are introduced and explained. 

Rev. of St. John, ii. 17.—' To him that over- 
cometh will I give to eat of the hidden* manna, 
and will give him a white atone, and in the atone 
* new name written, which no man knowetb, 
saving him that receiveth it, 

8 Chron. ii. 16.— And we will cut wood out 
of Lebanon, as much as thou shall need ; and 
we will bring it to thee in floats by sea to Jop- 
pa, and thou shalt carry Hup to Jerusalem. 

Psalm, cxviii. £% — The stone which the build- 
ers refused is become the head stone of the 
comer.

was shut. Then said the Lord unto me, This 
gate shall be shut, it shall not be opened, and no 
man shall enter in by it ; because the Lord, the' 
God of Israel, hath entered in by it, therefore it 
shall be shut. Tt is for the prince ; 4 lie prince 
he shall 6 it in it to eat bread before the Lord ; 
he shall enter by the way of the porch of that 
gate, ahd shall go bat by the way of the same. 
And the Lord said unto me, Son of man, mark 
well, and behold with thine eyes, and bear with 
thine ears, all that I' say unto thee concerning 
all the ordinances of the house of the Lord, and 
all the laws thereof ; and mark well the enter* : 
ing in of the house, with every going forth of the 
sanctuary. 
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The working tools of a mark master are the 
chiiel and maltet. 

The chisel morally demonstrates the advanta- 
ges of discipline and education. The mind, like 
the diamond in its original state, is rade and 
unpolished ; but as the effect of the chisel on 
! the external coat soon presents to view the la- 
' tent beauties of the diamond, so education dis- 
covers the latent virtues of the mind, and draws 
them forth to range the large field of matter 
and space, to display the summit of human 
knowledge, our duty to God and to man. 

The mallet morally teaches to correct irregu- 
larities, and to reduce man to a proper level; 
so that, by quiet deportment, he may, in the 
- school of discipline, learn to be content. What 
the mallet is to the workmen, enlightened rea- 
son is to the passions : it curbs ambition, it de- 
presses envy, it moderates anger, and it encoura- 
ges good dispositions ; whence arises, among 
good masons, that comely order, 

Which nothing earthly give*, or ban destroy, 

, * “ The soul’s calm sunshine, aod the heart-felt joy.” -

t( I congratulate you on having been thought j 
worthy of being promoted to this honourable 
degree of masonry. Permit me to impress it on 
your mind, that your assiduity should ever be 
commensurate with your duties, wbich become 
more and more extensive ah you advance in ma- 
sonry.

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“ The situation to which yon are now promot- 
ed. will draw upon you not only the scrutinizing 
eyes of the world at large hut those also of year 
brethren, on whom ibis degree of masonry boo 
not been conferred : all wHl lie justified in ex- 
pecting your conduct and behaviour to be sueia 
as may with safety be imitated. • 

u In the honourable character of mark masted, 
mason, it is more particularly your duty to an?-- 
deavour to let your conduct in the lodge iamb 
among your brethren be such as may stand the 
test of the Grand Overseer’s square, -that yon. 
may not, like the unfinished and imperfect work! 
of the negligent and unfaithful of former timeay 
be rejected and thrown aside, as unfit for that 
spiritual, building, that house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens. 

“ While such is your conduct, should misfor-' 
tunes assail you, should friends forsake you, 
should envy traduce your good name, and malice 
persecute you; yet may you have confidence, 
that among mark master masons you will find 
friends who will administer relief to your dis- - 
tresses, and comfort your afflictions ; ever heav- 
ing in mind, as a consolation under all the; 
frowns of fortune, and as an encouragement to 
hope for better prospects, that the atone which the, 
builders rejected (possessing merits to them an* 
known) became the chief stone of the comer.” ■■■• 

Previous to closing the lodge, Hie following 
parable is recited. - ■ ■ • 

Matthew xx. 1 — 16 . 

“For the kingdom of heaven is like unto a 
man that is an householder, which went out early 
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in the morning to- hire labourers into his fine- 
yard. = And when be bad agreed with the labour * 
era for a penny a day, he sent them into his vine* 
yard. And he went out about the third hour, 
and saw others standing idle iu the marketplace, 
and. said unto them, Go ye also into the vineyard, 
and whatsoever is right I will give you. And 
they went their way. Again he went about the 
sixth and ninth hoar, and did likewise. Aud 
about the eleventh hoar he went out aud found 
others standing idle, and saitli unto them, Why 
stand ye here all the day idle ? They say unto 
him, Because no man liatb hired us. He sailh 
onto them, Go ye- also into the vineyard, and 
whatsoever is right, that shall ye receive. So 
when even was eome, the lord of the vineyard 
saith unto his steward, Gall the labourers, and 
give them their hire, beginning from the last 
unto the Hfst; And when they came that were 
hired about the eleventh hour, they received 
every man a penny. But when the first came, 
they supposed that they should hare received 
more, and they likewise received every man a 
penny. And when they had received it, tJiPy 
murmured against the good man of the house, 
saying. These last have wrought but one hour, 
and thou hast made them equal unto us, which 
have borne the burthen and heat of the day. 
But he answered one of them, and sahl, Friend, 
1 do thee no wrong : didst thou not agree with 
me for a penny? Take that thine is, and go 
thy way ; 1 will give unto this last even as unto 
thee. Is it not lawful for me to do what I will 
with mine own ? Is thine eye evil because 1 am. 
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good ? So the last shall be first, and the first last: 
for many be called, bat few chosen." 

The eeremony of closing a lodge in tins degree, 
when properly conducted, is peculiarly interest, 
ing. It assists in strengthening the social af- 
fections ; it teaches ns the duty we owe to our ] 
brethren in particular, and the whole family of 
mankind in general ; by ascribing praise to the 
meritorious, and dispensing rewards to the dili- 
gent and industrious.

CHAPTER XII. 

OBSERVATIONS ON THE DEGREE 
PAST MASTER. 

This degree should be oarefully studied, and 
well understood, by every master of a lodge. It 
treats of the government of our society ; the 
disposition of our rulers : and illustrates their 
requisite qualifications. It includes the ceremo- 
ny of opening and closing lodges in the several 
preceding degrees ; and also the forms of instal- 
lation and consecration, in the grand lodge, as 
well as private lodges. It comprehends the cere- 
monies at laying tne foudation stones of public 
buildings, and also at dedications and at fune- 
rals, by a variety of particulars explanatory of 
those ceremonies. 

REMARKS ON THE FIFTH LECTURE. 

THE FIRST SECTION. 

W’ . . 

Of the manner of Constituting a Lodge of Master 
Masons . 

Any number of master masons* not under 
seven, desirous of forming a new lodge, must 
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apply, by petition,, to the grand! lodge of the. 
state in which they reside, setting forth, . 

u That they are free and accepted .matter masons ; that they tfe 
at present, or have been, members of regular lodges ; that, having 
the prosperity of the fraternity at heart, they are wilting to exert 
their best endeavours to promote and diffuse the genuine principles 
Of masooqr ; that, for the conveniency of their respective dweUuupv , 
and for other good reasons, they are desirous of forming a new lodge 

in the town of to be named ...» T thet» 

in consequence of this desire, they pray for letters of dispensation* fr 
a warrant of constitution,’ to empower them to assemble, as a lego 
lodge, to discharge the duties of masonry, in a regular and conrtiit* 
tional manner, according to tbe original forms rff the order, and tfre 
regulations of the grand lodge. That their have nominated and de 
recommend A B to be the first master ; C D to be the first senior 
warden, and £ F to be the first junior warden, of tbe said tajjgn « 
that, if the prayer of the petition should be granted, they promise t 
strict conformity to all the constitutional laws and regulations of fill 
» grand lodge.” v 

This petition, being signed by at least seven 
regular masons, and recommended by a lodge Qt 
lodges adjacent to the place where the new lodge 
is to be holden, is delivered to tbe grand secre- 
tary, who lays it before the grand lodge. 

If the petition meets the approbation of the 
grand lodge, they generally order a dispensation 
to be issued, which is signed by the grand Jit 
deputy grand master, and authorizes the pqjfi- j 
tioners to assemble as a legal lodge, for a certain ] 
specified term of time. 

In some jurisdictions, the grand and deputV 
grand masters, respectively, are invested with! 
authority to grant dispensations, at pleasing/ 
during the recess of Hfce grand lodge ; in others, , 
they are never issued without the special direc- 
tion of the grand lodge. ' 

Lodges working under dispensations are con- : 
sidered merely as agents qf the grand lodge ; 
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their presiding officers are not entitled to the 
rank of past masters ; their officers are not priv. 
ileged with a vote or voice in the grand lodge ; 
they cannot change their officers without the 
special approbation and appointment of the 
grand lodge ; and in case of the cessation of such 
lodges/ their funds, jewels, and other property, 
accumulated by initiations into the several de- 
grees, become the property of the grand lodge, 
and must be delivered over to the grand treas- 
urer. 

' " When lodges, that are at first instituted by 
dispensation, have passed a proper term of pro- 
bation, they make application to the grand lodge 
for a charter of constitution. If this be obtained, 
theyare.then confirmed in the possession of their 
property, .and possess all the rights and privileges 
{^regularly constituted lodges, as long aa they 
conform to the constitutions of masonry. 

After a charter is granted by the grand lodge, 
i^e grand master appoints a day and hour for 
epiptituting and consecrating the new lodge, 
ss?c! for installing its master, wardens, mid other 

the grand master, in person, attends the 
ceremony, the lodge is said to be constituted in 

S 'fapmr if tbedeputy grand master only, 
taid to be constituted in due form ; hut if 
iwer of performing the ceremony is vested

When charters of constitution are granted for 
places where the . distance is so great as to render 
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it inconvenient for the grand officers to attend) 
the grand master) or his deputy, issues a written 
instrument under his hand and private seal, to 
some worthy present or past master, with full 
power to conjugate, constitute' and install the 
petitioners. 

Ceremony of Constitution and Consecration. ■ 

On the day and hour appointed, the grand 
master and his officers meet in a convenient 
room near to that in which the lodge to be con* 
stituted is assembled, and open the grand lodge 
in the three degrees of masonry. , ! 

The officers of the new lodge are to be exam- 
ined by the deputy grand master, after which 
they return to their lodge. 

The new lodge then sends a messenger to the 
grand master with the following message, viz. . 

“ Most Worshipful, 

“The officers and brethren of lodge, 1 

who tire now assembled at ........ have instructed 

me to inform yon, that the most worshipful 
grand lodge [or grand master] was pleased to ■ 
grant them a letter of dispensation, bearing date 

the .......... day of. in the year a* 

thorising them to form and open a lodge . of frao 

and accepted masons, in the town of ; that 

since that period they have regularly assembled, 
and conducted the basiuess of masonry aceord* 
ing to the best of their abilities; that their- pro* . 
ceedings having received the approbation of the 
M. W. grand lodge, they have obtained a charter < 
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of constitution, and are desirous that their lodge 
should be consecrated, and their officers installed, 
agreeably to the ancient usages and customs of 
the craft ; for which purpose they are now met, 
and await the pleasure of the most worshipful 
grand master,” ^ 

He then returns to his lodge, who prepare for 
the reception of the grand lodge. When notice 
is given that they are prepared, the grand lodge 
walk in procession to their hall. When the 
grand master enters, the grand honours are given 
by the uew lodge ; the officers of which resigu 
their seats to the grand officers, and take their 
several stations on the left. 

The necessary cautions are then given, and all, 
excepting masters and past masters of lodges, 
are requested to retire until the master of the 
new lodge is placed in the chair of Solomon. 
He is then bound to the faithful performance of 
his trust, and invested with the characteristics of. 
the chair. 

Upon due notice, the grand marshal recon- 
iliicts the brethren into the hall, and all take 
their places, except the members of the new 
ledge, who form a procession on one aide of the 
hall, to salute their master. As they advance, 
the grand master addresses them, (t Brethren, be- 
i fmli your master !” As they pass, they make the 
proper salutation ; and when they have all pass* 
ed, he joins them, and takes his appropriate 
station.

The whole procession moves on to the church 
or house Where the services are to be performed. 
When the front of the procession arrives at the 
| door, they halt, open to the right and left, and 
face inward, while the grand Jnaster^ and others 
in succession, pass. through, and enter the house. 

A platform is erected in front of the pulpit, 
and provided with seats for the accommodation 
of the grand officers. 

The bible, square and compass, and book of 
constitution*, are placed npon a table, in front 
ofr-ihe grand master ; the lodge is placed in the 
centre, upon the platform, c'ovcred with white 
satin or linen, and encompassed by the three ta- 
pers, and the vessels of corn, wine and oil. 

A piece of music is performed, and the public 
services commence with prayer. . An oration, 
dir sermon, upon the design and principles of the 
institution, is then delivered by the grand chap- 
lain, or' some one appointed for that purpose, 
which is succeeded by a piece of music. 

The grand marshal then directs the officers 
and members of the new lodge to form in front 
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of (lie grand master. The deputy grand natter 
addresses the grand master, as follows : 

“ Most Worshipful, 

“ A number qf brethren, duly instructed in 
the mysteries of masonry, having assembled to- 
gether, at stated periods, for some time past, by 
virtue of a dispensation granted them for that 
purpose, do now desire to be constituted into a 
regular lodge, agrfccably to the ancient usages and 
customs of the fraternity.” 

Their secretary then delivers the dispensation 
. and records, to the master elect, who presents, 
them to the grand master. 

The grand master examines the records, and- 

if they are found correct, proclaims, ;i 

“The records appear to be properly entered;, 
and are approved. Upon dne deliberation, the 
grand lodge have granted the brethren of tide 
new lodge a charter, confirming them in thtf 
rights and privileges of a regularly constituted 
lodge ; which the grand secretary wifi now read*” 

After the charter is read, the grand mastec 
then says, - - . , < 

“We shall now proceed, according to ancient 
usage, to constitute these brethren intoaregn«, 
lar lodge.” , * 

Whereupon the several officers of the new 
lodge deliver up their jewels and badges to tkgift 
master, who presents them with his own, . ti 
the deputy grand master, and he to the grand 
master. 
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The deputy grand master now” presents the 
master elect of the new lodge to the grant mas- 
ter, saying, 

£ Most Worshipi'cti., 

“ I present you brother , whom the 

members nf the lodge now to be constituted have 
chosen for their master -’ 7 

; The grand master asks them if they remain 
satisfied with their choice. ( They bow in token 
•f assent.) 

The master then presents, severally, his war- 
dens, and other officers, naming: them and their 
- respective offices- The grand master asks the' 
brethren if they remain satisfied with each and 
all of them. ( They bow as before.) 

The officers and members of the new lodge 
then form in tire broad aisle, in front of the 
grand master and the business of consecration 
commences with solemn, mnsie- 

‘ Ceremony* of 'Consecrations 

The grand master, attended by the grand 
officers, and the grand chaplain,, form, themselves 
in order, round the lodge, which is- then un- 
covered. All devoutly kneeling, the first clause: 
of -the- consecration prayer is rehearsed,, as CoIk 
lows, viz. 

' ‘‘•Great Architect ef the Universe V Maken- 
and 1 ' Ruler of all Worlds ! deign-, from thy ce- 
lestial temple^ from* realms- of light and glory, 
to- bless ns in- all the purposes of our present as- 
sembly !: 

8s* 
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« We humbly invoke tbee to give us, at this 
and aftoll times, wisdom in all our doings, strength 
of mind id all our difficulties, and the beauty of 
harmony in all onr communications ! 

“ Permit us, O thou Author of Light and 
Life, Great. Source of Love and Happiness, to 
erect this lodge, and now solemnly to consecrate 
it to the honour of thy glory ! 

u Glory be to God on high.” 

[Response by the Brethren.] 

“ As it teas in ike beginning, is now, and ,ever 
shall be ! Amen.” 

During the response, the deputy grand mas- 
ter, and the grand wardens, take the vessels of 
corn, wine and oil, and sprinkle the elements 
of consecration upon the lodge. 

[The grand chaplain then continues:'] 

“Grant, O Lord our God, that those who 
are now about to be invested with the govern- 
ment of this lodge may be endued with wisdpm 
to instruct their brethren in all their duties. 
May brotherly love, relief and truth always pre- 
vail among the members of this lodge ; and 
may this bond of union continue to strengthen 
the lodges throughout the world ! 

“ Bless all our brethren, wherever dispersed ; 
and grant speedy relief to all who are either op- 
pressed or distressed. 

“ We affectionately commend to thee all the 
members of thy whole family. May they in- 
crease in the knowledge of thee, and in the love 
of eaeh other. 
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, “ Finally : May we finish all our work here 
below with thine approbation ; and then have 
our transition from this earthly abode to thy 
heavenly temple above, there to enjoy light, 
glory and bHss, ineffable and eternal ! 

a Glory be to God on high /’* 

[Response by the Brethren.] 

“ As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever 
shall be ! 

“ Jlmen ! so mote it be ! Amen /” 

Then snceeed & solemn music, while the lodge 
is covered. The grand chaplain then dedicates 
tire lodge in the following terms : 

“ To the memory of HOLY SAINT JOHN, 
we dedicate this lodge. May every brother re- 
vere his character, and imitate his virtues. 

“ Glory be to God on high /” 

— [Response.] 

** As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever 
shall be, world without end ! 

“ Amen ! so mote it be ! Amen /” 

A piece of music is then performed, while the 
brethren of the new lodge advance in procession 
to salute the grand lodge, with their bands 
crossed upon their breasts, and bowing as they 
pass. They then take their places,- and stand as 
they were. 

The grand master then rises, and constitutes 
the new lodge in the form following : 

“In the name of the most worshipful grand 
lodge, 1 now constitute and form you, my good 
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brethren, into a ledge of free and accepted ma- 
sons. From henceforth I empower you to aft 
as a regular lodge, constituted in conformity to 
the rites of our order, and the charges of onr 
ancient and honourable fraternity ; and may 
the Supreme Architect of the Universe prosper, 
direct and counsel you in all your doings/’ 
[Response by all the ■Brethren.] 
u So mote it be ” 

The ceremony of installation then succeeds.. 

SECOND SECTION. 

Ceremony of Instattatim* 

The grand master* asks his deputy,' “Whether 
be has examined the master nominated in the 
warrant, and finds him well skilled in. the noble, 
science and the voyal art.” The deputy, am- 
swering in the affirmative, f by the grand maker’s, 
order, takes the candidate from among his fel- 
lows, and presents him. at the pedestal, saying, < 

“Most Worshipful 6ft and Master,. 

“ I present my worthy brother, A B,. to bp 
installed master of this new lodge. 1 find him to>> 
be of good morals, and of great skill, true and 
trusty ; and as he is a lover of the- whole frater- 
nity, wheresoever dispersed over the faee of the- 
earth, I doubt not that he will discharge hie 
duty with fidelity.” • - 

* In this, and other simitar instance*, where the grand master is 
specified in acting, ma y be understood any master who performs tbcfc 
ceremony. v 

t A private examination jt understood to precede the iostaUatipa 
•C every officer.. y 
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ft he grand master then addresses him : 

"Brother, 

“ Previous to your investiture, it is necessary 
that you should signify your assent to those an- 
cient charges and regulations which point out 
the duty of a master of a lodge." 

The grand master then reads, or orders to be 
read, a summary of the ancient charges to the 
master elect, as follows, viz. 

" I. You agree to be a good man and true, 
and strictly to obey the moral law. 

“ II. You agree to be a peaceable subject, and 
cheerfully to conform to the laws of the country 
mi which you reside. 

" III. You promise not to be concerned in 
plots and conspiracies against government, but 
patiently to submit to tlie decisions of the su- 
preme legislature. 

" 1Y. You agree to pay a proper respect to 
the civil magistrate, to work diligently, live cred- 
itably, and act honourably by all men. 

“ Y. Yon agree to hold in veneration the 
original rulers and patrons of tbe order of ma- : 
sonsy, and their regular successors, supreme and 
subordinate, according to their stations ; and to-, 
submit to the awards and resolutions of your 
brethren when convened, in every cape consistent 
with the constitutions of the order. 

"VI. You agree to avoid private piques and 
quarrels, and to, guard against intemperance and 
excess. - 

" VII. Y ou agree to be cautions in carriage 
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and behaviour, courteous to your brethren, ajfcd 
faithful to your lodge. 

« VIII. You promise to respect genuine breth- 
ren, and to discountenance impostors, and till 
dissenters from the original plan of masonry. 

« IX. You agree to promote the general good 
of society, to cultivate the social virtues, and to ' 
propagate the knowledge of the art. 

. “ X. You promise to pay homage to the 
grand master for the time being, and to his offi- 
cers when duly installed ; and strictly to conform 
to every edict of the grand lodge, or general as- 
sembly of masons, that is not subversive of the t 
principles' and ground work of masonry. ' 

. ** XL You admit that it is not in the power of . 
any man, or body of men, to make innovatiops irr 
the body of masonry. j 

' “ XII. You promise a regular attendance on I 
the committees and communications of the grand > 
lodge, on receiving proper notice, and to pay at- j 
tention to all the duties of masonry, on convenient 
occasions. 

“ XIII. You admit that no new lodge shall bo 
formed without permission of the grand lodge; 
and that no countenance be given to any irree- i 
ular lodge, or to any person clandestinely initiat- ! 
ed therein, being contrary to the ancient charges , 
of the order. ' 

“ XIY. Yon admit that no person can be. re- 
gularly made a mason in, or admitted a member 
of, any regular lodge, without previous notice, ' 
and due inquiry into his character. 

“ XY. You agree that no visitors shall he re- 
ceived into yonr lodge without due examination. 
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End producing proper voucher* of their bavieg 
'been initiated in a regular lodge.”* 

• As the curioos reader may wi§h to know the ancient charges 
that were Used on this occasion, we shall here insert them verbatim 
as they are cofttaiued in a MS. in possession of the Lodge of Anti" 
ipHjr in Loodon, written in the reign of James the Second. 

• And furthermore, at diverse assemblies, have 

been put and ordained diverse crafties by the best advice of magis- 
trates and fellowes. 

'* u Every man that is a mason take good heed to these charges, (wee 
pray) that if any man find himselfe guilty of any of these charges, 
that he may amend himselfe, or principally for dread of God yoa that 
|>ie charged to take good heed that you keep* all these charms well, 
f9r.it is a great evil! for a man to forswear himselfe upon a book. 

4t The first charge is, That yee shall be true men to God and the 
koly Church, and to use no errour or bereaie by your understanding, 
and by wise men’* teaching. 

^ u Allso, secondly, yee shall be true one to another, (that is to say) 
Wery mason of the craft that is mason allowed, yee shall doe to him 

yee would be done unto yourselfe. 

“ Thirdly, and yee shall keepe truely all the couttsell that ought 
to be kept in the way of masonhood, and all the counsel! of the lodge 
pt oC the chamber. Allso that yee shall be no thiefo nor thiefes to 
gour knowledge free ; that yee shall be true to the king, lord or mas- 
ter that yee serve, and truely to see and work for his advantage. 

u Fourthly, Yee shall call all masons your fellowes, oryour breth- 
ren and no other names. 

iX f ifthly, Yee shall not take your fellowe’* wife in villainy, nor de- 
dower his daughter or servant, nor put him to no disworship. 

. “Sixthly, Yee shall truely pay for your meat or drink whereso- 
ever yee goe to table or boarde. A llso, yee shall do no villainy there, 
whereby the craft or science may be slandered. 

. - u These shall be the charges general to every true mason, both 
masters and fellowes. 

“ Now will I rehearse other charges single for masons allowed or 

'accepted. 

“ First, That no mason take on him no Lordes worke, nor any oth- 
pr man’s unless be know himselfe well able to perform the worke, so 
that the craft have no slander. 

„ “Secondly, Allso, that no master take worke hot that he take 
reasonable pay for itt ; so that the lord may be truely served, and the 
master to live honestly, and to pay his fellowes truely. And that no 
master or fellowe supplant others of their worke ; (that is to say) 
th&t if he hath taken a worke, or else stand master of any worke, 
that he shall not put him out, unless he be unable of cunning toarke 
an end of his worke. And no master nor fellowe shall take an ap- 
printice for less than shaven yearcs. Aod that the appriotice be free 
born, and of limbs whole as a man ought to be, and no bastard. Aod- 
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^ These the. regulation* offreaaml -accepted 

masons. ...... 

that no master of fellowe take no allowance to he ma^mospu with* 
out the assent of bifi fellowes, at the least six or seavea. 

44 Thirdly, That he that be mode be able huall degrees ; that is, 
free born, of a good kindred, t/ue, and no bondsoiaa, and that be. tape 
his right limbs as a mat ought to have. 

“ Fourthly, That a. master take no apprintice without he have oc- 
cupation to occupy two or tnree fellowes at the least. 

y Fifthly, That so master or fellowe put away any lordes worke 
to task that ought to be journey worke. 

“ Sixthly, That every roaster give pay to his fellowes and servants 
as they may deserve, soe that he be not defamed with false workeing. 
And that none slander another behipd his backe, to ipake him loose 1 
bis good name. { 

/ 4 Seaventbly, lliat ifb fellowe in the house or abroad ana wear a- 
nother ungodly or reproyeable without a cause. 

44 Eighthly, That every master mason doe reverence his elder ; and 
that a mason be no Common plaier at the cards, dice, or hazzard,jnof 
at any other unlawful plaies, through which the science and craft 
may he dishonoured or slandered. 

“ Ninthly, That no fellowe goe into the town by night, except h^ 
have a fellowe with him, who may bear him record that he. Was 'it) 
an honest place. 

“ Tenthly, That every master and fellowe shall come to the asseia- 
blie, if it be within { fifty miles of him, if he have any warning. And 
if he have trespassed against the craft to abide the award of masters 
and fellowes. 

44 Eleventhly, That every master mwa and fellowe that hath tres- 
passed against the craft shall stand to the correction of other mastfts 
and fellowes to make him accord ; and if they cannot accord, to r go 
to the common law. 

“Twelfthly, that a master or fellowe make not a mould stone^ 
square nor rule, to no Iowen, nor let no lowen worke within their 
lodge, nor without, to mould stone. 

“Thirteenthly, That every mason receive and cherish stifcpge 
fellowes'when they come over the couutric, and set them on worked 
if they will worke, as the manner is; (that is to say) if the mason 
have any mould stone in bis jdace, he shall give him a mduld stone, * 
and sett him on worke ; and if he have none, the mason.ibfli refresh 
him with money unto the next lodge. 

“ Fourteen thly, That every mason shall tntely serve his tnas&r 
for his^pay. 

44 Filfteenthly, That every piaster shall truly make an end cf, hi* 
worke„t^ske, or journey, whethersoe it be. ' 

44 These be all the charges and covenants that ought tp be fead at 
the instalment of master, or making of a freemason or freemasons., 
Th& almighty God of Jacob, who ever have you and me in his kee{»* 
ing, bless us now and ever. Amen / 9 
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The grand mister -theft addresses fte master 
elect in tbe foUowtng manner : 

* “ Do yon submit to these charges, and promise 
to expert these regulations, as masters have 
done in alt ages before you ?” 

The new master having signified his cordial 
submission as before, the grand master thus ad- 
dresses him : 

{t Brother A IS, id consequence of your, cheer-, 
ful " conformity to the charges and regaUtions 
of the order, yon are now to be installed master 
of this new lodge, in full confidence of your 
care, skill and capacity, to govern the same/’ 

The new master is then regularly invested 
with the insignia of kU office, and the furniture 
and implements of his lodge. 

The various implements of the profession are 
emblematical of our conduct in life, and upon 
this occasion carefully enumerated. 

“ The Holy Writings, that great light in ma- 
sonry, will guide you to all truth ; it will direct 
yonr paths to the temple of happiness^ and point 
oat to you the whole duty of man. 

“The Square teaches to regulate our actions 
by rule and liue, and to harmonize our conduct 
by tbe principles of morality and virtue. 

“ The Compass teaches to limit our desires, in 
every station, that, rising to eminence by merit, 
we may live respected, and die regretted. 

“ The Rule directs that we should punctually 
observe our duty.; : press forward in the path of 
virtue, and, neither inclining to the right nor to 
tbe left, in all our actions have eternity in view. 
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. K The Line teaches the enterim of moral rec-> 
titude, to avoid disshaulatiea hi couversstiotr 
and action, and to direet our steps to the path 
which leads to immortality. 

“ The Book of Constitutions you are to .search 
at all times. Cause it to be read in your lodge, 
that none may pretend ignorance of the excellent 
precepts it enjoins. 

“ Lastly, you receive in charge the By laws 
of your lodge, which you are to see carefully, and 
punctually executed.” ' 

The jewels of the officers of the new lodge be- 
ing then returned to the master, he delivers them, j 
respectively, to the several officers of the grand 
lodge, according to their rank. 

The subordinate officer^ ‘of the .new lodge are 
then invested with their* Jewels, by the grand 
officers of corresponding rank ; and are by them* 
severally in turn, conducted to the grand master, 
who delivers each of them a short charge, as fol- 
lows, viz. 

The Senior Warden . 

(t Brother C D, you are appointed Senior War- 
den of this new lodge, and are now invested with i 
the ensign of your office. ' * 

“ The Level demonstrates that we are descend- 
ed from the same stock, partake of the satne 
nature, and share the same hope ; and though 
distinctions among men are necessary to preserve 
subordination, yet no eminence of station should 
make us forget that we are brethren ; fdt* he 
who is placed on the lowest spoke of fortune’s 
Wheel may he entitled to our regard ; bechUse 
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-a tii Re willi ooioe, and the wisest knows not how 
seen, when nil distinctions, but tfaat of goodness ' 
■jphall cease : and death the grand leveller of hu- 
• nan greatness, reduce ns to the same state. 

“ Your regular attendance on our stated meet- 
ings is essentially necessary 5 in the absence of 
the master, you are to govern this lodge j in his 
•presence, you are to assist him in the govern- 
ment of it. J firmly rely on your knowledge 
<©f masonry, and attachment to the lodge, for the 
faithful discharge of the duties of this important . 
tsmi.^—Look well to the Weft J”

: u Brother E F, you are appointed Junior War- 
den of this' new lodge ; and are now invested 
with the badge of your office. 

u The Plumb admonishes us to walk* uprightly 
4n our several stations, to hold the scale of justice 
iu equal poise, to observe the just medium be- 
tween intemperance and pleasure, and to make 
our passions and prejudices coincide with the 
line of our duty. ........ 

“ To yon, with such assistance as may be ne- 
cessary, is entrusted the examination of visitors, 
and the reception of candidates. To yen is also 
Committed the superintendence of the craft dur- 
ing the hours of refreshment ; it is therefore 
indispensably necessary, that you should not only 
be temperate and discreet, in the indulgence of 
jour own inclinations, but carefully observe 
that none of the craft be suffered to convert the 
purposes of refreshment into intemperance and 
excess,

The Treasurer. 

“ Brother G H, you are appointed Treasurer 
of this new lodge. It is your duty to receive 
all monies from the hands of the secretary, keep 
just and regular accounts of the same, and pay 
them out at the worshipful master’s will and 
pleasure, with the consent of the lodge. I trust 
your regard for the fraternity will prompt you 
to the faithful discharge of the duties of your 
office.” 

The Secretary a 

“ -Brother I K, you are appointed Secretary of 
this new lodge. It is your duty to observe the 
worshipful master’s will and pleasure, to record 
the proceedings of die lodge, to receive all mon- 
ies, and pay them into the bands of the* treas- 
urer. 

“ Your good inclination to masonry and this 
lodge, I hope, will induce you to discharge your 
Offiee with fidelity, and by so doing you wfl! 
merit the esteem and applause of your brethren.” j 

‘ The Senior and Junior Deacons. 

“ Brothers L M and ^ Q, you are Appointed 
Deacons of this new lodge.

Charge them to praetice, oirf of 
the lodge, those duties which they have bean 
taught in it ; and by amiable, discreet and vir- 
tuous conduct, to convince mankind of the 
goodness of the institution; so that when ally 
one is said to be a member of it, the world 
jaayknow that he is one to whom the burtheii- 
ed heart may poor out its sorrows ; to whom 
distress may prefer its suit : whose hand is 
guided by justice, and his heart expanded by 
benevolence. In short, by a diligent observance 
of the by-laws of yonrlodge, the constitutions of 
masonry, and above all the Holy ScriplnrtSs, 
which' are given as a rule and guide to your faith, 
you will be enabled to acquit yourself with hononr

the different , degrees. During the procession, 
(which passes three times round the lodge) the 
following song is sung, which concludes the 
coremony of installation.

The lodge is then closed With the usual solem- 
nities in the different degrees by the grand mas- 
ter and bis officers.

which the grand master may abridge or extend 
at pleasare ; but the material points are on no 
account to be omitted. The same ceremony 
and charges attend every succeeding installation 
-of new officers.

THE THIRD SECTION. 

Ceremony observed at Laying the Foundation 
Stone of Public Structures. 

This ceremony is conducted by the grand mas. 
ter and his officers, assisted by the members of 
the grand lodge, and such officers aod members 
of private lodges as can conveniently attend. 
The chief magistrate, and other civil officers of 
tbfe place where the building is to be erected, also 
generally attend on the occasion. 

At the time appointed, tire grand lodge is con. ! 
vened in some suitable place, approved by the 
grand master. A hand of martial music is pro. 
vided, and the brethren appear in the insignia 
of the order, and with white gloves and aprons. 
The lodge is opened by the grand master, and 
the rules for regulating the procession to and 
from the place where the ceremony is to be per- 
formed are read by the grand secretary. The 
necessary cautions are then given from the chair, 
and the lodge is adjourned ; after which the pro- 
cession set$ oat in the following order ; *

The proeeaeieB passes through the arch, as4 
the brethren repairing to their stands, the grand 
master and his officers take their places on a tem- 
porary platform, covered with carpet. An ode 
'on masonry is sung. The grand marshal com* 
mands silence, and the necessary preparations 
are made for laying the stone, on which is en* 
graved the year of masonry, the name and titles 
of the grand master, &c. &c. 

The stone is raised up, by means of an engine 
erected for that purpose, and the grand chaplain _ 
or orator repeats a short prayer. The grand 
treasurer then, by the grand master’s command, 
places under the stone various sorts of coin anil 
medals of the present age. Solemn music is in- . 
troduced, and the stone let down into its place. 
The principal architect then presents the work- 
ing tools to the grand master, who applies the 
plumb, square and level to the stone, m their pro- 
per positions, and pronounces it to be “wru 

FORMED, TRUE AND TRUSTY.” 

The golden and silver vessels are next brought 
to the table, and delivered, the former to the 
deputy grand master, and the latter to the grand, 
wardens, who successively present them to the j 
grandmaster: and be, according to ancient cere- 
mony, pours the corn, the wine, anil the oil, 
which they contain, en the stone, saying, 

"May the all-bounteous Author of Nature 
bless the inhabitants of this place with al] the 
necessaries, conveniences, and comforts of life j 
assist in the erection and completion of this build- 
ing; protect the workmen against every, acci-. 
dent, and Tong preserve this structure from 
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<Jet4y ; and grant to us all, in newied supply, tbe 
coats ef nourishment, the wins of refreshment, 
and tin oil of joy”

He then strikes the stone thriee with the Bel- 
ief, and the public honours of masonry are gives. 

The grand master then delivers ever > to the 
architect the various implements of architecture, 
entrusting him with the superintendence and di- 
rection of the work ; filer which, be re-. ascends 
tbe platform, and an oration suitable to tbe. oc- 
casion js delivered. A voluntary collection is 
made for the workmen, and the sum collected is 
placed upon the stone by the grand treasurer. 
A song ip honour of masonry concludes the cere- 
mony ; after . which the procession retprns to 
the place whence ft set oat, and the lodge is 
closed*

A grand procession is then formed in the order 
laid down in the first section, page 86 . The whole 
move forward to the ball which is to bedidicated, 
and upon the arrival of the front of the proceeded 
at the door, they bait, open to the right and,left> 
and face inward ; while the grand master," and, 
others in succession, pass through, and eider.

A solemn invocation is made to Heaven, by 
the grand chaplain, and an anthem sung ; after 
which the lodge is covered, and the grand mas- 
ter retires to bis chair. An oration is then de- 
livered, and the ceremonies conclude with mu- 
sic. The grand lodge is then elosed in ample 
form, in the several degrees. 

THE FIFTH SECTION. 

The Ceremony observed at Funerals, according to 
‘ ancient custom ; with the Service used on the 
l occasion. 

Np meson can be interred with the formal!- 
qf the order, unless it be by bis p^n special 
jieqnftst, .communicated to the master of the lodge 
of which he died a member, foreigners and so- 
journers excepted; nor unless he has been ad- 
vanced to the third degree of masonry ; and 
Itetu tbis restriction there can he no exception, 

.H ■ • ■ ■ .... 
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FelloW crafts, or apprentices, are not entitled to 
firaerai obsequies, nor to attend the masonic pro- 
cession on such occasions. *' - 

The master of a lodge, hating received notice 
of a master mason?* death, and of hi* request to 
be interred with the ceremonies of the jordet, 
Axes the day and hoar for the funeral, and is- 
Meh his command to summon the lodge. He 
may invite as many lodges as be thinks proper* 
and the members of those lodges may accompa- 
ny their officers hi tern ; but the whole cere- 
mony mnst.be under' the direction of the master 
of the lodge to which the deceased belonged, 
and he and his officers must be duly honoured* 
and cheerfully obeyed, on the occasion.* But 
in case the deceased was not a member of either 
of the attending lodges, the procession and cere- 
mony must be under the direction of the master 
of the oldest lodge. 

All the brethren who walk in procession should 
observe, as much as possible, an uniformity in 
their dress. Decent mourning, with white stock- 
ings, gloves and aprons, is most suitable. 

The Funeral Service. 

The brethren being assembled at the lodge 
room, (or some other convenient place} the pre- 
siding master opens the lodge, in the third de- 
■ gree, with the usual forms 5 and having stated 
the purpose of the meeting, the service begins.

' The master then records the name and age of 
the deceased upon the roll, and says,

** The will of God k accomplished ! so be it." 

The master then deposits the roll in the ar- 
chives, and repeats the following prayer ; 

“ Most glorious God ! author of all good, and- 
_ giver of all mercy ! pour down tby blessings ' J 
upon us, and strengthen our solemn engagements 
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with the ties of sincere affection ! May the pre- 
sent instance of mortality remind us of our ap- 
proaching fate) and draw our attention toward 
thee, the only refuge in time of- need J that when 
the awful' moment shall arrive, that we areaboui 
to quit this transitory scene, the enlivening pros- 
pect of thy mercy may dispel the gloom of depth ; 
And after our departure hence in peace and it* 
tby favour, we may. be received into thine ever- 
lasting kingdom, to enjoy, in union with the 
souls of our departed friends, the just reward. of 
a pious and virtuous life. •Amen.’* 

A procession is- then formed, which moves to 
the bouse of the deceased, and from thence Ho 
the place of interment The different lodges 
rank according to seniority, excepting .that the 
lodge of which the desceased was a member 
walks nearest the corpse. Each lodge forms on# 
division, and the following order is observed ;

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-9Pbe brethren are not to desert their ranks, or 
change places, but keep in their different depart* 
nente. When tbe procession arrives at the 
church yard, tbe members of tbe lodge form a 
circle round the grave, and tbe clergyman ami 
officers of the acting lodge taking tbeir station at 
the bead of tbe grave, and the mourners at tbe 
foot, the service is resumed, and the- following 
exhortation given : 

“ Here \Ve view a striking instance of tbe un- 
certainty of life, and the vanity of all 'human 
pursuits. The last offices paid to the dead are 
only useful as lectures to the living ; from them 
M;e are to derive instruction, and consider every 
solemnity of <ius kind as a summons to prepare 
fijr our approaching dissolution. 

- M Notwithstanding the various mementos of 
mortality -with which we daily meet ; notwith- 
standing death has established his empire over all 
the works of nature ; yet through some unac- 
countable infatuation we forget that we are born 
to die : w’c go on from one design to another, 
add hope to hope, and lay out plans for the em- 
ployment of many years, till we are suddenly 
alarmed with the approach of death, when we 
least expect him, and at an hour which we pro- 
bably conclude to be the meridian of our exist- 
ence. 

u What are all the externals of majesty, the 
pride of wealth, or charms of beauty, when na- 
ture 1ms paid her just debt? Fix your eyes on 
fee la® scene, and view life stript of her orna- 
ments, and exposed in her natural meanness ; 
you will then be convinced of the futility of 
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those empty delusions. In the grave, all faillaelt^ 
are detected, all ranks are levelled, and all dis- 
tinctions are done away. 

u While we drop the sympathetic tear ove* 
the grave of our deceased friend, let charity in- 
cline us to throw a veil over his foibles, what- 
ever they may have been, and not withhold from 
his memory the praise that his virtues may have 
claimed. Suffer the apologies of human nature 
to plead in his behalf. Perfection on earth has 
never been attained ; the wisest as well as the 
best of men have erred. 

“ Let the present example excite our most 
serious thoughts, and strengthen our resolutions 
of amendment. As life is uncertain, and ajl 
earthly pursuits are vain, let us no longer post- 
pone the important concern of preparing f° r 
eternity ; but embrace the happy moment, whila 
time and opportunity offer, to provide against 
the great change, when all the pleasures of this 
world shall cease to delight, and the reflections of 
a virtuous life yield the only comfort and con- 
solation. Thus our expectations will not b* 
frustrated, nor we hurried uuprepared into the 
presence of an all-wise and powerful Judge, to 
whom the secrets of all hearts are known. 

u Let us, while in this state of existence, sop' 
port with propriety the character of our profes-

or apprehension, to that far distant country 
• whence no traveller returns. 

The following invocations are then made by 
tfie Master : 

Master. “ May we be true and faithful ; and 
may we live and die in love !” 

Answer. “ So mote it be.” . ■ 

Master. “ May we profess what is good, and ■ 
always act agreeably to our profession !” 

Answer. <( So mote it be. 

Master. “ May tlie Lord bless us, and prosper 
us ; and may all our good intentions be crowned 
with success !” 

Answer. “ So mote it be.” 

Master. “ Glory be to God on high ! on earth 
peace ! good will towards men !” 

Answer. “ So mote it be, now, from hence- 
forth, and for evermore. 

The brethren then move in procession round 
the place of interment, and severally drop a sprig 
of evergreen into the grave, accompanied with 
the usual honours. 

The master then concludes the ceremony at 
the grave, in the following words : 

" From time immemorial it lias been the cus- 
tom among the fraternity of free and accepted 
masons, at the request of a brother, to accompa- 
ny his corpse to the place of interment, and there 
4d deffosit his remains with the usual formalities. 

** In conformity to this usage, and at tlie spe- 
I Rial request of our deceased brother, whose me- 
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mory ws revsve, and whose kiss we new daplort, 
we have assembled in the ebarasler of masons, to 
resign his body to the earth whence it came, and 
to offer op to his m em ory , before die world, 
the last tribute of oar affection 5 -thereby demon- 
strating the sincerity of our past esteem, and opr 
steady attachment to the principles of the order. 

“ The great Creator having been pleased, oat 
of his mercy, to remove oar brother from the 
eares and troubles of a transitory existence, to a 
state of eternal duration, and thereby to weaken 
the chain, by which we are united, man to man ; 
may we, who survive him, anticipate our ap- 
proaching fate, ami be more strongly cemented 
in the ties of union and friendship : that, during 
the short space allotted to our present- existence, 
we may wisely and usefully employ our time ; 
and, in the reciprocal intercourse of kind and 
friendly acts, mutually promote the welfare and 
happiness of each other, 

“ Unto the grave we resign the body of our 
deceased friend, there to remain until the general 
resurrection ; in favourable expectation that bis 
immortal soul may then partake of joys which 
have been prepared for the righteous from the 
beginning of the world. , And may Almighty 
God, of his infinite goodness, at the grand tri- 
bunal of unbiassed justice, extend his mercy 
towards him, and all of us, ami crown our hope 
with everlasting bliss in the expanded realms of 
a boundless eternity t This wp bpg for the hon- 
our of his name ; to whom be glory, now and 
forever, Jlfnen. !' 
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Tfaps tkflhMWMft ends, mid the. procession re- 
turns ia form to the place whence it set out, 
where the necessary duties are complied with, 
astd^tbe business of masoary is renewed. The 
insignia and ornaments of the deceased, if au 
officer . of a, lodge, are returned te the master 
with the usual ceremonies, after which tbe charg- 
es for regulatiog the conduct of the brethren are 
rehearsed, and the lodge is closed .in. tbe third 
degree.- 


NOTES. 

If a past or present grand master should join the procession of a 
private lodge, or deputy grand master, or a grand warden, a proper 
attention is to be paid to them. They take place after the master of 
t)ie lodge* Two deacons with black rads are appointed by the mas- 
ter to attend a grand warden ; and when the grandmaster is present, 
or deputy grandmaster, the hook of constitutions -is borne before 
him, a sword bearer follows him, and tbe deacons, with black rods, 
are placed on bis. right and left, at an angular distance of seven feet. 

Marshals are to walk or ride, on tbe left of thf procession. 

Qa entering public buildings, the bible, square and compass, book 
of constitutions, &c. are placed before the grand master. The grand 
iharshal and grand deacons keep near him. 


CHAPTER XHt. 

• REMARKS ON THE SIXTH. OR MOST EXCELLENT 
- MASTER'S DEGREE. 

. . JJone but the meritorious and praiseworthy; 
gone bet those who through diligence and in- 
dustry have advanced far towards perfection ; 
pone but those who have been seated in tbe 
11 
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Oriental Chair, by tbe unanimous suffrages of 
their brethren, can be admitted to this degree of 
masonry. 

In its original establishment, when the temple 
of Jerusalem was finished, and the fraternity 
celebrated the cape-stone with rgreat joy, it is 
demonstrable that none but those, who had prov- 
ed themselves to be complete masters of their 
profession, were admitted to this honour; and 
indeed the duties incumbent on every raasotb 
who is accepted and acknowleaged as a most 
excellent master, are such as render it indispen- 
sable that he should have a perfect knowledge of 
sH the preceding degrees. 

One of the following passages of scripture is 
rehearsed at opening, accompanied by solemn 
ceremonies : 

Psalm xxiv. * 

u The earth is the Lord’s and the fulness 
thereof ; the world, and they that dwell therein. 
For he hath founded it upon the seas, and estab- 
lished it upon the floods. Who shall ascend in- 
to the hill of the Lord ? or who shall stand in 
liis holy place? He that hath clean hands, and 
a pure heart ; who hath not lifted up his soul 
unto vanity, nor sworn deceitfully. He shall 
receive the blessing from the Lord, and righteous- 
ness from the God of his salvation. This is the 
generation of them that seek him, that seek thy 
face, O Jacob. Selah. Lift up your heads, O 
ye gates, and be ye lift up, ye everlasting doors, 
and the King of glory shall come in. Who is 
this King of Glory? The Lord, strong and 
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mighty ; the Lord, mighty in battle. Lift up 
ytmr beads, O ye gates, even lift them up, ye 
everlasting doors, and the King of Glory shall 
come in. Who is this King ofGloty? The 
Lord of Hosts, be is the King of Glory. Selah.” 

Psalm cxxii. 

"I was glad when they said unto me, Let us 
jgo into the house of the Lord. Our feet shall 
Stand within thy gates, 0 Jerusalem. Jerusalem 
is builded as a city that is compact together ; 
whither the tribes go up, the tribes of the Lord, 
unto the testimony of Israel, to give thauks unto 
the name of the Lord. ' For there are set thrones 
of judgment, the thrones of the house of David. 

“ Pray for the peace of Jerusalem ; they shall 
prosper that love thee. Peace be within thy 
walls, and prosperity within thy palaces. For 
my brethren and companions’ sakes, I will now 
•«ay, Peace be within thee. Because of the house 
of the Lord our God, I will seek thy good.” 

The following passages of scripture are also in- 
troduced, accompanied with solemn ceremonies.

' [Then taid Solomon, The Lord hath said that be would dwell in 
the thick darkness. But I have built an house of habitation for thee 
and a place for thy dwelling forever. 

And the king turned his face, and blessed the whole congregation 
of Israel, (and all the congregation of Israel stood :) And he said, 
Blessed be the Lord Gld of Israel, who hath with his hands fulfilled 
‘that which he spake with his mouth to my father David, saying,

The Lord, therefore, hath performed his word that he hath spoken ; 
for I am risen up ia the room of David my father, and am set on the 
throne of Israel, as the Lord promised, and have built the home for 
the name of the Lord God of Israel ; and in -it, have I put -the; avk 9 
wherein is the covenant of the Lord, that he made with the children 
of Israel. 

And be stood before tbe altar of the Lord, in tbe presence of til 
the congregation of Israel, and spread forth his hands ; For Solomon 
had made a bmen scaffold of five cubits leog, and five cubits brand, 
and three cubits high, and had set it in the midst of the court ; and 
upon it he stood, and kneeled down upon his knees before all the 
congregation of Israel, and spread forth-his band# toward heaven, 
and said, , r 

O Lord God of Israel, there is no god Hke thee in heaveo, nor 
in the earth ; which keepest covenant and shewest mercy unto thy 
servants thst walk before thee with all their hearts ; the* whiohhast 
kept with thy servant David my father that which thou hast promis- 
ed him ; and spakest with thy mouth, and bast fulfilled it with thine 
hand, as it Isthis day. Now, therefore, O Lord God of Israel, keep 
with tby servant David my father, that which thou bast promised hup, 
saying. There shall not fail thee a man in my sight to sit upon the 
throne of Israel ; yet so that thy children take heed to their way ho 
walk in my law, as thou hast walked before me. Now then, O Lord 
God of Israel, let thy word be verified, which thou hast spoken imfo 
thy servant David. But will God in very deed dwbtl with men on 
the earth ? Behold, heaven, and the heaveo of heavens,, cannot con- 
tain thee ; how much lest this house which 1 have buikled !) Have 
respect, therefore, to the prayer of thy servant, and to his supplica- 
tion, O Lord my God, to hearken unto the cry and.the prayer which 
thy servant praycth before thee ; that thine eyes may be open upon 
this house day and night, upon the place whereof thou hast said that 
thou wouldest put thy name there ; to hearken unto the prayer which 
thy servant prayeth towards this place. 

Hearken, therefore, unto the supplications of tby servant, and of 
tby people Israel, which they shall make towards this place; hear 
thou from thy dwelling place, even from heaven ; and, when thou 
Learest, forgive.] 

[If a man sin against his neighbour, and an oath be laid upon him 
to make him swear, and the oath come before thine altar in this 
house. Then hearthou from heaven, and do and judge thy servant?, 
hy requiting the wicked, by recompensing his way upon his own 
head ; and by justifying the righteous, by giving him according to 
his righteousness. 
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And if thy people Israel be put to the worse before the enemy, lie- 
cause they have sinned against (bee, and shall return and confess thy 
' name, and pray and make supplication before tbee in this house ; 
Then bear thou from the heavens, and forgive the sin of thy people 
Israel, and bring them again onto the land which thou gavest to them 
and to their fathers. 

When the heaven is shut up, and there is no rain, because they 
sinned against thee ; yet if they pray towards this place, and 
confess tby name, and turn from their sin when thou dost afflict them ; 
Then hear thou from heaven, and forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people Israel, when thou hast taught them the good way 
wherein they should walk : and send rain upon thy land,, which thorn 
hast given onto, thy people for an inheritance. 

If there be dearth in the land, if there be pestilent e T if there be 
► Masting or mildew, locusts or caterpillars ; if tbeis enemies besiege 
them in tbe cities of their land ; whatsoever sore os whatsoever sick- 
1 ne§9 there be : Then what prayer or what supplication soever shall be 
•"made of any man, or of all thy people Israel, whew every one shall 
know his own sore, and his own grief, and shall spread forth his bands 
m this house i Then hear thou from heaven tby dwelling place, and 
forgive, and render unto every man according unto all bis ways^ 
whose heart thow knowest ; (for thou only knowest the hear.ts>of the 
'children of men;) that they may fear thee, to walk in. tby ways 
"loog as they live, in the land which thou gavest unto.our fathers. 

Moreover, concerning the stranger, which is not of thy people Itra- 
- cl, bat is come from & far country for thy great name’s -sake, and tby 
mighty hand and thy siretched-out arm ; if-they come and pray in this 
house * T Then hear thou from tbe heavens, even from, thy dwelling 
place, and do according to all that, the stranger c&Ueth to thee for ; 
that all people of tbe earth may know thy name, and fear thee, as 
doth thy people Israel ; and may know.lhaUhis house, which 1 have 
built, is called by thy name. 

If thy people go out to war against their enemies, by t/e way that 
thou shalt send them, and they pray onto thee toward this city which 
thou hast chosen,, and the house which 1 have built for thy name 
Then hear thou from the heavanstheif prayer andlheirsupplkation^ 
and maintain their cause. 

If they sin.agaipst thee (for there is no man which sinneib not) and: 
thou be angry with them, and deliver them over before their enemies,, 
add they carry them away, captives unto a land far off or near ; yet; 
if they bethink themselves in the land whither they ace carried cap- 
live, and. turn and pray unto thee in the land of their captivity, say- 
ing, YYe have sinned, we have done amiss, and have dealt wickedly ; 
i! they return, to thee with all their heart, and with all their soul, in 
the land of their captivity, whither they have carried them captives, 
and pray toward their land which thou gavest unto their fathers,- and. 
toward the city which thou hast chosen, and toward the house 
which I have built fbj* thy name ; Then hear thou from the heaven?,, 
even from thy- dwelling place, .their prayer and their • supplication^ 

it* 
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and mdiotaio their cat**, aad fb Fgiv# tbj people which bare limetf 
against thee. 

Now, my God, let, I beseech thee, thine eyes be open, and let thise 
ears be attent unto the prayer that is made in this place. 

Now, therefore, arise, O Lord God, into tby resting-place, thoa 
nnd the ark of thy strength; let thy priests, O Lord God, be clothed 
with satration, end let thy saints rejoice in goodness. 

O Lord God, turn not away the face o A thine anointed; remember 
the mercies of David thy vervairt.} 

2^Chroit. vii. 1 — 4. 

[Now, when Solomon had made an end of praying, the fire came 
down from heaven, and caosnxned ilm burnt offering and the sactiA* 
res; and the glory of the Lord filled the house.

“ Your Admittance to this degree of masonry 
is a proof of the good opinion the brethren »if 
this lodge entertain of your masonic abilities. 
Let this consideration induce you to be carefkl 
of forfeiting, by misconduct and inattention to 
oar rules, that esteem which has raised you to 
the rank you now possess. 

“ It is one of your great duties, as a most ex- 
cellent master, to dispense light and truth to the 
uninformed mason ; and 1 need not remind yoa 
of the impossibility of complying with this obli- 
gation without possessing an accarate acqu&in- . 
tance with the lectures of each degree, 

u If yon are not already completely conver- 
sant in all the degrees heretofore conferred on 
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yon, remember that an indulgence, prompted 
by a belief that yon will apply yourself with 
doable diligence to make yourself so, has in* 
duced the brethren to accept you. 

“ Let it therefore be your unremitting study 
to acquire stieh a degree of knowledge and in- 
formation as shall enable you to discharge with 
propriety (he various duties incumbent on yon, 
and to- preserve unsullied the title now conferred 
upon you of a Most Excellent Master.” 


! CHAPTER XIV. 

OBSERVATIONS OJV THE SEVENTH, OR DEGREE OF 
ROYAL ARCH HA SOU. 

This degree is indescribably more august, sub- 
| lime, and important, than all which precede it ; 
and is the summit and perfection of ancient ma- 
sonry. It impresses on our minds a belief of the 
f. being and existence of ,a Supreme Deity, with- 
out beginning of days or end of years ; and re- 
minds us of the reverence due to his holy name. 

This degree brings to light many essentials of 
the craft, which were for the space of four hun- 
dred and seventy years buried in darkness ; and 
without a knowledge of which the masonic char- 
: aeter cannot be complete. 

I The following passage of seripture is read at 
opening '• 
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% TattMAJLOVlAVS Hi. $^-17. 

u Now we command you, brethren, that ye 
withdraw yourselves from every brother tint 
walketh disorderly, and not after the . tradition 
which ye received of us. For yourselves know 
how ye ought to follow us, for we behaved our- 
selves not disorderly among you. Neither did 
we eat any man’s bread for nought, but wrought 
with labour and travail day and night, that we 
might not be chargeable to any of you. Not 
because we have not power, but to make our* 
selves au eusample unto you to follow us. For 
even when we were with you, this we com* 
mantled you, that if any would not work, ueir 
thcr should he eat : For we hear that there are 
some who walk among you disorderly, working 
not at all, but are busy-bodies. Now them-lhat 
are such, wi command and exhort, that with !

It furnishes us with many 
interesting particulars relative to the state of 
the fraternity, during and since the reign of 
King - Solomon ; and illustrates the causes and 
consequences of some very important eventb 
Which occurred daring his reign. 

'This section explains the mode of government 
in this class of masons ; it designates the appel- 
lation, number and situation of the several oft- 
cars, and points oat the purposes and duties ef 
their respective stations.

■ Contains much valuable historical informa- 
tion, and proves, beyond the power of contra* 
diction, and in the most striking colours, that 
prosperity and happiness are ever the ultimate 
consequences of virtue and justice, while disgrace 
and ruin invariably follow the practices of viee 
and immorality.

After a series of changes and events, ofw hfob d 0

ing made captive Jehoiaehira the king of Jndah, 
rhw s lsd hie ancle Zedekiah to the throne, after 
jdmiiii^ bon by a solemn oath neither to make 
itamuinu in the government, nor to take part 
«kh the Egyptians re their ware against Babylon. 

: iAi the end of eight years, Zedekiah violated 
hferoath to-Nehtwhidnezzar by forming a treaty 
oftrestae and defensive with the Egyptians ; 
think ingttMtioH)tly"tbey could snbthie the king of 
Babylon. . Nebuchadnezzar immediately march* 
ed, and ravaged • Zedekiah’* eocmtry, seised hts 
cfetfe Add ^fortress, and proceeded to the siege of 
Jerusalem. Pharaoh, learning how Zedekiah 
was. preened, advanced to his relief, with a view 
oferostittg the siege.' Nebuchadnezzar, having 
inimafian thereof, would not wait his approach, 
hat proceeded to give him battle, and in one con- 
test. drove him ont of Syria. This circumstance 
suspended the siege. 

jjlu the ninth year of Zedekiah’s reign, the 
lung of Babylon again besieged Jerusalem, with 
a large army, and for a year and a half exerted 
kilobit strength to conquer it j- hut the city did 
net. yield, thoogh enfeeblad by famine and pesfi- 
le afctv- 

loathe ateventb year, the siege went on vigor- 
ously ; tbs Babylonians completed their works, 
hawmgvmsad towers all. round thtf city, so as to 
drifgKtbe invaded parly l* 8 walls. The 
place, though a prey to plague and femme, was 
obstinately defended during the space of n year 
an&'ff half. But at length want of provisions 
and forces compelled its surrender, and H' was 
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accordingly delivered, at midnight, to 'Arnett* 
cere of Nebuchadnezzar. 

Zedekiab, seeing the troops eider the temple, 
absconded by a narrow past to the dedertf wtdi 
his officers aiMl friends ; bat advieeof his escape 
being given to the Babylonians, they pursued 
them early in the m ornin g, and surroueiled them j 
near Jerico, where they were bound and carried ! 
before the king, who ordered his wires and chil- 
dren to be {tot to death in his sight, and theft 
ordered Zedckiah’s eyes to be pot out, aid him* 
Self conducted in chains to Babylon.. 

After tins victory, Nebuchadnezzar dispatch* 
ed his principal officer, Nehuuaradan, to Jerusa- 
lem, to ransack and burn both palace and tem- 
ple, to raze the city to the ground, and conduct 
the captive inhabitants -to Babylon ; tins order 
lie accordingly executed. Among the captive* 
were the following persons of eminence-; Be am- 
ah, the high priest; Zephaniah, next in raids ; 
the secretary to the king ; three principal keep- 
ers of the temple ; seven of the king's chosen 
friends, and other ptereons of distinction. 

In the seventieth year of the captivity of the ! 
Jews, and the first of the reign of Cyrus,- king 
of Persia, be issued his famous edict, purporting 
that the God adored by the Israelites wastiie 
eternal being through whose bounty be e^juyoi 
the regal dignity, and that he had found himself 
honourably mentioned by the prophets of jui* j 
dent date as the person who should cause Jeru- 
salem to be rebuilt, and restore the Hebrews to 
their former state of grandeur and iudepeades-. 
cy ; lie therefore gave orders for the releaSe'of 
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H)A naplives, with Vis permistiouto return to their 
own native country, to rebuild the city, and the 
ofthe Lord. . 

ih ; The principal people of the tribes of Judah 
4pd Benjamin, with the priests, and Levites, iin- 
neediately departed for Jerusalem, and commen- 
ced the . undertaking ; hot many of the Jews 
{determined to remain in Babylon, rather than 
relinquish the possessions they had obtained ip 
ith«t city.

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CHAPMER XV. 

OBSERVATIONS ON THE ORDER OF HKrH PRIEST. 

' ' , _ i 

Tins order appertains to the office of Higli 
Priest of a Royal Arch Chapter, and no one cap 
be legally entitled to receive it until he has been 
elected to sustain that office in some regular chap- 
ter of Royal Arch Masons. , 

The following passages of scripture are made 
use of during the ceremonies appertaining to this 
order, viz. 

Gen. xiv. 13 — 34. “ And they took Lot, 

Abram’s brother’s son, (who dwelt in Sodom) 
and bis goods, and departed. And there came 
one, that had escaped, and told Abram the He- 
brew ; for he dwelt in the plain of Mamre the 
Amorite, brother of Eshcol, and brother of Aner: 
and these were confederate with Abram. And 
when Abram heard that his brother was taken 
captive, he armed his trained servants, born in 
his own house, three hundred and eighteen, and 
pursued them unto Dan. And he divided him* 
self against them, , he and his servants, by night, 
and smote them, and pursued them unto Hobab, 
which is on the left hand of Damascus. And he 
brought back all the goods, and also brought 
again his brother Lot, and his goods, and the 
women also, and the people. And the king of 
Sodom went out to meet him (after his return 
from the slaughter of Chedorlaomer, and' of the 
kings that were with him) at the valley of She- 
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reh, which is ihe king's dale. Anil Melehl 
king of Salem, brought forth bread and 
and he was the priest of the Most High God. 
And he blessed him, and said, Blessed be Abram 
of ihe Moat High God, possessor of heaven and 
earth; and blessed be the Most High God, which 
Jhath delivered thine enemies into thy hand. And 

^ gave him tithes of all. And the king of 
dom said unto Abram, Give me the persons) 
and take the goods to thyself. And Abram said 
to the king of Sodom, I have lifted up mine

CHAPTER I. 

iOf ihe Government of Royal Arch Chapters. 

The first three degrees of masonry are holden 
antler the authority of Grand Lodges , composed 
of the master and wardens of all the lodges with- 
in a certain district, together with tit# proper 
grand officers ; the organization of which will 
be noticed in another part of this work. 

In like manner chapters of royal arch masons, 
with power to confer the preparatory degrees of 
mark master, past master, and most excellent 
master, are holden under the authority of grand 
chapters, composed of the three principal officers 
of all the royal arch chapters within a certain 
district, together with the proper grand officers. 

Until the year 1797> no grand chapter of royal 
arch masons was organized in America. Pre- 
viously to this period, a competent number of 
companions of that degree, possessed of sufficient 
abilities, under the sanction of a master’s war- 
rant, proceeded to exercise, the rights and privi- 
leges of royal arch chapters, whenever they

thought it expedient and proper $ although M 
most cases the approbation of a neighbouring 
chapter was- deemed useful if sot essential, t 

This unrestrained mode of proceeding was 
subject to many inconveniences ; unsuitable ebae* 
acters might be admitted ; irregularities ia the 
mode of working introduced ; the purposes of 
the society perverted ; and thus the order <kc* 
graded, by falling into the hands of those who 
might be regardless of the reputation of thfein- 
stitulion. If differences should arise between two 
chapters, who was to decide upon them ? If ^ 
unworthy characters, who for want of due cau- 
tion had gained admission, should attedupMa 
open new chapters, for their own emolument* 
or for the purposes of conviviality or mteuipwA - 
ance, who was to restrain them ? If the estalfe 
lished regulations and ancient landmarks should 
be violged or broken down, where was there j 
power sufficient to remedy the evil ? 

'Sensible of the existence of these and many 
other inconveniences, to -which the order were 
subjected, the chapters of royal arch masons, in 
various parts Of the United States, have, wjtftffr J 
a few years past, taken the proper and necessary 
measures for forming and establishing * grand 
royal areh chapters, for their better government 
and regulation. 

■ On the 34th of October, 1797, a conven- 
tion Of delegates, from several chapters in+bte 
northern states, assembled at Mason’s Hall, Jh 
Boston ; being appointed (as expressed in their 
credentials) " to meet with any or every ehaptfSt 
of royal areh masons, within the states of New- 
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Ha Kips hire, Massachusetts, Rhoile-lsland, Con- 
necticut, Vermont, and New- York ; or with any 
committee or committees, duly appointed and 
authorized by any or all of said chapters, and 
to deliberate upon the propriety and expediency 
of forming and establishing a grand chapter of 
loyal arch masons, for the government and rege* 
lotion of the several chapters within the said 
states.” 

M. Br. Thomas Smith Webb was chosen

The convention, having taken the matter into 
•onsMevation, came to a determination to forward 
to each of the chapters within the six states, be* 
fore mentioned, a circular letter, expressive of 
their opinions on the subject, which letter was in 
the words : follow ing, via.

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i CHAPTER II. 

Powers vested in the General Grand Officers. 

Agreeably to the General Grand Royal Arch 
Constitution, Grand Royal Arch Chapters were 
established in the several Northern States, where 1 
there were royal arch chapters existing ; and in 
every instance the private chapters have nnited 
with, and acknowledged the authority of, the 
Said grand chapters. 

jThe long desired and necessary authority for 
correcting abuses, and' regulating the concerns, 
<5F royal arch masonry, in the northern states, 
being thus happily established, the sublime de- 
crees soon became flourishing and respectable. 
Iloyal arch masons in the southern states (where 
there were no grand chapters) observes with 
pleasure and satisfaction the establishment of 
grand chapters in the northern states, under the 
authority of a general constitution, and became 
desirous of uniting with them, under the same 
authority. Applications were accordingly made, 
for the privilege of opening new chapters in the 
sbuthem states ; but there being no provision 
made in the constitution for extending its au- 
thority beyond the limits first contemplated, the 
state, grand chapters took the subject into con- 
sideration, and passed a concurrent decree, vest- 
ing power and authority in tbe three ftrst general 
grand officers, or any two of them, conjointly, 
to grant and issue letters of dispensation for the 
institution of lodges of mark masters, part mas- 
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ten, most excellent masters, and chapters of roy- 
al arch masons, within any state in which there 
was not a grand chapter established. By virtue 
of thin authority, on the first day of December, 
ld04, the general grand officers granted a letter 
of dispensation for forming and holding a chap- 
ter of royal arch masons in the city of Savannah, 
in the state of Georgia, by the name of Georgia 
Chapter; and on the first day of March, 1805, 
they granted a letter of dispensation for forming 
and opening a new royal arch chapter in the 
town of Beaufort, in the state of South Carolina, 
by the name of Unity Chapter 

At the succeeding meeting of the general grand 
royal arch chapter, the powers before mentioned 
were confirmed and made permanent in the gene- 
ral grand officers, by the ninth section of the first 
article of the general constitution ; and the pro- 
ceedings of the general grand officers under, the 1 
decree before mentioned were approved and con- 
firmed. 


CHAPTER (II. 

THE GENERAL GRAND CHAPTER. 

' I ' . 

On the ninth day of Jhanary, 4799, the grand 
chapter of the northern states met, by adiomh- 
ment, at Providence, in the state of Rhodc-Isl* 
and, and revised their ctftntifcitioa. 

The second section of the first article of the 
conofcitalion, m . revised, directed that the general 
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grand chapter should convene septennially, for 
the choice of officers, and other business. A 
meeting was accordingly ' holden at the city of 
Middletown, (Conn.) commencing on the 9th 
day of January, A D. 1800.

' *" The general grand chapter resolved itself into

general grand chapter. 

ie Among other amendments of the constitution 
Was the following, viz. The style or title to be 
“The General Grand Royal Arch Chapter of 
u the United States.” The jurisdiction was de- 
clared to extend throughout the United States, 
and to any state or territory wherein no grand 
chapter was regularly established. 

A communication was presented from Rutland, 
in the state of Vermont, informing this general 
grand chapter of the formation of" a grand royal 
arch chapter in . the said state, and subjoining a 
copy of their regulations, and also a certificate of 
t^ie appointmont of a proxy for the grand high 
priest, of the said grand chapter, 

. j A communication was also received from the 
secretary of the grand chapter of the stato of 
New. York, containing the report of a committee 
appointed by the said grand chapter upon the

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subject of the formation of a grand chapter in ike 
state of Vermont. 

The two communications before mentioned) 
having been read and considered; it was resolved) 
That this general grand chapter admit) and they 
do hereby admit) the said grand chapter of Ver- 
mont, into a union with us, under the generaj 
'grand royal arch constitution. 

A communication was received from the gene- 
ral grand king, and the . general grand scribe') 
stating, that by virtue of authority derived from 
a special 'decree Of several of the state £ranti 
chapters, they had conjointly issued a Warrant four 
instituting a chapter of royal arch masons in the 
town of Beaufort, in the state of South Gafolftia, 
by the name ol “ Unity Chapter f and also am- 
other warrant for instituting a chapter of royal 
arch masons, in the city of Savannah , in the, slate 
of Georgia, by the name of “ Georgia Chapter* 3 ! 

Whereupon it was resolved, That this general 
grand chapter do npprore of the proceedings, of 
the general grand king, and the general grand 
scribe, relative to the formation of Unity Chapter 
in Beaufort, and Georgia Chapter, in Savannah} 
and that their respective warrants be continued; 
and made permanent, by either of the aforenam- 
ed general grand officers. “ j 

A committee was ap]iointed, consisting of the 
general grand king, and the general grand secre- 
tary, to transcribe, and procave to be printed, '4 
suitable number of copies of the constitution) 
and transmit them to the several states. 

The general grand chapter proceeded to >a 
choice of officers, agreeably to the constitution; 
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when tbe companions, whose names follow, were 
rfeetbd to the offices annexed to their respective 
9a meg, viz.

shfee, by the name of St. Andrew’s Chapter, dated 
the twenty sixth day of January, A. D. 1807- 
They also issued « charter for the establishment 
of a royal arch chapter in the town of Hopkin- 
ton, in tbe state of New-Hatnpsbire, by the name 
of Trinity Chapter, dated the sixteenth day of 
February, A. B. 1807. 

Resolved, That tbe next septennial meeting 
of the general grand chapter be holden in the 
eity of New-York, on the second 'Thursday in 
September, A. D. 1819. 
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The casualties of war having prevented the 
septennial meeting which waste have been hold* 
en on the second Thursday in September, 4848, 
the presiding officers, after the return pf peace, 
agreeably to the powers vested iu them by the 
3d Sect. 1st Art. of the Constitution, caused no- 
tice to be issued for convening a special meeting

Arch Masons for the United States of America, which shall be

be hold on at sech place as they shall severally think proper to appoint'. i 

Seel. 3. The officers of the' slate grand chapters shall be chosCa 
annually, by ballot, at such time and place as the said grand chapters 
thaH respectively direct. ’ 

Sect. 4, The several state grand chapters (subject to the provK 
shms of this constitution) shall have the sole government and super- 
intendence of the several royal arch chapters, and lodges of most 
excellent, past, and mark master masons, within their respective ju^ 
risdictions ; to assign their limits, and settle controversies that may 
happen between them; and shall have power, under their respective 
Seals, and the sign manuel of their respective grand or deputy grand 
high priests, kings and scribes, (or their legal proxies) attested bt 
their respective secretaries, to constitute new chapters of royal arCh 
masons, and ledges of most excellent, past, and mark master ink- 
sons, within their respective jurisdictions. 

Sect. 5. The grand and deputy grand high priests, Severally, 
shall have the power and authority, whenever they shall deem if ex- 
pedient, (during the recess of the grand chapter of which they are 
officers) to grant letters of dispensation, uhder their respective hands," 
and private seals, to a competent number qf petitioners (possessing 
the qualifications required by the 9th section of the 2d article) em- 
powering them to open a chapter of royal arch masons, and lodge of 
most excellent, past, and mark roaster masons, for a certain specif 
ed terra of time ; provided, that the said term of time shall not ex- 
tend beyond the next meeting of the grand chapter of the state ill I 
which such dispensation shall be granted ; and provided further, that 
the came fees as are required by this constitution for warrants, shall 
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befiiwi deported in the band# of the grand treasurer. And in all 
cates of such dispensations, the grand or deputy grand high priest, 
respectively, who may grant the same, shall make report thereof, at 
the next stated meeting of the grand chapters of their respective ju- 
risdictions, when the said- grand chapters, respectively, may either 
continue or recall the said dispensations, or may grant the petition- 
ers a warrant of constitution. And in case such warrant shall be 
granted, the fees first deposited shall be credited in payment for the 
same ; but if a warrant shotHd not be granted, nor the dispensation 
continued, the said fees shall be refunded to the petitioners, except- 
ing only such part thereof as shall hate been actually expended by 
means of their application. • 

Sect. 6. The several state grand chapters shall possess authori- ' 
ty, upon the institution of new royal arch chapters, or lodges of mark 
masters, within their respective jurisdictions, to require the payment 
of such fees as they may deem expedient and proper ; which said 
fees shall be advanced and paid into the treasury before a, warrant 
or charter shall be issued. 

Sect. 7. No warrant shall be granted for instituting 'tpdges of 
most excellent or past masters, independent of a chapter bf royal 
arch masons. 

$ect. 8 . The grandchapters, severally, shall have power to re- 
quire from the several chapters and lodges under their respective ju- 
risdictions, such reasonable proportion of sums, received by them 
for, the exaltation or advancement of candidates, and such cer- 
tain annual sums from their respective members, as by their ordi- 
nances or regulations shall hereafter be appointed ; all which safch

day of the respective annual meetings of the said grand chapters.

And the said grand secreta- 
ries shall also regularly transmit to the gefoeral grand secretary a

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Seel . 11. Whenever there shall have been three, 6r more royal 
arch chapters instituted in any state, by virtue of authority derived 
from this constitution, a grand chapter may be formed in such state, 
(with the approbation of one or more of the general grand officers) 
by the high priests, kings aod scribes of the said chapters, who shall 
be authorized to elect the grand officers. Provided always that no 
hew state grand chapter shall be formed until after the expiration of 
one year from the establishment of the junior chapter in such state. 

Sect. 12. The several -grand and deputy grand high priests, kings 
and scribes, for the time being, of the several state grand chapters, 
are bound to the performance of the same duties, and are invested 
with the same powers and prerogatives, throughout their respective 
jurisdictions, as are prescribed to the general grand officers, in the 
4th section, 1st article, of this constitution. 

Sect. 13. The jurisdiction of the several state grand chapters, 
shall not extend beyond the limits of the state in which they shall 
respectively be holden. 


ARTICLE III. 

OF THE SUBORDINATE CHAPTERS AND LODGES. 

Sect. 1 . All legally constituted assemblies of royal arch masons 
are called Chapters ; as regular bodies of mark masters, past mas-' 
ters and most excellent masters, are called Lodues. Every chapter 
ought to assemble for work at least once in every three months ; and* 
must consist of an high priest, king, scribe, captain of the host, prin- 
cipal sojourner, royal arch captain, three grand masters, secretary,: 
treasurer, and as many members as may be found convenient for 
working to advantage. 

Sect. 2. Every chapter of royal arch masons, and lodtre of mark 
master masons, throughout this jurisdiction, shall have a warrant of 
constitution, from the grand chapter of the state in which they may 
respectively be bolden, or a warrant from one of the general grand 
officers. And no chapter or lodge shall be deemed legal without 
such warrant ; and masonic communication (either public or private) 
is hereby interdicted and forbidden, between any chapter or lodge 
under this jurisdiction, or any member of either of them, and any 
chapter* lodge or assembly, that may be so illegally formed, opened 
or holden without such warrant, or any or either of their members, 
or any person exalted or advanced in such illegal chapter or lodge. 
But nothing in this section shall be construed to affect . any. chapter 
or lodge which was established before the adoption of the grand roy- 
al arch constitutioa, at Hartford, (on the ,27 th day of January, A. D. 
1798.) > , \ ; 

Sect. 3. Whenever a warrant is issued for instituting a chapter 
of royal arch masons, with a power in s4id warrant to open and hold 
a lodge of most excellent, past and mark master , masons* the high, 
priest king and scribe, for the time being* of such chapter, shall be 
the master and wardens in said lodges, according 4o seniority. 
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$#l> 4. All applications for the exaltation or advancement of 
candidates, in any chapter or lodge, under this jurisdiction, shall lie 
over at least one meeting, for the consideration of the members. 

Sect, 5. No mason shall he a member of two separate and dit- 
tinct bodies, of the same denomination, at one and the same time. 

Sect . 6. No chapter shall be removed, without the knowledge 
of the high priest, nor any motion made for that purpose in his ab- 
sence ; but if the high priest be present, and a motion is made and 
seeonded.for removing the chapter to ome more convenient place 
(within the limits prescribed in their warrant) the high priest shall 
forthwith cause notifications to be issued to all the members, inform- 
ing them of the motion for removal, and of the time and place when 
the question is to be determined ; which notice shall be issued at least 
ten days previous to the appointed meeting. ' But if the high pri*st 
(after motion duly made and seconded as aforesaid) should refuse or 
neglect to cause the notices to be issued as aforesaid, the officer next 
in rank, who may be present at the next regular meeting following, 
(upon motion made and seconded for that purpose) may in like man- 
ner issue the said notices. 

Sect, 7. All mark master masons 1 lodges shall be regulated, in 
chses of removal, by the same rules as are prescribed in the forego- 
ing section for this removal of Chapters* 

- Sect. 6, The high priest, and other officers, of every chapter, 
nod the officers of every lodge of mark master masons, shall be chos- 
en annually, by ballot. 

Sect. 9. The high priest of every chapter has it in special charge 
as .appertaining to his office, duty, and dignity, to see that the by- 
Hws of his chapter, as well as the general grand royal arch constitu- 
tion, and the general regulations of the grand chapter, be duly ob- 
served ; that all the other officers of his chapter perform the duties 
of their respective offices faithfully, and are examples of diligence 
and industry to their companions; that true and exact records be kept 
«f all the proceedings of the chapter, by the secretary ; that the treas- 
urer keep and render exact and just accounts of all the monies be- 
longing to the chapter ; that regular returns be made by the secreta- 
ry, annually, to the grand chapter of all admissions of candidates or 
jnsmbers ; and that the annual does to the grand chapter be regular- 
ly ahd punctually paid. He has the special care and charge of the 
warrant of hh chapter. He has the right and authority of calling his 
chapter, at pleasure, upon any emergency or occurrence which in hit 
judgment may require their meeting, and he is to fill the chair when 
present. It is likewise, his duty, together with his king and scribe, 
to attend the meetings of the grand chapter (when duly summoned 
by the grand secretary) either in person, or by proxy. 

Sect. 10. For the preservation of secrecy and good harmony, 
and in order that due decorum may be observed while the chapter is 
engaged in business, a worthy royal arch mason is to be appointed 
from time to time for tyliog the chapter. His duty is fixed by cus- 
tom, and known in ah regular chapters. He may be elected annu-

paid for hi® service®, ( 

* Sect. 11. All lodge® of mark master mason® are bound to observe 
ibe two preceding articles, a® far a® they can be applied to the govern- 
ment of a lodge . 

Sect . 12. No chapter shall confer the degree® of mark matter 
mason, past master, most excellent master, and royal arch mason, 
upon any brother, for a lest sum than twenty dollars. And no iodg* 
of mark master masons she'*. advance si brother to that degree for a 
less sum than four dollars. 

Sect. 13. When -either of the officers or members of the general 
grand chapter, or of any of the state grand chapters, cannot pel ton- 
ally attend their respective meetings, they shall severally have the 
authority to constitute a proxy, which proxy shall have the same 
right to a seat and vote as his constituent. 

ARTICLE /K. 

OF CpNSTrrUTIN© NEW CHAPTERS. 

Sect. I. When a warrant of constitution is granted, by either of 
the general grand officers, or either of the state grand chapters, for 
constituting a new chapter of royal arch masons, the grand officers, 
respectively, shall appoint a day and hour for constituting the same, 
and installing the new officers. On the day and hour appointed, the 
grand or deputy grand high priest,* with bis officers, meet in a con- 
venient room, near to the place where the new chapter is to be con- 
stituted. The officers of the new chapter are to be examined, by the • 
deputy grand high priest, or some companion appointed for that pur- 
pose ; after they are approved, they are to setum to the hall, and 
prepare for the reception of the grand chapter. When notice is giv* 
en, by the grand marshal, that they are prepared, the grand chapter 
walks in procession to the hall, when the officers appointed for the 
new chapter resign their seats to the grand officers, and take their 
several stations on the left ; the necessary cautions are then give* 
from the chair, and the ceremony commences by performing an an- 
them or ode, adapted to the occasion. The officers and members of 
the new chapter then form in front of the grand high priest* 

The deputy grand high priest then informs the grand high priest, 
that “ A number of companions doly instructed in the sublime mys- 
teries, being desirous of promoting the honour of the art, have appli- 
ed to the grand chapter for a warrant to constitute a new chapter of 
royal arch masons, which having obtained, they are now assembled 
for the purpose of being constituted, and having their officers install- 
ed in due and ancient form.” 

The gtand high priest then directs the grand secretary to read the 
warrant, which being done, lie asks the members of the new chap- 
ter if they still approve of the officers nominated therein ; this being 
signified accordingly, the grand high priest rises and says, 

* Or the presiding officer for the time being , 
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lf By virtue of (he high power in me vested, I do form you* 
my worthy companions, into a regular chapter of royal arch masons ; 
from henceforth you are authorized and empowered to open and hold 
a lodge of mark masters, past masters, and most excellent masters, 
and a chapter of royal arch masons ; and to do and perform all such 
things as .thereunto may appertain ; conforming in all your doings to 
the general grand royal arch constitution, and the general regulations 
of the state grand chapter ; and may the Qed of your fathers be with 
you, guide and direct you in all your doings.’* Grand Honourr. 

The furniture, jewels, implements, utensils, &c. belonging to the 
chapter (having previously been placed in due form, covered, in the 
centre) are then uncovered, and the new chapter is dedicated, in an<* 
cient manner and form, as* is welt described in the most excellent 
»uuter*s degree. The deputy grand high priest then presents the 
first office, of the near chapter to the grand high priest, saying, 

M Most excellent grand high priest , 

“ 1 present you my worthy companion nominated 

iQ the warrant, to be installed high priest of this new chapter ; I find 
him to be skilful in the royal art, and attentive to the moral precepts 
of our forefathers, and have therefore no doubt but he will discharge 
the duties of his office with fidelity.** 

The grand high priest then addresses him as follows ; 

: 11 Most excellent companion, 

4< I feel much satisfaction in phr forming my duty on the present oc- 
casion, by InstaHingyou into the office of high priest of this new chap- 
ter. It Is an office highly honourable to all those who diligently* 
perform the important duties annexed to it ; your reputed masonic 
knowledge, however, precludes the necessity of a particular enume- 
ration of those duties ; I shall therefore only observe, that by a fre- 
quent recurrence to the constitution, and general regulations, and a 
cohsta*tt practice of the several sublime lectures and charges, you will 
be best able to fulfil them ; and I am confident, that the companions 
who ire chosen to preside with you, Will give strength to your en- 
deavours, and support your exertions, t shall now propose certain 
questions to you, relative to the duties of your office, and to which I 
must request your unequivocal answer. 

M l. Do you solemnly promise that you will redouble your en- 
deavours to correct the vices, purify the morals, and promote the 
happiness of those of your brethren who have attained this sublime 
degree. 

“ 2. That you will never suffer your chapter to be opened unless 
there be present nine regular royal arch masons. < 

“ 3. That you will never suffer either more or Jess than three breth- 
r eMo be exalted in your chapter at one and the same time. 

* 41 That you will not exalt any one to this degree, wbo has not 
*newn a charitable and humane disposition^: or who has not mads a 
considerable proficiency in the foregoing degrees.

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“ 5. That you will promote the genettl good of our order, and on 
all proper occasion* be ready to give aad receive instructions, and 
particularly from the general and state gtaad officers.

' future conduct, and that of your successors, will 
be calculated still to increase the lnstre of yonr 
justly esteemed reputation. 

“ May yonr chapter become beautiful as the 
temple, peaceful as the ark , and sacred as its most 
holy place*. May your oblations of piety a^d 
' praise be grateful as the incense; your love warm 
as its fame, and your charity diffusive as its fra- 
grance. May your hearts be pure as the , tiltqr, 
aud your conduct acceptable as the offering. 

“ May the exercises of your charity be as con- 
stant as the returning wants of the distressed 
widow and the helpless orphan. May the ap-

BOOK 111 . 

CHAPTER l. 

Observations on the Orders of Knighthood. 

As several orders of knighthood are confetv: 
red, both in Europe and America, reputedly un. 
der the sanction of, or in connexion with, ma- 
sonic assemblies, it may be expected that some 
notice will be taken of them in this work* ' ' 

It may be necessary to premise, that the or- 
ders of knighthood compose no part of tbe sys. 
tern of freemasonry : they are, in comparison to[. 
it, societies of but yesterday ; and all of them 
fall short of the excellence, harmony, universal!- 
ty and utility of that noble institution. 

The design of this part of the work will be to 
collect together such observations from scripture; 
and history, as are deemed applicable to the set- ' 
cral orders ; and as in America they are only- . 
conferred as honorary degrees, it is possible that-; 
this may be the means of producing a nniforijfi- - 
ty in tbeir application and use. 
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CHAPTER H. 

Of the Order of Knights of. the Red Cross. 

The incidents upon which this order is found- 
ed occurred, in the reign of Darias, king of Per- 
sia. It is more immediately connected with 
symbolic masonry than any other order of 
knigh thood . Their meetings are called councils ; 
their sashes are deeprated with a sword and trow- 
d, end trimmed with red and: green. 

The following passages of scripture are con- 
sidered by knights of this order as applicable to 
their institution, and are occasionally rehearsed 
iu. their councils. 

Ezra iii. 8, 11. " Now in the second year of 

their coming unto the house of God at Jerusa- 
lem, in the second month, began Zerubbabel the 
son of Shealtiel, and Jeshua the son of Jozadak, ; 
and the remnant of their brethren the priests 
and the Levites, and all they that were come 
oat of the captivity, unto Jerusalem ; and ap- 
pointed the Levites, from twenty years old aud 
upward, to set forward the work of thp house 
ofthe Lord. Then stood Jeshua, with his sous 
and hie brethren, Kadmiel and his sons, the sons 
of Judah, together, to set forward the workmen 
iajlie house of God } the sons of Henadad, with 
their eons, and their brethren the Levites. And., 
when the builders laid the foundation of the 
temple of the Lord, they set the priests in their . 
apparel with trumpets, and the Levites. .the sons, 
of d^saph with cymbals, to praise the Lord, after 
die ordinance df David king of Israel.. -dj^.1 
18 * 
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they sang together by' court e, in praising and! 
giving thanks onto the Lord? because he is 
good, for his mercy eddureth forever to watt? Is- 
rael. And all the people shouted with a -great 
shout when they praised the Lord, because 'the 
foundation of the house of the Lord was laid.’*' 
Ezra iv. Now when the adversaries of Ju- 
dah and Benjamin beard’ that the children of the- 
captivity buildcd the temple unto the Lord God 
of Israel, then they canic to Zerubbabd, and to 
the chief of the fathers and said unto thetty Let 
ua build with you ; for we seek your God as ye 
do ; and we do sacrifice unto him, since the’ days 
of Bsarhaddon king of Assnr, which brought Ais 
up hither. But Zcrubbabel and Jesliua,andthe 
rest of the chief of the fathers of Israel, said unto 
them, ye have nothing to do with us to build anr 
house unto our Gods hot we ourselves' together 
will build unto the LiOrd God of Israel as king 
Cyrus, -the king of Persia, hath commanded ns. 
Then the people of the land weakened the hands 
of the people of Judah, and troubled them in 
'budding ; and hired counsellors against them, to 
frustrate their purpose, all the days of Cyrus 
king of Persia, even until the reign of .Darius’ 
king of Persia. And in the reign of Ahasuevos, 
in the beginning of his reign, wrote they iibto 
him an' accusation against the inhabitants 6f*Ju- 
•dah and Jerusalem. And in the days of Artax- 
erxes wrote Bisblam, Mhhredath, Tabeel, and 
4he rest of their companions,' unto Artaxentes 
king of Persia ; and the writing Of the letter 
Was Written hi the Syrian tongue, and interpret- 
ed in the Syrian tongue ; Refaum the Gbhn- 
eellor, and Sbimsbai the scribe, wrote » letter 
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* against, Jerusalem to Arlaxerxes tho king in Ibis 
sort : This is the copy of tbe letter that they sent 
u)ato tom, even unto Artaxerxes the king 
l%y servants, the men on this side tins fiver. 
And at such a time. Be it .known unto the king, 
that the Jews, which came up from thee to ns, 
ate iome onto Jerusalem, building the rebellious 
and the bad city, and have set up the walls 
thereof, aud joined the foundations. Be it 
known now? Onto- the king, that if this city be

Darius the king having ascended the throne 
of Persia, the children of the captivity wore in--:, 
spired With new ’hopes of protection and sup- 
port in completing their noble aud glorious uu-. > 
dertaking, which had been so often and so long .. 
impeded by their adversaries on the other side of,, 
the river. : 

The ancient historians inform us, that Darias, 
while he was yet a private man,- made a voW 'tori 
God, that if ever be came to the throne -ha * 
would restore all the holy vessels that were- at.'., 
Babylon, and send them back again to Jerusa- 
lem. Zerubbabel, one of the most. excellent and ' 1 
faithful of th$ volers of . the- Jews, having been . 
formerly distinguished by the favuurahk notice 
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«nfl friendship of the king whileia private lifc, 
offered Jritaseif to encounter the baeudmu ea* 
terprise ef traversing the Persian donioions, 

[ and seeking admission to the royal presence, in 
order that he aright Mise the first favourable 
moment to. remind the king of the vow which ho 
had made^ and to impress -npon- his mind the 
almighty force ar d importance of twtth. From 
| the known piety of the king' no doobt was en- 
tertained of obtaining bis consent that their 
j enemies might be removed fur from thence, and 
that they might be no longer impeded in the glow 
I rions undertaking in which they were engaged. 

The council of ruTers accepted, with great 
| joy, this. noble sacrifice on the part of Zerubbe- 
bei, and invested him with the necessary pass. 

I ports and commendations to enable him to pass 
through their own dominions in safety. Her. 
iag pegged the barriers, and entered the Persian 
dominions, he ‘was taken captive, clothed in the 
habiliments of a slave, and put in chains;- but 
not discouraged by this misfortune, be declar- 
ed himself si prince of the power of Judah, anti 
demanded ait audience of the sovereign.- He 
was told that he could only appear in the pre- 
sence of the sovereign as a captive and slave ; 
to .which he consented, being impressed with, a 
belief, that if by any means he could gain ac- 
cess tor the king he should succeed in the object 
of Ins journey. - , 

Zend) babel, having thus gained admission to 
the royal presence, waa recognized by the king, 
as tb© friend; and- companies* ef bis ybutb, and 
Was. interrogated as to his motives in- attempt* 
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ing to nMt' the barriers rif his dotninions ; to 
‘which Zerubbabel replied, that lie was induced 
to seek the face of the king by .tiro teal’s land : 
complaints of his brethren and companions in. 
Jerusalem, who were impeded by their adversa- 
ries 6a the other side of the river in the noble 
and glorious undertaking of rebuilding the house 
of the Lord, in which tbey had been permitted 
to engage by their late Soverelgu master Gyrus 
the kmg ; that this great w ork having : been • 
made to cease by force and power, he' had come 
to implore (be sovereign that he might be re- 
stored to bis confidence, and admitted amongst . 
the servants of his household. The king answer* 
eil, ilia* he had often reflected' with peculiar 
pleasure upon their former intimacy ; that he . 
had heard, with great satisfaction, of his fame 
as a wise, and accomplished ruler among the Ar- 
chitects of his country $ that having a profound 
veneration for an institution which was reputed 
to practise mysteries. which were calculated to ; 
promote the glory of the nation, and the bap., 
ptuess of the people, lie would instantly restore . 
him to. favour, upon condition that: lie would 
reveal those mysteries which so eminently dis- 
tinguished the architects pf the Jews from those 
of all other nations. 

Zerubbabel replied, that their institutions in. 
eulcated . the doctrine, that truth is a divine. 
attribute, and the foundation of every virtue ; 
that to' be good meh and true was the first lesson 
ihey were taught'; that his , engagements were 
inviolable; that if he could obtain the royal, 
favour only by the sacrifice of bis integrity,/ 
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he should humbly hep leave, to I'enoonea the 
protection of the sovereign, and cheerfully sub* 
to an honourable exue, or a glorious death* 
The king, struck with admiration at. the firm* . 
ueps and discretion of ZerohhabeJ, declared that 
his virtue and integrity were truly commends* 
hie ; that his fidelity to his engagements were 
worthy of imitation, and from that moment he 
, was restored to bis confidence. 

■ ( Darius, in the first year of bis reign, gave 
a splendid and magnificent entertainment to the 
jprincQs and nobility ; and after they had retired, 

. finding himself unable to sleep, he fell into dis* 
course with his three favourite officers, to whom 
he proposed certain questions, telling them, at 
the same, time, that be who should give him the 
most reasonable and satisfactory answer, should 
be clothed in purple, drink in a golden cup, 
wear a silken tiara, and a gulden chain about his 
neck* t 

He then proposed , this question .: Which is 
greatest, the strength of wine, of the king, of wo- 
men, or of truth ? To this the first answered, 
wine is the strongest ; the second, that the king 
was strongest ; *apd the third, (who was Zerub. 
babel) that women were . stronger, hut above, all 
• things truth beareth the victory. 

On the following day the king assembled to- 
gether the. princes and nobility, to hear the ques- 
tion debated ; and haviug placed himself upon 
the royal seat of judgment, he called, upon them 
'to make a public defence of their several opinions:; 
v whereupon the first began upon the strength of 
wine, as follows : > ■ 
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The pqtctr qf Wine. 

" 0 ye princes and rulers, how exceeding 
strong is wine ! it eauseth all men to err that 
drink it: it maketh the mind of the king and 
the beggar to be all one ; of the bondman and 
the freeman: of the poor man and. of t.herich; 
it tarneth also every thought into jollity and 
mirth, so that a man remembered) neither sor-. 
row nor debt ; , it changeth and elevateth the 
spirits, and enliveneth the heavy hearts of the 
miserable. It maketh a man forget his brethren, 
and draw his sword against his best friends. 0 
ye princes and rulers, is not wine the strongest, 
that forceth ns to do these thiugs ?” 

T he Power of the King. 

Then began the second upon the power of 
kings, and spoke as follows : ' 

“ It is beyond dispute, O. princes and rulers, 
that God has made man master of all things un- 
der the sun ; to command them, to make use of 
them, and apply them to his service as he pleas- 
es : but whereas men have only dominion over 
other sublunary creatures, kings have an author- 
ity even over men themselves, and a right of ru- 
ling them by will and pleasure. Now, 'he that j 
is master of those who are masters of all things 
else, hath no earthly thing above him.” 

The Power of W< omen and \ of Truth. ' 

Then began Zerubbabel upon the power -of ! 
women and of truth, and spoke as follows : 

“ O princes and rulers, the force of wine is 
not to be denied; neither is that of kings,, that , 
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unites so many men in one common bond of al- 
kgtance ; bat the superemineney of women is yet 
iboVe all this ; for kings are but the gifts of wo- 
men, and they are also the mothers or those that 
Cultivate our vineyards. Women have the pow- 
er to make us abandon onr very country and 
isolations, and many times to forget the best 
friends we have in the world, and, forsaking all 
other comforts, to live and die with them. But 
all is said, neither they, nor wine, nor 
Mug :s, are comparable to the almighty force of 
triith. As for all other things, they are mortal 
add transient, but truth alone is unchangeable 
and everlasting ; the benefits we receive from it 
are subject to no variations or vicissitudes of 
time and fortune. In her judgment is no,un- 
rlghteousness, and she is the strength, wisdom, 
power and majesty, of all ages. Blessed be the 
Gpd of truth.” 

\ When Zerubbabel bad finished speaking, the 
princes and rulers cried out, 

, u Great is truth, and mighty above all things.” 
.Then said the' king to Zerubbabel, 

“ Ask what thou wilt, -and I will give it thee, 
because thou art found wisest among thy com- 
panions.” 

•Then said he to Darius, 

« O king, remember thy vow, which then 
hast vowed, to build Jerusalem in the day when 
thpn should est come to thy kingdom, and to re- 
store the holy vessels which were token away 
out of Jerusalem* Thou hast also vowed to 
build up toe temple, which was burped when 
Judah was made desolate by the Chaldees. And 
19 
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now, 0 king, this is that I desire of thee, that 
tbou make good the vow, the performance where- 
of with thine own month thou hast vowed to the 
King of Heaven.” 

Then Darius the king stood up and embraced 
him, and gave him passports and letters to his 
governors and officers, that they should safety 
convey both him, and those who should go with 
him, to Jerusalem ; and that they should not be 
delayed or hindered from building the city and 
the temple, until they should be 'finished; He 
also restored all the holy vessels remaining in hn» 
possession, that had been taken from Jerusalem, 
when the childreu of Israel were carried away 
captive to Babylon, and reserved by Cyrus. 

JVehemiah, iv. 7 — 31. u But it came to pas£, 
that when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and the Ara- 
bians, and the Ammonites, and the Ashdodites, 
heard that the walls of Jerusalem were made Up, 
and that the breaches began to be stopped, then 
they were very wroth, and conspired all of theta 
together, to come and to fight against Jerusa- 
lem, and to hinder it. Nevertheless, we made 
our prayer unto our God, and set a watch 
against them day and night because of them. 
And Judah said. The strength of the bearers 6f 
burdens is decayed, and there is much rubbish, 
so that we are not able to build the walk \ Aid 
our adversaries said, They shall not know, nei-- 
ther see, till we come in the midst among the^ 
and slay them, and cause the work to cease. 
And it came to pass, that when the Jews, which 
dwelt by them, came, they said unto us ten 
times, From all places wheuee ye shall return 

‘ • *• 
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nntous, they will be upon you. Therefore set 
I' in the lower places, behind the wall, and on 
the higher places, I even set the people after 
their families, with their swords, their spears, 
and their bows. And I looked, and rose np, 
and said onto the. nobles, and to the rulers, 
and to the rest of the people, Be not ye 
afraid of them : remember the Lord, whieh 
is great and terrible, and fight for yonr breth- 
ren, .your sons' and your daughters,' your 
wives, apd your bouses. And it came to pass, 
'when our enemies heard that it was known un- 
to us, and God had brought their counsel to 
fought, that we returned ail of us to the wall,, 
every one unto bis work. And it came to pass, 
from that time forth, that the half. of. my ser- 
vants wrought in the work, and the other half 
of them held both the spears, the shields, and 
the’ bows, and the hahergeons ; and the rnlers 
were behind all the house of Judah. They 
Which builded on the wall, and they that bare 
burdens, with those that laded, every one with 
one of his hands wrought in the work, and with 
the other hand held a weapon. For the bond- 
ers every one had his sword girded by his side, 
.and so builded; and he that sounded the trump- 
et’ was by me. And I said unto the nobles, and 
to. the rulers, and to the rest of the people, The 
work is great and large, and we are separated 
upon the wall, one far from another : In what 
place; therefore, ye hear the sound of the trump- 
et, resort ye thither unto us. : our God shall fight 
//or us.”

Je» 
rusalem: and with them were the prophet* ef 
God helping them. At the same time earnest* 
diem. Tatnai, governor on this side the river, 
and tShetharbozoai; and their companions, and 
said thus unto them : Who hath command; 
ed you to build this house, and to make up 
this wall ? Then said we unto them after .this 
manner : What are the names of the men that 
make tlds building ? But the eye of their God 
was upon the elders of the Jews, that they could 
not: cause . them to cease, till the matter came to 
Darius ; and then they returned answer by letter 
concerning this matter. The copy of the letter 
that Tatnai, governor on- this side the river, and 
Sbetharhozn&i, and his companions the Apbama* 

- chites, which were on this side the river, sent up* 
to D&rius the king : They sent, a letter unto ldm» 
wherein- was. written : Unto Darios the king, all 
peace. Be it known unto the king, that we went 
into the province of Judea, to the housed the 
great God, which is builded with great stones 
and timber is laid in the walls, and this work 
goeth fast on, and prospereth in their; hands. 
Then asked we those elders,- and said unto them 
thus ; Who commanded you to build tins house, 
and to make up these walls ? W« asked theiR 
names also to certify thee, that we might write 
the names of the men that were the chief of them. 
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And thus they returned ns answer, saying, We 
are the servants of the God of heaven and earth, 
and built the house that was builded these many 
years ago, which a great king of Israel builded 
and set up. But after that our fathers bad' pro- 
voked the God of heaven unto wrath, he gave 
them into the hand of Nebuchadnezzar the king of 
Babylon, the Chaldean, who destroyed this house, 
and earned the people away into Babylon. But 
in the first year of Cyrus the king of Babylon, 
the same king Cyrus made a decree to build this 
bouse of God. And the vessels also of gold and 
silver of the house of God, which Nebuchadnez- 
zar took out of the temple that was in Jerusa- 
lem, and brought them into the temple of Baby- 
Ion, those did Cyrus the king take out of the 
temple at Babylon, and they were delivered un- 
to one whose name of Sheshbazzar, whom he 
Made governor ; and said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the temple that is 
in Jerusalem, and let the bouse of God be build- 
ed in his place. Then came the same Shesbbaz- 
zav, and laid the foundation of the house of God 
Which is in Jerusalem : and since that time even 
Until now hath it been in building, and yet it is 
not finished. Now therefore, if it. seem good 
to the king, let there be search made in the. 
king’s treasure-house, which is there at Babylon, 
Whether it be so, that a decree was made of Gy- 
ms the king to build this house of God at Jeru- 
salem, and let the king sehd Ids pleasure to n* 
concerning this matter.’’ 

Ezra vi. “ Then Darias the king made a de-

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cree, and search was .made in the house .of the 
rolls, where the treasures were laid up in Baby- 
lon. Aud there was found at Aebmetha, in jtho 
palace that is in the pro vine of the Mcdes, roily 
and therein was a record, thus written : .la the 
first /ear of Cyras the king, the?- same Cyrus the 
king made a decree concerning the boose of God 
at Jerusalem : Let the house be budded, the 
place where they offered sacrifice, and let the 
foundations thereof be strongly laid ; the height 
thereof threescore cubits .; and the breadth there- 
of threescore cubits; . with three rows of great 
stones, and a row of new timber ; and let the 
expenses, be given out of the king’s house. And 
also let the golden and silver vessels of the house 
of God, which N ebuchadnezzar took forth out 
of the temple which is at Jerusalem, and brought 
unto Babylon, be restored and brought again 
unto the temple which is at Jerusalem^ every 
one to his place, and place them in the house of 
God. Now therefore, Tatnai,. governor beyond 
the river, Shetharboznai, and your companions 
the Apharsaehites, which are beyond the river, 
be ye far from thence ; let the Work of this house 
of God alone; let the governor of the Jews, and 
the elders of .the Jews, build this house of- God 
in his place. Moreover, 1 male a . decree what 
ye shall do to the elders of these Jews, for the 
building of this house of God ; that of the Jung’s 
goods, even of the tribute beyond the river, 
forthwith expenses be given unto these men, 
that they be not hindered. And that which 
they have need of, both young bullocks, and 
rams, and lambs, for the bunt offerings of the 
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✓ GodT of heaven ; wheat, salt, wine, and oil, ac- 
cording to the appointment of the priests which 
are at Jerusalem, let it be given them day by day 
Without fail ; that they may offer sacrifices of 
sweet savours unto the God of heaven, and pray 
ibr the life of the king and of his sons. Also I 
have made a decree, that whosoever shall alter 
this word, let timber be pulled down from his 
house, and, being set up, let him be hanged 
thereon ; and let his house be made a dunghill 
for this. And the God that hath caused his 
name to dwell there destroy all kings and people 
that shall put to their hand to alter and to de- 
stroy this house of God which is at Jerusalem. 
1 Darius have made a decree ; let it be done 
with speed. Then Tatriai, governor on this side 
the river, Bhetharbozuai, and their companions, 
according to that which Darius the king had 
-sent, so they did speedily. And the elders of the 
Jews builded, and they prospered through the 
prophesying of Haggai the prophet, and Zecha- 
riah the son of Iddo 5 and they builded and 
| finished it according to the commandment of the 
God of Israel, and according to the command- 
ment of Cyrus, and Darius, and Artaxerxes king 
j Of Persia. And this house was finished on the 
third' day of the month Adar, which was in the 
sixth year of the reign of Darius the king,” and 
in the year of the world 3489. 
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chapter m: 

Observations on the Orders of Knights Templars , and 
Knights of Malta, 

According to the Abbe de Vertot, the or- 
der of knights of Malta, who were originally 
called hospitallers of St. John of Jerusalem, 
took its rise about the year 1099 ; from which 
time to the year 1118, their whole employment 
was works of charity, and taking care of the 
sick. . 

Some time after the establishment of this or- 
der, nine gentlepen (of whose names two only 
remain on record, viz. Hugbo de Faganis and. 
Godfrey Adelman) formed a society to guard 
and prqtect the Christian pilgrims who travelled 
from abroad to visit the holy sepulchre. : 

These men were encouraged by the Abbot of 
Jerusalem, who assigned them and their com- 
panions a place of retreat in a Christian church, 
called the church of the holy temple, from which 
they were called templars, and not from the 
temple of Jerusalem, that having been destroyed 
by Titus Vespasian, 982 years before the society 
of Templars was instituted. 

The society increased rapidly, and was much 
respected ; but had neither habit, order or mark 
of distinction, for the space of nine years, wheu 
pope Honorius II, at the request of Stephen, pa- 
triarch of Jerusalem, laid down a rqle and man- 
ner of life for them; and ordained that they 
should be clothed in white; to which garment 
pope Eugenius 111, added a red cross, to he worn 
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ob the breast, which they promised by a solemn 
oath to observe forever. 

Incited by the example of the knights templars, 
about the year 1118, the hospitallers also took up 
the profession of arms, in addition to their orig- 
inal cbaritable.professions ; occupying themselves 
at one time in attending upon tbe sick, and at 
others in aets of hostility against the Turks and 
Saracens. At this time they took the name of 
knights hospitallers. 

Both orders flourished and increased daily; 
but that of tbe templars,, though the youngest 
of the two, having from its original establish- 
ment been Wholly employed in the profession of 
tfrms,' was by many esteemed to be tbe most hon- 
ourable ; and therefore many noblemen, prin. 
ces and persons of the highest distinction, who 
thought the service of tending the sick too ser» 
vile an employment, entered themselves among 
the knights templars, in preference to the other 
onler. 

Both orders, for years, generally took the 
field together, and as well by themselves as in 
conjunction with the troops of the crusaders; 
won many battles, and performed prodigies of 
valour. The emulation, hoWeVer, which sub 4 
sisted between them, often occasioned warm disj 

S ntes, which rose to such a height as produced 
•etjnent skirmishes between detached parties of 
tbe two orders. This occasioned the pope anil 
the respective grand masters to interfere ; who 
■ in a great measure suppressed these quarrels | 
but the knights of the different orders ever n£ 
terWard continued to view each other with jeal- 
ous eyes. 
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Same tine after these difficulties were tbus 
partially suppressed, the Turks assembled a great 
force, and drove the whole of the Christians oat 
at Palestine. The last fortress they had posses- 
sion of was that of St. John D’Acre. This was 
long and bravely defended by the knights tern* 
plan against their besiegers. The Turks, how- 
ever, at last forced three hundred knights, be- 
ing all that remained of the garrison, to take 
refuge in a strong tower, to which also the wo- 
men fled for safety. The Turks hereupon set 
about undermining it, which they in a short time 
so effectually accomplished, that the knights saw. 
in ease they held out any longer, they must all 
inevitably perish. They therefore capitulated* 
stipulating, among other things, that the honour 
of their women should not be violated. Upon, 
this, the tower being opened, the Turks marched 
in ; but, in total breach of the terms of capitular 
tion, they immediately, began to offer violence fo 
the women. The enraged knights instantly drew, . 
their swords, hewed in pieees all the'Tnrks who. . 
had entered, shut the gates against those who ret. 
mained without, and resigned themselves to in- 
evitable death, which they soon met with, by the. 
tower being undermined and thrown down upon 
their heads. . , ■ 

After this defeat, the two orders found an 
asylum iu the island of Gypras ; from whence,, 
after some time, the knights templars, finding 
their number so diminished as to leave no hopes 
of effecting any thing towards the recovery of the 
holy land, without new crusades, (which the Chris- 
tian princes did not seem inclined to set on foot) 
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I returned to their different commanders in various 
parts of Christendom. 

From this time the two orders separated ; the 
knights hospitallers remained a while at Cyprus, 

* from whence they afterwards went to Rhodes, and 
i thence to Malta ; which name they then assum- 
ed. The knights templars dispersed themselves 
throughout all Europe, but still enjoyed princely 
revenues, and were extremely wealthy. 

Vertot says, that pope Boniface the VIII, bay- 
ing engaged in a warm dispute with Philip, king 
Of France, the two orders, as had too frequent- 
ly happened before, took opposite sides. The 
knights of Malta declared in favour of king 
Philip, while the knights templars espoused the 
cause of the pope. This conduct, Philip, partly 
from a revengeful disposition, and partly from 
the hope of getting possession of the vast wealth 
of the knights, never could forgive ; but form- 
ed, thenceforward, the design of suppressing the 
order whenever a proper opportunity should of- 
fer. This however did not occur till after the 
decease of pope Boniface. 

Immediately on the death of that pontiff, the 
Cardinals assembled to' elect his successor ; hot 
party disputes ran so high in- the conclave, that 
there seemed no probability of again filling the 
papal chair very speedily. At length, through . 
the intrigues and machinations of the friends of 
P-hilip, the cardinals were all brought to consent 
to the election of Any priest that he should recom- 
mend to them. 

This was the darling object the monarch had 
in view : this being accomplished, he immedi-

ately sent for the archbishop of Bordeaux, whose 
ambition be knew had no bounds, and who 
would hesitate at nothing to gratify it ; and com- 
municated to him the power he had received of 
nominating a person to the papal chair, and prom- 
ising he should be the person, on his engaging 
. to perform six conditions. The archbishop gree- 
dily snatched at the bait, and immediately took 
an oath on the sacrament to the faithful per- 
formance of the conditions. Philip then laid 
open to him five of the conditions, but reserved 
the sixth until after the archbishop’s coronation 
as pope ; which soon took place in consequence 
of the recommendation of the king to the con- 
clave ; and the new pope took upon himself the 
name of Clement V. 

Vertot goes on to say, that a templar and a 
citizen of Beziers, having been apprehended for 
some crime, and committed together to a dun- 
geon, for want of a priest confessed each other ; 
that the citizen, having heard the templar’s Con- 
fession, in order to save his own life accused the 
order to king Philip : charging them, on the au- 
thority of what his fellow prisoner had told him, 
with idolatry, sodomy, robbery, and murder; 
adding, that the knights templars, being secretly 
Mahometans, each knight, at bis admission into 
the order, was obliged to renounce Jesus Christ, 
and to spit on the cross in token of bis abhor- 
rence of it. Philip, on hearing these accusa- 
tions, pardoned the citizen, and disclosed to the 
pope his sixth condition, which was, the sup- 
pression of the order of knights templars. 

Not only every knight templar must know to 
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a certainty tbe absolute falsehood of these char- 
ges $ but every unprejudiced reader of Vert of# 
history Bust also perceive that the whole of their 
Recusation was the product of Philip’s own brain, 
in order to accomplish bis long wished for object 
of suppressing (he order, and {getting possession 
of their vast-riches in ins dominions. It is .there- 
fore evident, that the story of the templar’s con- 
fession was. all A forgery, and that the citizen 
was no other than a tool of Philip, who, to en- 
sure bis own pardon, was prevailed on to make 
oath of shell a confession having been made to 
him by the templar. • 

The historian proceeds to say, that in conse- 
quent of this accusation, the knights templars 
in France, and in other parts of the pope’s domin- 
ions, were imprisoned by his order, and pot to 
the most exquisite tortures, to. make them con- 
fess themselves guilty. They, however, Jiore 
these tortures with the most Heroie fortitude, per- 
sisting to the last in asserting their own innocence 
and that of their order. ' 

In addition to these proceedings, pope Cle- , 
ment, in the year ISIS, issued his bull for the 
annihilation of the orderofjtnight* templars, 

_ which he caused to be-ptflSlished 7 mtqughout eve- 
ry country in -Christendom. He at the 
gave their possessions to the knights of Maltkj- 
wjiich appropriation of the templars’ estates was 
assented to by most of the sovereigns in Europe $ 
and there is now extjy^ among the English stat- 
utes, an act of parlws|§t, whereby, after setting 
forth that the order qWHBplars has beep suppres- 
sed, their possessions™ England are confirmed 
to the knights of St. John.

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Vertot, however, farther says,' that in Germa- 
ny, the historians of that nation relate, that pope 
Clement having sent his bull for abolishing the 
order, to the archbishop of Mety, for him to 
enforce, that prelate summoned all bis clergy to- 
gether, that the' publication might be made with 
greater solemnity": and that they were suddenly 
surprised ,by the entry of Wall gruffer Count 
Sauvage, one of the principals of the order, at- 
tended by twenty other templars, armed, and in 
their regular habits. 

> The count declared he was not come to do 
violence to any body, but having heard of .the 
bull against bis order, came to insist that the ap- 
peal which they made from that decree to the 
next council and the successor of Clement, should 
be received, read and published. This he press- 
ed so warmly, that the archbishop, not thinking 
it proper to refuse men whom he saw- armed, 
complied. He sent the appeal afterwards to the 
pope, who ordered him to have it examined in 
a council of his province. Accordingly a 6ynod 
was called^ and after a long trial, and various 
formalities, which were then observed, the tem- 
plars of that province were declared innocent of 
the crimes charged uppn them. 

Although the templars were thus declared in- 
nocent, it doe# not appeal* that either their pos- 
sessions or their government^ as a distinct order, 
were restored ; but that their estates in the Ger- 
man empire were divided be tween the knights 
of Malta and the TeutonHrvnights ; to the first 
of which orders snany-’Mkhights templars after- 
wards joined themselves. This appears altogeth- 
er probable from the following circumstance, 
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. viz. It is unquestionable-, that tbe habit of the 
knights templars was .originally white ; bat we 
now observe they distinguish themselves by the 
same colour as the knights of Malta, viz. black ; 
.which change cannot be accounted for in any 
other way than by an union with the knights of 
that order. ■>

battle axe. Next to them the sword b^aper, and 
cross bearer ; then the knights not in office, con- 
cluding with the two stewards, each with his staff!

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Id the west) between the wardens) a stall for 
the initiate ; supported by the master of cere- 
monies) and a herald. 

Aprons. 

White) with a blaek border ; or black) with a 
white border. The dap black, and a skull and 
cross bones embroidered in silver thereon.

A full, suit of black) with a rapier and military 
hat ; a broad black sash on the right shoulder, 
across the body to the left side, ornamented with 
a silver star opposite to the left breast, having 
seven 'points ; the grand master or commander, 
a star of nine points ; in the centre of the star, 
a cross and serpent of gold, surrounded by a cir- 
cle;* on which is engraved or enamelled, ** In hoc 
signo vinces.”

Wherefore, of these 
men which have companied with us all the tins 
that the Lord Jesus went in and out among ns, 
beginning from the baptism of John, unto that 
same day that he was taken up from ns, must one , 
be ordained to be a witness with us of his resur- 
rection. And they appointed two, Joseph, called 
Barsaba8, who was sumamed Justus, and Mat- 
thias. And they prayed, and said, Thou, Lord, 
which knowest the hearts of all men, shew wheth- 
of these two thou hast chosen, that he may take 

J art of this ministry and apostleship, from which 
udas by transgression fell, that he might go to 
his own place. And they gave forth their lots : 
and the lot fell upon Matthias ; and he was num- 
bered with the eleven apostles.”

The Knights of Christ wore a black garment 
with a double ero'ss.

The Knights of Lazarus wore a green cross 
on the breast. 

The Knights of the Star wore a star on their 
hats. 

The Knights of the Band wore a band of three 
fingers width,' fastened on the left shoulder, and 
brought over the breast, under the right arm. 

The Knights of the Annunciation of the Vir- 
gin Mary wore a .collar made of plates of gold 
and silver, with a picture of the Virgin Mary 
pendent thereto.

ment, with a red cross. .

CHAPTER !. 

Grand Encampment of Knight S Templars, and the Ap- 
pendant Orders, for the states of Massachusetts and 

Rhode-I stand. 

A GftAito convention of Knights Templar* 
was holden in Providence, ft. I. on the 6th day 
of May, A. 1). 1809 ; when the following meas- 
ures were proposed, and adopted unanimously, 
viz. - * 

u Resolved, a® the aetrpe of this tatfvehtkJn, thart thdrotm&tutt anil 
establishment of 8 g5rand e nc a m pment of knights teifaptars weuld 
tend to promote the honour and interests of the orders of knighthbod, 
and at majsonry. 

M Resolved, that a committee be appointed to devise and reports* 
form of constitution, explanatory or the principles upon which a 
grand encampment shall be opened. 

“ Resolved, that the convention be adjourned until Monday, the 
13th instant, then to meet again in Masons' Hall, in Providence.”

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Monday, 18 th May, JL D. 1805. 

The convention met, agreeably to adjourn- 
ment, to take into consideration the report of 
the committee appointed on the sixth instant, 
for devising and preparing a form of constitu- 
tion ; which being read and amended was unan- 
imously approved and adopted. 

The convention then proceeded to a choice of 
officers, who were installed in ample form. At 
an assembly of this grand encampment, holden 
in Boston, m the month of May, A. D. 1816, it 
Was resolved that three delegates be appointed 
on the part of this grand encampment to meet 
a general grand convention to be bolden in the 
city of Philadelphia, or the city of New York, 
in the month of June, A. D. 1816, -for the pur- 
pose of forming a general grand encampment of 
knights templars for the United States, and a 
constitution for the government of the same; 
'and the M. E. Thomas Smith Webb, M- E. 
Henry Fowle, and M. E. John Snow, were ap- 
pointed accordingly. \ , 

. The delegates proceeded to the city of New- 
York, where a convention assembled consisting 
of the representatives of nine encampments and 
councils. . 

The convention, after mature deliberation# 
formed and adopted a constitution, andopeiljea 
a general grand encampment of knights tem- 
plars, and the appendant orders, for the United 
States. < .

Tub Ineffable Degrees of Masonry, thelustory 
and charges of which are contained in tbemlow- 
ing pages, are as aneient (it is alleged) as the time 
of king Solomon j the proof of which is probably 
known only to those who are professors of the 
degrees. 

The general design of this part of the work is 
to preserve the history and charges of the several 
ineffable degrees from falling into oblivion ; with 
which they have been long threatened, as well 
from the small number of conventions of masons 
who possess them, as from the little attention that 
has been paid to their meetings of late years.

All the other brethren are decorated' in the same man- 
ner, with white aprons* and: gloves, the strings of the* 
aprons black 5 the fiap-of the apron is blue, with a goldent 
eye upon it. This lodge should be enlightened by eightyr- 
one candles, distributed by nine times nine*

The lodge of perfect masters is hong with green tapes* 
try, on eight columns, four on each side, placed at equal 
distances } to be illuminated with sixteen lights, placed at 
the fqnr cardinal points. A table before the canopy cov* 
ered with black. The R. W. and respectable master 
represents the noble Adoniram, being the first that was 
elected 8. M. because 8. chose him the first of the seven. 
He commanded the works of the temple before H. A. ar- 
rived at Jerusalem, and afterwards had the inspection of 
the works at Mount Libanas^ He is decorated with the 
ornaments of perfection, and is a prince of Jerusalem, 
with those decorations* He occupies the place of 8. in 
the east under the canopy. 

There is oply otie warden, who represents Stockin, in 
the- function of an inspector, with the ornaments of his 
hidhost degrees which he received in the west. 

The assistants, being at least perfect masters, ought to 
be decorated with a large green ribbon hung to the neck, 
with a jewel suspended thereto, being a compass extended 
to 60 degrees. 

The brethren all have aprons of white leather witfi 
grpen flaps; an the middle of the apron must be em- 
broidered a square stone, surrounded by three circles, 
with the letter P in the centre, v 

After a candidate is duly examined in the proficiency 
he has made in ihe foregoing degree, he is regularly in- 
troduced, and is thus addressed by the M. P.

^ ft is my desire to draw you from your vicious 
life, and by the favour 1 have received from the 
most powerful of kings, I raise you to the degree 
of perfect master, on condition that you strictly ad- 
here to what shall be presented to you by our laws.” 

The- ceremonies, &c. of this degree, were originally es- 
tablished as a grateful tribute of respeet to the memory 
of a departed worthy brother.

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CHAPTER flf. 

Observations on the Degree of IntimaCe Secretary* 

The lodge of I. fik is furnished* with blaek hangings* j 
and represents the hall of audience of Solomon. hshouid I 
be enlightened with twenty seven lights* in three candle* 
sticks of nine branches each, placed Iff. W. and 8. 

This lodge consists of two persons only ; who represent 
8. and H. L of T. They are covered with blue man* 
ties lined with e ratine, with crowns on their heads, §cep» 
tres in their hands, and seated at a table* on which are 
placed two naked swords, a roll of parchment and a 
deaths head. 

All the rest of the brethren are considered only as per** 
feet masters, and are termed the guards. They should 
have white aprons, lined and embroidered with a blood 
eolour, with strings of the same ; and ribbons of the santil 
colour round their necks, to which must be suspended^, 
hanging on the breast, a solid triangle.

History ** 

Solomon had 1 agreed with the king of Tyre*, in re tarn 
for the materials taken from Mount Lebanon* and these 
drawn from the quarries of Tyre, made use of ip con- 
structing the temple (in part payment of whmh, he had 
already furnished him with a measure of oil, honey and. 
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wheat) to have gives him apiwioee in Galiiea, of thirty 
cities, immediately after the temple was completed. 

A year had elapsed before this was complied with on 
the part of Solomon ; and when Hiram went to visit this 
^cwly acquired territory, he found the lands poor, the 
people rude, uncultivated, and of bad morals ; and that 
the keeping of it would be attended with, more expense 
ihatt profit. Be therefore went in person to Solomon, to 
Oomplaip of the deceit. Being arrived, he made his en- 
try through the guards in the court, and went hastily to 
the King’s apartment 

J Tke countenance of the king of Tyre was so expressive 
of anger, as he 'entered, that one of Solomon’s favourites, 
named Joabert, perceived it, and, apprehensive of the 
fpnseqnencb, followed him to thp door to listen. Hiram, 
observing him, ron and seized upon him,, and delivered 
Ssoi.into the custody of the guards £ however, by the in* 
tercession of Solomon (who represented that Joabert was, 
tf ail those about the temple, most attached to him, and 
that his intentions could not have been evil) Iliram agreed 
to pardon him ; and before they parted, renewed theic 
former friendship, and concluded a treaty of perpetual al- 
liance, which was signed by them, and to which Joabert 
was Intimate Secretary*

CHAPTER V. 

Observations on the Degree of Intendant of the' Btiild~ 
ings, or Master in Israel.

There must bealso five other 
lights on. the alter before the most puissant, who represent 
Solomon seated with a sceptre in his hand. 

The first, warden, catted inspector, represents the most 
illustrious Tito Harodim $ second warden, represent^ 
Adoniram, the son of Abda; all the rest are arranged an- 
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gularly. The meat pnigsint, end ell the brethren, are 
decorated with a large red ribbon, from the right shoul- 
der to the left hip, to wliieli is suspended <a triangle fasten- 
ed by a small green ribbon. On one side of the triangle 
are engraved the words, Benchorin , Jlchaid, Jachinai $ 
on the reverse, Judea , Ky, Jea. The aprons are white, 
lined with red, and bordered with green ; in the centre, 
a star, with nine points, above a balance; and on the 
flap a triangle, with these letters B. A. L on eaeh angle.

CHAPTER VI.

Tnfs chapter. represents the audience chamber of Solo- 
mon, and i* to be decorated with white and red hangings-*-* 
tfie red with white flames. * 

There are nine lights in the east,, and eight in the west. 
The master represents Solomon, seated in the east, with a 
table before higi, covered with black, and is styled. Most 
Potent. . . • 1 
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There it only one warden, in the west, who represent* 
Stock in, with seven brethren round him. All the brethren 
must be dressed in blaek, and their hats- flapped, will) a 
broad blaek ribbon from the left shoulder to the right 
hip, on the lower part of which are nine red roses, four 
on eaeh side, and one at the bottom, to which is suspend- 
ed a poniard. The aprons are white, lined with blaek, 
speckled with blood ; on the flap a bloody arm with a 
poniard, and on the area a bloody arm holding by the hair 
a bloody head. | 

History of this Degree • 

In the reign of Solomon, several of the workmen had 
been guilty of some crime, of an enormous nature, and 
made their escape from Jerusalem. A great assembly of 
piasters had sat in consultation on the best means of dis- 
covering and apprehending them. Their deliberations 
were interrupted by the entrance of a stranger, who de- 
manded to speak t» the king in private. Upon being ad- 
mitted, he acquainted .Solomop that he had discovered 
where Akirop, one of the traitors, lay concealed ; and 
offered to conduct those whom the king should please tq 
appoint, to go with him. This being communicated to 
the brethren, one and all requested to be partakers in the 
vengeance due to the villain. Solomon checked their ar- 
dour, declaring that only nine should undertake the task;, 
and to avoid giving any offence, ordered all their names 
to be put into an urn, and that the first nine that should 
be drawn, should be the persons to accompany the stran- 
ger- 

At break of day, Jo&bert, Stockin, and seven others, 
conducted by the stranger, travelled onwards, through a 
dreary country. On the way, Joabert found means to ' 
learn from the stranger, that the villain they were in 
quest pf hail nidden himself in a cavern not far from' the 
place 'where they then were; he soon found the caver!}, 
and entered it alone, where, by the light of the lamp, he 
discovered the villain asleep, with a poniard at his leet, 
Enffamed at the sight, and actuated by an impatient zeal, 
he immediately seized tlie poniard, and stabbed him, first j 
in the head, and then in the heart: he had only time te

i ftj Vengeance is taken , and expired. When the other 
eight arrived and had refreshed themselves at the spring, 
Joabert severed the head from the body, and taking it m 
one hand and his poniard in the other, he, witn his 
brethren, returned to Jerusalem. Solomon was at first 
very much offended,, that Joabert had put it out of his 
power to take vengeance himself, m presence of, and as a 
warning to the rest of the workmen to be faithful to their 
trnst ; but, by proper intercession, was again reconciled. 

Joabert became highly favoured of Solomon, who con- 
ferred upon him, ana his eight companions, the title of 
Elected Knights.

CHAPTER VII 

XSbseWations on the Degree of Elected Grand 
Mastery or Illustrious Elected of Fifteen. 

1 Tins lodge represents Solomon’s apartment, and is to 
be decorated in the same manner as that of the Nine 
Elect. There arc two wardens; the senior is called in- 
spector. 

This lodge should consist of only fifteen members; 
but should there be more at a time of reception, they must 
attend in the antichamber. . ~ 

The apron peculiar to this degree is white, and border- 
ed with black ; and on the flap three heads or spikes in 
form of a triangle ; the jewel is the same as that of the 
Nine Elect , only on that part of the black ribbon which 
crosses the breast, there should be the same device as 
upon the apron. 

History of this Degree. 

About sit months after the execution of the tfaitor 
mentioned in the preceding degree of elected Knights, 
Bengabee, an inteodaut of Solomon, in the country of 
Chetn, which was tributary to him, caused diligent in- 
quii^y to be made if any person had lately taken shelter 
in those parts, who might be supposed to have fled from 
' S3 
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Jerusalem : he published at the same time a par titular 
description of all those traitors who had made their es~ 
eape : shortly after, he received information that several 
persons answering his description had lately arrived 
there, and, believing themselves perfectly secure, had be- 
gun to work in the qoarry of fiendaea. 

As soon as Solomon was made acquainted with (hi* 
circumstance, he wrote to Maaeba, king of €heth, to as- 
sist in apprehending them, and to eanse them to be deliv- 
ered to persons that he should appoint, to secure them, 
and have them brought to Jerusalem, to receive the pun- 
ishment due to their crimes. 

Solomon then eleeted fifteen masters, in whom he could 
place the highest confidence, and among whom were 
those, who had been in the cavern, and sent them in quest 
of the villains, and gave them an eseort of troops. Five 
days were spent in the search, when Terbal, who bore 
Solomon’s letter to Moriha and Eleham, discovered- them* 
cutting stone in the quarry ; they immediately seized them 
and bound them in chains. When they arrived at Jerusa- 
lem, they were imprisoned in the tower of Achizer, and 
the next morning a punishment was inflicted on them ade- 
quate to their eruaes. 

Lodge is closed by three times five. 


CHAPTER tni 

Illustrious Knights, or Suhltme Knights elected. 

This lodge is called a grand chapter; Solomon pre- 
sides, and of coarse if to be decorated with a sceptre. In 
place of twe wardens, there are a grand inspector, and 
grand master of ceremonies. 

The jewel worn in this lodge fs a sword, intehiM to 
represent a sword of justice, hung to a huge black ribbon ; 
on the part crossing the breast, must be an inflamed heart; 
which is also to be painted oh the flap of the apron . 1 The 
: chapter ia illumipated b twelve lights. 
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- , . History of this Degree . 

Xfter vengeance bad been fully taken on the traitors 
mentioned in the foregoing degrees, Solomon instituted 
this, both as a reward for the zeal and integrity of the 
grand masters elect of fifteen, and also by their preferment 
to make room for raising other worthy brethren from the 
lower degrees to that of grand master elect of fifteen. He 
accordingly appointed twelve of the fifteen, chosen by bal- 
lot, to constitute a grand chapter of illustrious knight*, 
and gate them command over the twelve tribes. He ei- 
pressed a particular yegard for this order, and shewed 
them the precious things in the tabernacle. 

Here follow the names of the twelve illustrious knights, 
with the tribes over which they respectively presided :

CHAPTER 136. 

Observations on the Degree of Grand Master Architects . 

; This chapter is painted white, with red flames ; by 
which is signified the purity of heart and zeal, that should 
be the eh&racteristic of every grand master architect. It 
must have in. it a delineation of the five* orders of archi- 
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teeture ; together with a representation of the north star, 
with seven small stars round it, which signify, that as the 
north star is a guide to mariners, so ought virtue to be the 
guide of grand master architects. The Jewel is a gold j 
medal, on both sides of which are engraved the five or- 
ders of architecture, suspended by a broad, dark, stone- 1 
coloured ribbon, from the left shoulder to the right hip. 

Every grand master architect must be furnished with a < 
case of mathematical instruments. 

Address to a candidate on his admission to this degree, 

u Brother, 

“ I have elevated you to this degree from an 
expectation that you will so apply yourself to 
geometry, to which you are now devoted, as will 
procure you knowledge sufficient to take away 
the veil from before your eyes, which yet remains 
there, and enable you to arrive at the perfect and- 
sublime^ degree*” 

History . * 

Solomon established this degree with a view of forming 
a school of architecture for the instruction of the brethren 
employed in the temple of God, and animating them to 
arrive at perfection in the royal art. He was a prince 
equally famed for his justice, as for his wisdom and fore- 
sight ; he was therefore desirous of rewarding the talents 
and virtues of the faithful, in order to make them perfect* 
and fit to approach the throne of God. He accordingly 
east his eyes upon the chiefs of the twelve tribes, as per-, 
-sons extremelv proper to fulfil the promise made to Enoch, 
to Moses, and to David, that with great zeal, in fulness. ®x - 
time, the bowels of the earth shoula be penetrated* 

This ehapter is closed by one and two. 
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Observations on the Degree of Knights of the Ninth 
Arch • 

To form a lodge of this degree, five persons at feast 
mast be present. 

l. The most potent grand master, representing Solomon, 
in the east, seated in a chair of state, under a. rich canopy, 
with a crown on his head, and a seeptre in his hand. He 
ifc dressed in royal robes of yellow, and an ennined vest- 
ment of bine satin, reaching: to the elbows ; a broad purple 
ribbon from the right shoulder to the left hip, to which is 
hung a triangle of gold. 

m. The grand warden representing the king of Tyre, 
on his left hand, seated as a stranger, clothed in a purple 
robe and a yellow vestment. 

• ad. The grand inspector, representing O — , in the west, 
with a drawn sword in his hand. 

4th. The grand treasurer, representing Joabert, in the 
hortb, with a golden key to his fifth button hole, and upon 
it the letters I. V. I. L. Juvenis verbum intre Leonis . 

0th. The grand secretary, representing Stoekin, in tho 
south." 

The four last mentioned officers to be ornamented with 
the same ribbon and jewel as the M_ P. and to sit covered, 
three last to have robes of blue without vestments. 
"Wo person can be admitted to this degree without hav- 
ing previously taken all the preceding degrees. 

History and charge of this Degree.. 
jk'Whr Worthy Brother, 
v; “it is my intention at this time to give you a 
clearer account, than you have yet been acquaint- 
cB iwlth, of masoitr}' ? o£ which at present you 
pately know the elements. 

“In doing this it will be necessary explain 
to you some circumstances of very remote anti- 
quity. 

m* 
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M Enochs the ton of Jared, wits the sixth *®n in 
descent from Adem, and lived in the fear and love 
of his Maker. 

“Enoch being iusprred by the Most High, and 
in commemoration of a wonderful vision, buik a 
temple under ground, and' dedicated the same to- 
God. Methuselah, the sow of Enoch, constructed 
the building, -without being acquainted with' his 
father’s motives. 

“ This happened in that part of the world 
which was afterwards called the land of Ganaasi, 
and since known by the name of the Holy Land. 

“ Enoch caused a triangular plate of gold to be 
made, each side of which wa9 a cobit long ; be 
enriched it with the most precious stonCs, and 
encrusted the plate upon a stone of agate, of the 
same form. He then engraved upon ittbe iaeflh- 
ble characters, and placed it on a triangular pe- 
destal of white marble, which- he deposited in the 
deeped arch. 

" When Enoch’s temple was completed, he . 
made a door of stone, and put a ring of iron there- 
in, by which it might be occasionally raised ; and 
placed it over the opening of the arch, that the 
matters enclosed therein might be preserved from 
the universal destruction - impending. And none 
hat Enoch knew of the treasure which the arehr 
es contained. 

u And, behold the wickedness of mankind in- 
creased more and became grievous in the sight 
of the Lord, and God threatened to destroy the 
whole world. Enoch, perceiving that the know- 
ledge of the arts was likely to be lost in the gen- 
eral destruction, and being desirous of preserving 
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the principles of -the serames, for tbe posterity of 
those whom God should be. pleased to spare, 
built two great pillars on the top of the highest 
mountain, the one of brass, to withstand water, 
the other of marble, to withstand fire ; and be 
engraved on the marble pillar, hieroglyphics, sc- 
arifying that there was a most precious treasure 
concealed in the arches under ground, which be 
had dedicated to God. And he engraved on the 
: pillar of brass the principles of the liberal arts, 
particularly of masonry. 

. “ Methuselah was the father of Lantech, who 
was the father of Noah, who was a pious and good 
man, and beloved by God. And tbe Lord spake 
wato Noah, saying, ‘ Behold I will punish the sins 
of mankind with a general deluge ; therefore build 
«n ark, capable of containing thyself and family, 
as also a pair ofcevery living creature upon earth, 
And those only shall be saved from the general 
destruction, which I am about to inflict for the ini- 
quities of the people.’ 

u Aud God gave .unto Noah, a plan by which 
the ark was to be constructed. Noah was one 
hundred years in building tbe ark ; he was six. 
. hundred years old when it was finished, and his 
son Seth was ninety nine. His father Lantech had 
died a short time before, aged 777 years. There 
was not at .this time any of the ancient patriarchs 
living save Methuselah the grandfather of Noah, 
who was about 960 years old, and it is supposed 
that he perished in the general ruin. 

“ The ark being finished, Noah, agreeable to 
*the instructions he had received from tbe Most 
"High, went into it with his family, and took with 
him such things as he was commanded. 
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(< The flood took place in the year of the wotfdf 
1650, and destroyed most of the superb mono- • 
meats of antiquity. The marble pillar of Enoch 
fell in the general destruction ; but by divine per- 
mission, the pillar of brass withstood the water, 
by which means the ancient state of the liberal- 
arts, and particularly masonry,- has been handed 
down to us. 

“We learn from holy writ, the history of suc- 
ceeding times, tilt the Israelites became slaves to- 
the Egyptians ; from which bondage they were 
freed under the conduct of Moses. The same 
sacred book informs us that Moses was beloved' 
of God, and that the Most High spoke to him on * 
Mount Sinai. To Moses God cominunicated his- 
divine law, written on tables of stone ; with many' 
promises of a renewed alliance. He also ^ave 
him the true pronunciation of his sacred name 
and Goth gave a strict command unto Moses, that 
no one should pronounce it ; so that in process of 
time the true pronunciation was lost. 

“ The same divine history particularly informs 
us of the different movements of the Israelite^' 
until they became possessed' of the land of printa^ 
ise, and of the succeeding events until the Divide 
Providence was pleased to give the sceptre to DtU 
vid ; who, though fully determined to build a tem- 
ple to the Most High, could never begin it ; that 
honour being reserved for his son. 

“ Solomon, being the wisest of princes, had 
fully in remembrance the promises of God to Mo- 
ses, that some of his successors, in fulness of time, 
should discover bis holy name ; and his wisdom 
inspired him. to believe, that this could not be ac- 
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eomplished ontil- be had erected and consecrated 
a temple to the living God, in which he might de- 
posit the precious treasures. 

“ Accordingly, Solomon began to build, in the 
fourth year of bis reign, agreeably to a plan given 
to him by David his father, upon the ark of alli- 
ance. 

u He chose a 6pot for this purpose, the most, 
beautiful and healthy in all Jerusalem. 

, “ The number of the grand and sublime elected, 
were at first three, and now consisted of five ; and 
continued so until the temple was completed and 
dedicated ; when king Solomon, as a reward for 
their faithful services, admitted to this degree the 
twelve grand -masters, who had faitbly presided 
oyer the twelve tribes ; also one other grand mas- 
ter architect. Nine ancient grand masters, emi- 
nent for their virtue, were chosen knights of the 
royal arch, and shortly afterwards were admitted 
to the sublime degree of perfection. 

“You have been informed in what manner the 
number of the grand elect was augmented to twen- 
ty seven, which is the cube of three : they con- 
sisted of two kings, three knights of the royal arch, 
twelve commanders of the twelve tribes, nine elect- 
ed grand masters, and one grand master architect.”

CHAPTER XI. 

Perfection , or Grand Elect, perfect and Sublime 
JHason. 

• The lodge of perfection, or* ultimate degree of ancient 
masonry, should represent a subterraneous vault painted 
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red, end adorned with many colours, ^ end columns f a 
fame colour. Behind the master must' be a light to shine 
through e triangular sun ; and before him there must he 
e pedestal appearing to be broken. There ought to be s tv* 
eral other lights, arranged numerically, according to the 
different stages of masonry. 

The most perfect grand elect and sublime master in 
this degree, is to represent Solomon, seated , in the" east, 
dressed in royal robes, and haring a crown and sceptre 
plaeed on a pedestal before him. The two grand wardens 
are seated in the west. On the right hand of the most 
perfect sits the grand treasurer, having a table before him, 
mon whieh must be plaeed some perfumes, with a small 
silver hod, and a trowel of gold. On his left hand sita 
the grand secretary, with a table also before him, on whieh 
must be seven loaves of shew bread, with a cup of red 
wine for libation, and also jewels for the candidates at their 
reception. 

The jewels appertaining to this degree are a crowned 
Compass, extended to ninety degrees; or a quadrAnt, a 
sun m the centre ; and on the reverse a biasing star, on* 
dosing a triangle, hung to a broad flame coloured ribbon, 
of a triangular form, round the neck ; and also, a gold 
ring with this motto, “ Virtue unites what death eanfcot 
part/’ * 

The apron must be flamed with red, a blue ribbon round 
the edge, and the jewel painted on the flap. The breth- 
ren must be dressed in black, with swords in their hands* 

Prayer at Opening. 

"Almighty and Sovereign Architect of heaven 
and earth, who by thydivine power dost ultimate- 
ly search the most secret recesses of thought ; pu- 
rify our hearts by the sacred fire of tby love ; 
guide us by. thine unerring band, in the path of 
virtue, and east out of tby adorable sanctuary all 
impiety and perversengss ; we beseech thee that 
our thoughts may be engaged in the grand work' of 
our perfection, which, when attained, will be an.

ample reward for our labour ; let peace and chari- 
ty link us together in a pleasing union, and may 
this lodge exhibit a faint resemblance of that hap- 
piness which the elect will enjoy in thy kingdom. 
Give us a spirit of holy discrimination, by which 
we may be able to refuse the evil and choose the 
good : and also that we may not be led astray by 
those who unworthily assume the character of the 
grand elect Finally be pleased to grant, that all 
our proceedings may tend to thy glory, and our 
advancement in righteousness. Bless us and 
prosper our works, O Lord ! Amen.” 

'When a candidate is introduced, after certain solemn 
forms, the master of the ceremonies says, 

* I impress you, my brother, with an ardent 
zeal for the honour of the Grand Architect of the 
Universe ; to the end that you may live always in 
’ his adorable presence with a heart disposed to ev- 
<eiy thing that is pleasing to him.” 

The most perfect then presents the candidate with the 
bread and wine, saying, 

“ Bat of this bread with me, and drink of the 
same cup, that we may learn thereby to succour 
aaeh other in time of seed by a mutual love and 
participation of what we possess.” 

■ He then presents to him a gold ring, saying, 

‘‘Receive this ring, and let it be remembered by 
you as a symbol of the alliance you have now con- 
tracted with virtue and the virtuous. You are 
never, my dear brother, to part with it while you 
live ; nor to bequeath it at your death, except to 
your wife, your eldest son, or your nearest friend.” 

When this part of the ceremony is ended, the brethren 
make a libation, according to ancient usage. 
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The mast perfect then deeor&tes the candidate accord- 
ing to the ornaments of the order, saying, 

“ I now with the greatest pleasure salute you/ 
my brother, as a grand elect, perfect and sublime 
mason, which title I now confer on you, and grace 
you with the symbols thereof. Receive this rib- 
bon, the triangular figure of which, is emblemati- 
cal of the divine triangle. The erown upon your 
jewel is a symbol of the royal origin of this de- 
gree. The compass, extended to ninety degrees,, 
denotes the extensive knowledge of the grand 
elect. These jewels, suspended on your breast, 
should make you attentive to your duty and sta- 
tion.” 

Charge. „ 

“ Thus, my venerable brother, by your unblam - 
able conduct, assiduity, constancy and-integrity, 

* you have at last attained the title of grand eleet, 
perfect -and sublime mason, whieb is the summit 
of ancient masonry, and upon your arrival to 
which; 1 most sincerely congratulate yon. 

** 1 must earnestly recommend to you the strict-, 
est case and circumspection m all year conduct^ 
that the sublime mysteries of this degree be no $ 
profaned or disgraced. 

u As to what remains of completing your know- 
ledge in the ancient state of masonry, you will 
find it by attending 4e the following 

History. 

“ When the temple of Jerusalem was finished, 
"the masons, who were employed in constructing 
that stately edifice, acquired immortal honour- 
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Their order became more .upiforroly established 
and regulated than it had been before. Tbeir 
delicacy in admitting new. members of their or- 
der, brought it to a degree of respect ; as the 
merit of the candidate was the only thing they 
then paid attention to. With these principles 
instilled into their minds, many of the grand elect 
left the. temple after its dedication, and dispersed 
themselves among the neighbouring kingdoms, 
instructing all .who applied, and were found wor- 
thy, in the sublime degrees of ancient craft ma- 
sonry. 

“ The temple was finished in the year of the 
world 3000. 

“ Thus far the wise king of Israel behaved wor- 
thy of himself, and gained universal admiration ; 
botomprocess of time^ when ho had advanced in 
years, his understanding became impaired ; he 
•grew, deaf- to the voice of the Lord, and was 
atraagely irregular iu his- conduct. Proud of 
having erected an edifice to bis Maker, and much 
intoxicated with his great power, he piuuged into 
all manner of licentiousness, arid, debauchery, and 
profaned the temple, by offering tbat iaocnse to 
the idol Moloeb, which only should have been of- 
fered to the living God. > 

- " The grand elect and perfect masons saw this 
and were sorely grieved ; being fearfiil that his 
apostacy would end in some dreadful consequen- 
ces, and perhaps bring upon them tbeir enemies, 
whom Solomon had vainly and wantonly defied. 
The people, copying the follies and vices of tbeir 
king, became -proud and idolatrous, negleeting 
the true worship of God for that of idols* 

24 
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“ As sn adequate punishment for this defection, 
God inspired the heart of Nebuchadnezzar, king 
of Babylon, to take vengeauce on the kingdom of 
Israel. This prince sent an army, with Nebu- 
zaradan, captain of the guards, who entered Jn- 
dah with fire and sword, took and sacked the city 
of Jerusalem, razed its walls, and destroyed that 
superb model of excellence, , the temple. The 
people were carried captive to Babylon, and the 
conquerors carried with them all the vessels of 

r ild and silver, &c. This happened 4*70 years, 
months and 10 days after its dedication. 

“When the time arrived that the Christian 
princes entered into a league to free the holy land 
from the oppression of the infidels, the good and 
virtuous masons, anxious for so pious an under- 
taking, voluntarily offered their services to the 
confederates, on condition that they 6konld have 
a chief of their own election, which was granted ; 
accordingly they accepted their standard and de- 
parted. i 

“The valour and fortitude Of those elected I 
knights were such, that they were admired by, 
and took the lead, of, all the princes of Jerusalem^, 
who, believing that their mysteries inspired them 
with cowage and fidelity to the Cause of virtue 
arid religion, became desirous of being initiated j[ 
upon being foupd worthy, their desires were com- 
plied with, and 1 thru the royal art, meeting' the 
approbation of great and good men, became pop- 
ular and honourable, and was diffused to the wor- '* 
tby, throughout their various dominions, and has; r 
continued to spread; far And wide, through & suc- 
cession ofAges, to the present day.** : if

BOOK 11. 


SKETCH Of THE BISTORT OF FREEMASONRY IN AMERICA. 

CHAP. I. 

General Remarks. 

A Grano Lodge consists of the master and wardens of 
all the regular lodges of master masons, within its jnrfo- 
dtetion, with the grand master at their head, the depity 
grand master on his left, and the grand wardens and dea- 
cons in their proper places ; attended also by the £rand 
secretary, grand treasurer, grand chaplain, grand sword 
hearer, grand marshal# and aha the past grand and depu- 
ty grand masters, and past masters or regular lodges while 
members of & lodge within the jurisdiction. 

In England, until the year 1717, a sufficient number of 
diasons met together, had ample power to make masons, 
mfiid discharge evfery doty of masonry by inherent privi- 
leges, vested in the fraternity at large, without & warrant 
of constitution. But at the meeting of the grand lodge of 
England on St. John the Baptist’* day, in that year, the 
following regulation was adopted : 

“ u *The privilege of assembling as masons, which has 
hitherto been unlimited, shall he vested in certain lodges 
of fQ&sons, converted in certain places; and every lodge 
hereafter convened, shall be legally authorised to act ny 
a warrant from the £rand master for the time being, grant- 
ed to certain individuals by petition, with the consent 
dud approbation of tfie grand lodge in Communication; 
and without such warrant, no lodge shall hereafter be 
deemed regnlar or constitutional.” 
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CHAPTER II. 

* 

x CemmmcemerU of Masonry- in America. 

- * * ,\^ 

On application of a number of brethren residing in Bos- 
ton, a warrant was granted by the right honourable and 
most worshipful Anthony, Lord Viscount Montagu?, 
grand master of masons in England* dated the 30th of A- 
pril, 1733, appointing the right worshipful Henry Prise 
grand master in North America, with fall power and au- 
thority to appoint his deputy, and other masonic officers 
necessary for forming a grand lodge; and also to consti- 
tute lodges of free and accepted masons, as often ,as occa- 
sion should require. 

In consequence of this commission, the grand ^ master 
opened a grand lodge in Boston,* on the 3 nth of July, 
1733, in due form, and appointed the right worshipful 
Andrew Belcher deputy grand master, Uie worshipful 
Thomas Kennelly and John Quann, grand wardens* . . 

The grand lodge being thus organ wed, under the desig- 
nation of St. John’s Grand lodge , proceeded to grant war- 
rants for instituting regnlar lodges in various parts of Amer- 
ica; and from this grand lodge originated the first lodges 
in Massachusetts, New-Hampshire, Rhode-IsJand*, Con- 
necticut, New-Jersey, Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia, 
North-Carolina, Sonth^Carolina, Barbadoes, Autigoa, New- 
foundland, burgh. Nova- Scotia, Quebec, Surinam, and 

St. Christopher’s. 

There was also a grand lodge holdcn at Boston, upon 
the ancient establishment, under the designation of “ The 
m Massachusetts Grand Lodge,” which originated as fol- 
lows. 

In 1 755, a number of brethren residing in Boston, wh? 
were ancient masons, in consequence of a petition to the 
grand lodge of Scotland, received a deputation, dated 
Nov. 30, 1 75% from Sholto Charles Douglas, Lord M*c- 
dour , then ^rarnl master, constituting them a regular lodge, 
under the title of St Jtodrew’s Lodge , No# 6£, tube holdeu 
at Boston. 

This establishment was discouraged aqd opposed by 
the St. John’s grand ledge, who thought- their privileges 

• Sometimes called a The grand lodge of me&trn vtatonsS* 
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infringed by the grand lodge of Scotland $ they therefore 
refused to have any intercourse with St. Andrew’s lodge, 
for several years. 

The prosperous state of St. Andrew’s lodge soon led its 
members to make great exertions for the establishment of 
an ancient grand lodge in America : which was soon ef- 
fected in Boston, by the assistance of travelling lodges* 
belonging to the British army, who were stationed there. 

' Her. 27, 1769. The festival of the evangelists was cele- 
brated in doe form. When the brethren were assembled, 
a commission from the right> honourable and most worship- 
ful George, Bari of Dalhonsie, grand master of masons in 
Scotland, dated the 80th of May, 1769, appointing Joseph 
Warren to he grand master uf masons in Boston, and with-' 
in one hundred miles of the same, was read', and he was, 
according to ancient usage, duly installed into that office. 
The grand master then appointed and installed the other 
grand officers, ami the grand lodge was at this timecom- 
pletely organized. % 

Between (his period andthe year 1791, this grand lodge 
granted warrants of Constitution for lodges to beholden in 
Massachusetts, New-Hampshirey Connecticut, Vermont 
arhl New-York. 

In the year 1773, a commission was received from the 
right honourable and most worshipful Patrick Earl of 
Dumfries, grand master of masons in '-.Scotland, dated 
March 8, 1772, appointing the right worshipful Joseph 
Warren, Esq. grand master of masons for the continent of 
Jfanerica, 

In 1775, the meetings of the grand lodge were suspend' 
ed, by the town of Boston becoming a garrison. 

At the battleof Bunker’s hill, on the 17th of June, this 
year, masonry and the grand lodge met with a heavy loss, 
in the death of grand master Warren, who was slain eon- 
tending for the liberties of hk country. 

Soon after tbo evacuation of Boston by the British army, 
'and previous* to any regular ranimunication, the brethren, 
influenced by a, pious regard to the memory of the late 
grand master, were induced io search for his body, which 
had been rudely and indiserimately buried in Die field of 
slaughter. They aebordingly repaired to the place, and* 
by direction of a person who was on the ground at the tima 
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of his burial, a spot was found whore the earth had hoe# 
recently turned up* Upon removing the turf* and opon 
ing the grave, which was on the brow of. a hill, and adja* 
cent to a small cluster of sprigs, the remains were dissev- 
ered, in a mangled condition, but were easily ascertain* 
ed 5 * and, being decently raised, were conveyed-ta the 
state house in Boston ; from whence, by .a large and res- 
pee table number of brethren, with the Me grand officer*? 
attending in procession, they were carried to the stonerehap- 
el, where an animated eulogtmn was delivered by brother 
Perez Morton. The hotly was then deposited in die silent 
vault, “ without a sculptured stone to mark the spot ; but 
as the wholo earth is the sepulchre of illustrious .men, his 
fame, his glorious actions, are engraven on the 'tablet of 
universal remembrance; and will survive marble monu- 
ments or local inscriptions.” ! 

1777, March 8 . The brethren, who had been dispersed 
in consequence of the war, being new generally collected, 
they assembled to lake into consideration the state of m&» 
sooty. Being deprived of their chief by the melancholy 
death of their, grand master, os before mentioned, after 
due consideration they proceeded tw the formation of a 
grand lodge, and elected and installed the most worshipful 
Joseph Webb, their grand master. 

1783, January a. A committee was appointed to draft 
resolutions' explanatory of the power and authority of this 
grand lodge. On the 24th of June following, the commit- 
tee reported as follows, viz, 

“ The committee appointed to take into consideration 
the conduct of those brethren who assume the powers and 
prerogatives of a grand h>dge f on the ancient establish* 
ment, in this place, and examine the extent of their an- - 
thority and jurisdiction, together with the powers of any 
other aneient masonic institution within the same, beg 
leave to report the result of their examination, founded on - 
the following facts* viz. 

“ That the commission from the grand lodge of Scot* 
land, granted to our late grand master Joseph Warren* 
Esq. haying died with hint) and. of coarse his deputy^ 
whose appointment was derived from his notninatioh, be- 
ing no longer in existence, they saw themselves without a . 

* By an artificial tooth. 
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mad, aal whhort a ginrie grand officer; and of conse- 
<1 oeaee it was evident^ that not only the grand lodge, bet 
all the particular lodges under its jurisdiction, must cease 
to assemble, ' the brethren be dispersed, the penniless go 
unassisted^ the eraft languish, and undent masonry lie ex- 
tinct in this part of the wdrld. 

44 That- in consequence of a summons from the former 
grand officers to the masters and wardens of all the regu- 
larly eonstitoted lodges, a grand communication was held, 
to consult and advise on some means to preserve the inter- 
course of the brethren. 

“That, the political head of this country having de- 
stroyed all connexion and correspondence between the 
subjects of these states and the eoontry from which the 
grand lodge originally derived its commissioned authori- 
ty, and the principles of the craft inculcating on its pro- 
fessors submission to the commands of the civil authority 
of the country they reside jn : the brethren did assume an 
elective- supremacy, and under it chose a grand master and 
grand officers, and erected a grand lodge, with independ- 
ent powers and prerogatives, to be exercised however on 
principles consistent with and subordinate to the regula* 
tions pointed out in the constitutions of ancient masonry. 

“That the reputation and utility of the craft, under 
their jurisdiction, has been most extensively diffused, by 
the flourishing state of fourteen lodges constituted by their 
authority, within a shorter period than that in which 
tfrree only received dispensations under the former grand 
lodge. 

44 That in the history of our craft we find, that in En- 
gland there are two grand lodges independent of Cach oth- 
er ; in Scotland the same ; and in Ireland their grand 
lodge and grand master are independent either of England 
or Scotland. It is clear that the authority of some of their 
grand lodges originated in assumption ; or otherwise, they 
would acknowledge the head from whence they derived. 

* 4 Your committee are therefore of opinion, that the do- 
ings of the present grand lodge were dictated by princi- 
ples of the clearest necessity, founded in the highest rea- 
son, and warranted by precedents of the most approved 
authority.” 

This report was accepted, and corresponding resolutions 
entered into by the grand lodge, and recorded. 
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1791) Dec. 5. A committee was appointed, agreeably 
lo a vote of the second of March, 1790, “ to confer with 
the officers of 8t John’s grand lodge upon the subject of a 
complete masonic anion throughout this commonwealth*” 

On the 5th of March, 1792, the committee brought ia 
their report, and presented a copy. of the laws and consti- 
tution for associating and unities the two grand lodges; as 
agreed to by 8t. John’s grand lodge, which, being read 
and deliberately considers, was unanimously approved of* 
June 19, 1792. The officers and members of the two 
grand lodges met in conjunction, agreeable to previous ar- 
rangements, and installed the most worshipfiil John Cut- 
ler grand master ; and resolved, a that this grand lodg£, 
organized as aforesaid, shall forever hereafter be frnown 
by the name of The Grand Lodge of the Most Ancient and 
Honourable Society of Free ana Accepted Masons for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts.” " 

In addition to the powers vested by charter in the two 

} ;rand lodges before mentioned, for instituting subordinate 
odges, the grand lodge of England appointed provincial 
grand masters in several of the states, and invested them 
also with authority to grant warrants for holding lodges* 

The revolution, which separated the American States 
from the government of the mother country, also exonerat- 
ed the American lodges from their allegiance to foreign 
grand lodges ; because the principles of masonry incut- | 
cate obedience to the governments under which we live* 
The lodges, in the several States, therefore, after the ter- 
mination of the war, resorted to the proper and necessary 
means of formiag and establishing independent grand lodg- 
es, for the government of the fraternity in their respective 
jurisdictions* 

■ 

CHAPTER IB. 

Grand Lodge of New -Hampshire. 

The Grand Lodge of New-Hampshire was first formed 
the eighth of July, A. L. 5789. A number of Lodges* in 
this state had received warrants from Massachusetts, which 
united in the establishment of this grand lodge, and came 
under its jurisdiction. Its meetings are holden at Ports- 
mouth, in January, April, July and October.

CHAPTER IV. 

Grand Lodge of Massachusetts > 

The first grand lodge in America was holden at Boston, 
on the 30th July, A. D. 1738, ktiown by the name of St. 
John's. Grand Lodge, and descended from the grand mas- 
ter of England. 

The Massachusetts Grand Lodge (also holden at Bos- 
ton) was first established on the 27th Dee. A. D. 1700, 
and descended from the grand master of Scotland. 

On the 10th of June, A. D. 1702, a grand masonic anion 
was formed by^he two grand lodges, and all distinctions 
between ancient and modern masons abolished.

CHAPTER VI.

CHAPTER XIV. 

Grand Lodge of North~Carolwta. 

The Grand Lodge of North-Cafofina was first con- 
stituted by virtue §f a charter from the grand lodge of 
Scotland, A. D. 4771. It convened occasionally at New- 
* hern and Eden ton, at which latter place the records were 
deposited previous to the revolutionary war. During 
the contest, the records were destroyed by the British ar- 
my, and the meetings of the grand lodge suspended. 
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The members of the eraft convened at Hillsborough in 
this State, A. D. 1787, and compiled certain regulations 
for the government of the grand lodge, and again set to 
work In the same year they appointed a committee to 
form a constitution for their future government, which 
was accordingly done, and in the -rear following, the said 
constitution was formally adopted and ratified, at the city 
of Raleigh, at which place the grand lodge meets annu- 
ally.
